Sir : Pursuant to the requirements of Section 734 of the 
General Statutes of the State of Florida, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of the work of this depart- 
ment during the year 1930: 

Reserve Militia. 

The estimated strength of the .Reserve Militia of the 
State is 158,800. This is merely an estimate. No funds 
are available to defray the expense of an enrollment of 
the militia and none has been made for a great many 
years. A careful consideration of the matter of the 
strength of the Reserve Militia, based upon census infor- 
mation available at the date of compiling this report, 
seems to indicate that the estimates submitted in the 
several last reports of this department were much too 
high. 

The National Guard of Florida. 

There have been no material changes in the organiza- 
tion of the National Guard of this State during the year. 
The headquarters of the brigade of infantry remains at 
Jacksonville; those of the First Regiment Infantry at the 
same point and of the Second Regiment Infantry at 
Orlando.

MvsTFjiEi) Out. 

There has been mustered out of the service during the 
year, because of inefficiency, one company of infantry— 
Company M. First Regiment Infantry, ai Mnrianna, 
Florida, on April 2S, 1010. T!ie loss of (his organisation 
is tn hi' regretted, for this regiment is already reduced in 
strength. The company at the time id' its dishaiulnieni 
was recruited up to ihe maximum number of men, and 
simply lacked proper management and insfructiiui, hut 
the inability to secure competent commissioned officers 
who could administer tin affairs of the organisation 
upon a basis of reasonable efficiency, maintain some 
semblance of discipline and Ensure ihe proper care and 
protection of the public military property, made it 
necessary tn take this action. 

The detachments of the Hospital Corps at i ached to 
both regiments of infantry were disbanded, and provision 
lias been made under General Order No. 21. issued May 
26. 1010. for ihe reorganization of the Hospital Corps 
upon an entirely different basis. It is hoped, by this 



means, to provide a more dependable and efficient force nf 
sanitary troops. 

Mustered In. 

There have been no new organizations mustered into 
the National Guard of Florida during the year. 

Coast Abtilleky. 

Attention is respectfully invited to what was said under 
this heading in the report of this department for 1909. 
It is desired to submit the same comment and recom- 
mendations again this year. 

Infantry. 

There are four vacancies among the companies of the 
First Regiment of Infantry and two in the Second Regi- 
ment of Infantry. Steps should be taken to fill these 
vacancies by the formation of additional companies. 
Suggestions were made under this heading in the report 
of this department for 1909 as to points at which the 
formation of companies of infantry might be undertaken 
with some promise of success. So far as this office is 
advised no special effort has been made in this direction. 
It is submitted ihat I he matter of securing additional 
companies to fill the vacancies now existing is one which 
should receive the consideration of the officers command- 
ing the regiments and battalions in which these vacancies 
exist, and which ought to command their active efforts. 
Unless additional companies can be formed it is recom- 
mended that the fragments of battalions be consolidated, 
and that the skeleton organizations now being tempor- 
arily maintained be dispensed with and surplus field and 
staff officers be discharged. It is trusted that this action 
may not be necessary, but unless additional companies are 
formed it will be necessary, in order to meet the require- 



meuts of the Federal law that the organization of the 
National Guard shall correspond with that prescribed for 
the Army. This would make the infantry force of the 
State consist of one regiment and two separate battalions. 

Efficiency. 

There has been continued and marked improvement in 
the general efficiency of the troops of the State during the 
past year. Attention is invited to the table published in 
General Order No. 1 of the series of 1910, and a com- 
parison of the percentages attained by the several organi- 
zations, as shown in that order, with the work of the year 
just passed, shows a very marked improvement in many 
respects. The relative standing of the various companies 
during the past year has been determined and will be 
published as General Order No. 1 of the series of 1911. 

In commenting in the report of this department for the 
year 1909 upon the progress being made toward increased 
efficiency (he statement was made: 

"The National Guard of Florida is now fairly well 
equipped for service in the field. Its further progress 
toward higher efficiency must depend to a large extent 
upon the capacity and zeal of the commanding officers of 
the line. They are responsible under the law for the dis- 
cipline and training of the troops, and should be held to 
account for any failure to meet those responsibilities. If 
the further improvement of the State's military force rests 
upon these officers, then it is important that every possi- 
ble opportunity be given them for obtaining the maximum 
of instruction both iu theory and practice which is possi- 
ble for those in the militia. To this end it is contemplated 
to prescribe in orders early in the new year a definite 
military educational system for the National Guard of 
Florida, and while this system will include post schools 
for enlisted men, it will afford special opportunity and 
means for commissioned officers to perfect and improve 
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themselves iu the military profession. A feature uf ill is 
system will be a camp of instruction for commissi osed 
officers only, which, it is planned, will be held during the 
month of April or possibly in May. 

"Our National Guard service has now progressed to that 
point where it may be said that there is no room for 
drones in the commissioned personnel. A man desiring to 
assume the responsibilities of commissioned office must 
have both the capacity and the inclination to perfect him- 
self iu military science by study and application, else he 
cannot hope to discharge his official duties creditably and 
will only retard the organization to which he may be at- 
tached. A single drone or incompetent may block suc- 
cessful administration throughout an entire command, 
and it is well, therefore, that the Florida law provides a 
means for testing (he efficiency of officers and for elimi 
nating those who may lack the capacity to properly per- 
form the duties devolving upon them. A firm application 
of this means of insuring efficient service among the offi- 
cers is necessary, and it argues well that the Commanding 
General of the Brigade of Infantry has not hesitated to 
report as deficient, during the past year, a regimental 
commander aud a captain of more than twenty years' 
service; this action having been taken after continued 
evidences of incompetency. It is believed that a con- 
sistent adherence to this policy upon the part of all com- 
manding officers will greatly promote the efficiency of the 
military establishment ; but it is pointed out that the in- 
fluence of an incompetent officer in authority is scarcely 
less hurtfnl than that of a capable but inactive officer. 
It matters not what the personal qualities of an officer 
may be, or how long he has served in the Guard, when he 
reaches that point where his interest in the service does 
not prompt him and cause him to make those sacrifices of 
time necessary to properly and promptly perform his 
duties, he should resign or retire. He owes this to the 
service and to himself. A drone is sure to prove a stum- 
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Ming block and a hindrance to the organization with 
which he is associated and to those under him. 

"With the plans for instruction briefly mentioned under 
this heading; with the excellent material offered by those 
embraced in the present roster of our commissioned offi- 
cers, and by adhering to the plan of promptly eliminating 
all inactive and incompetent officers, it ought to be possi- 
ble, within a very few years, to place the National Guard 
<if Florida upon a basis of splendid efficiency." 

The same comment will apply with equal, if not added, 
force at this time. And in the same connection, a matter 
which, unfortunately, demands further mention, is the 
continued in activity and apparent lack of interest upon 
the part of many of the senior officers in our service, and 
their seeming failure tu realize and to meet their official 
responsibi lit it's to the fullest. This is true to a large 
extent in the matter of the trainiug and instruction of 
I lie troops, and perhaps equally so in the conduct of the 
pontine administrative work of their respective offices. 
li sometimes seems ;is i hough the promotion of au officer 
to a field office, or to a grade above that of a company 
commander, is accepted by the recipient of such promo- 
tion as a soil of retirement from active duty and relief 
from the responsibilities of office. There are some notable 
exceptions in our service, but, as a rule, the senior officers 
do not concern themselves sufficiently with the manage 
incut and training of (he units of their commands at the 
home stations throughout the year. This work is left 
almost entirely to the company commanders, who, fol- 
lowing divergent methods, lacking the supervision of their 
superior officers, and sometimes their advice. supjKirt and 
encouragement, gel varying results. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that when the larger units are assembled each 
year for the short period of field service which they have, 
the field and staff officers find themselves out of touch 
with their commands and lacking information as to the 
actual conditions in the various companies. 
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The lack of continuous, consistent and proper direction 
of the training of the troops throughout the year along 
definite and progressive lines and in pursuance of the 
program which is prescrilied is a serious drawhack to our 
service, for it renders it necessary to go back each year 
over ground that has btta imperfectly covered liefore, and 
often develnpes that some companies are grossly deficient 
in elementary matters in which the others are proficient, 
hut cannot proceed beyond. As stated at the outstart, 
ihis criticism does not apply to all of the senior officers, 
but it i rents of a defect and neglect so common as to 
merit this broad comment. 

To bring the organized militia up to that standard 
now fixed by law requires of the officers much study of 
subjects hitherto unknown in this service, but a knowledge 
of which is now absolutely necessary for the proper 
exercise of military command. There is, also, much for 
the enlisted man to learn, but in the main the responsi- 
bility rests upon the officers. They must qualify them- 
selves to meet, as nearly as possible, the new standard 
fixed for the militia. To do this so that thpy can credit- 
ably perform the duties pertaining to their respective 
offices requires a deal of time and untiring energy. There 
must be the interest and enthusiasm born of an inate 
fondness for the military service, and such pride in per- 
sonal achievement as will inspire the individual to do bis 
best and not rest content with the knowledge that he 
holds a commission and wears a uniform. 

The success of the State military establishment, there- 
fore, depends upon the capability and enthusiasm of the 
officers, and the efficiency of any organization is assured 
where its officers possess these qualifications. 

Training. 



While the usual program of practical instruction for 
the troops ha 8 been followed during the past year, the 



activities of this department have been directed largely 
toward providing means for the more thorough training 
of our officers. 

Under General Order No. 6, published February 5, 1910, 
there was announced, as a part of the Regulations for 
the National Guard of Florida, a definite military ednca 
tional system for the State, which, if consistently and 
faithfully carried out, will result, it is felt, iu a material 
betterment of the service. Post schools had previously 
lieen conducted at many stations of the troops in a more 
or less desultory fashion; but under the system now 
announced, the scope of these schools, and the responsi- 
bilities of post commanders with relation thereto, is 
clearly defined and prescribed. By these regulations 
provision is also made for the holding of annua) camps of 
instruction for commissioned officers, carrying out, in this 
respect, (he plans of the War Department for the further 
training of militia officers. The first of these camps of 
instruction for commissioned officers was held this year 
<iil the reservation adjoining the State Arsenal, at St. 
Augustine, from May 16 to 20. inclusive. It was most 
successfully conducted and proved very profitable indeed 
for those who participated as student officers. 

It has been the practice during the encampments each 
year to devote an hour or more of every day to a so-called 
school for officers, and this plan will probably be con- 
tinued; but the brief space which can be devoted to that 
purpose at such times offers a very limited opportunity for 
instructing the officers, and only a very little in the way 
of theoretical instruction can be accomplished. There is 
also to be contended with, the disconcerting tnlluence of 
camp responsibilities. Commanding officers have the 
necessities and the comfort of their men to keep in mind, 
as well as the need for controlling and managing them; 
there are constantly routine camp duties demanding 
attention, as well as the time which must be devoted to 
drill and field exercises, so that it must be considered that

sole purpose of studying and receiving instruction, with 
no responsibilities as to camp administration, if* 11 iimst 
happy one and has already given most gratifying results. 

Camp of Instbuction fob Comiiissioneu OmcMm. 

The supervision ami management of such of these < amps 
for officers as were to be participated in by officers from 
the territory embraced in the Department of the Gulf, 
was delegated by the War Department to Lieutenant 
Colonel George T. Bartlett, of the General Staff of the 
Army, Chief of Staff of this department. Colonel Bartlett 
was present at the St. Augustine camp and pvaoaallv 
directed the instruction work. It is thought thai he was 
very well pleased with the progress made by the Florida 
officers, who, with but a few exceptions, were most atien 
tive and zealous. There were seventy-nine student offcen 
in camp, and they were divided into fonr section* for 
theoretical instruction in minor tactics, military topog- 
raphy and kindred subjects, while the entire body was 
assembled for the lectures on military hygene, military 
law and other general subjects. 

The camp was established and fully equipped and 
prepared in advance of the arrival of the officers. It was 
most admirably located and appointed and was declared 
by all to be most comfortable and convenient. Effort was 
made to afford the officers every opportunity for availing 
themselves to the fullest extent of the benefits which the 
occasion offered. Large tents, equipped with blackboards, 
seats, etc., were supplied for each section or class, and the 
meetings of the entire body were held in the large assem- 
bly hall of the Arsenal. 

The work undertaken at this camp was along lines 
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practically new to tlie Florida officers, but the aridity 
with which they attacked the subjects unfolded to them 
was most gratifying and encouraging. The fine progress 
which was made, however, must be attributed not only to 
the application of the student officers, and their capacity 
imd desire to acquire information, but to the splendid 
methods employed by the instructors. It is proper to 
say in this connection that Florida was particularly for- 
tunate in securing for this camp the detail of a fine body 
of regular officers, possessing the advantage of having 
l»een sj>ecially trained as instructors, and being rated as 
among the most capable in the Army, Several were 
directly from the Army School of the Line at Fort Leaven- 
worth, where they had been on duty as instructors, and 
of which institution they were honor graduates. One of 
the number, Captain M. E. Manna, having recently con- 
tributed to his profession a very valuable book, entitled 
"Tactical Principles and Problems," which has been 
adopted as a text book for the Army, and is pronounced 
by many as the most comprehensive authority we now 
have upon the subject of minor tactics. 
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The Kegular officers detailed as instructors 
Florida camp for officers were: 

Major David Baker, Medical Corps. 
Captain Howard R. Hickok, Fifteenth Cavalry.

This department feels especially indebted to Lieutenant 
Colonel Bartlett and the officers named above for the 
special interest which they manifested in the conduct of 
this school, and for their willingness to assist and instruct 
the Florida officers in every practicable way, in and out 
of school hours. 
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The course which was followed at the school included : 
Infantry instruction. 
The rifle. 

Camp police and sanitation. 
First aid. 
Paper work. 
Rations. 

Preparation of field orders. 
Map reading. 
Patrols, 

Advance and rear guards. 
Outposts. 

In order that responsibility for the maintenance of 
discipline might remain with the State authorities it was 
deemed advisable to place an officer of the National Guard 
in command of the camp, and Brigadier General John 8. 
Maxwell, First Brigade, waB announced as the command- 
ing officer, and thru his orders the daily routine was 
published, together with such rules as were necessary 
for the management of the school. Few restrictions, 
however, were placed upon the student officers. They 
were advised of the hours for the meeting of the several 
classes and for the lectures, and that they would be 
expected to be present. While the instructors each made 
a check at the opening of their classes, this was for their 
own information in determining the attention and zeal. 
in a relative way. of those uuder them; a matter covered 
by their reports to the War Department. In prescribing 
the rules for the camp it was felt that the interest of the 
State officers and their desire to l»eneflt as much as 
jHissible from wliat was being done, might tie depended 
upon to insure their prBMBCG and attention at all times, 
and, with but few exceptions, this was found to be the 
case. It is considered advisable, however, that at future 
camps of this character, the presence of the officers at all 
times he required; that the senior State officer in pach 
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sect ii m or class In* placed in charge of it and lie instructed 
to report any absentees to the camp commander, and, 
tliai officers tinditig it necessary to absent themselves, 
even temporarily, be required to obtain permission to do 
so. It is belived. also, I bat the commanding officer of the 
camp should be required to report to tbe Governor the 
ntffiics of any officers who do not consistently follow the 
course which may l>e undertaken : who shmv iiiiirked iinit 
tent ion or indifference, or who apparently lack the 
capacity to follow the course. This is to the end that 
smli officers may be tested by examination a* to their 
general fitness for holding commission, us provided for 
iinilcr Section 08:2 .if the Military Code. 

The comment made here upon tbe conduct of the camp 
for officers is bated upon the observations of The Adju- 
tant Genera], who was peresent. No report was sub- 
mit ted by the coninntuding officer of the camp.

As to the training and military education of those in 
the State military service the Keguiutions for the 
National Guard of Florida prescr i be: 

".J87. The military educational system or the State will 
include the following schemes for theoretical instruction: 
1. 1'osf schools for enlisted men, 
3. Post schools fur < ommissioned oftii 

3. A correspondent v school for commissioned officers. 
when it shall be practicable to establish and conduct such 
;i school from Oenerni Headquarters. 

4. Annual camps of instructions for commissioned 
officers. 

B. Regular course of study at such military schools 
and colleges of the United States as are open to the 
Organised Militia under the provisions of Section If! of 
the Act of Congress of January 21, 1903, 

'■:iS8. It will be the duty of post commanders to estah- 
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lisli tiutl provide fur the conduct uf post schools; fed 
;i|i]«iini instructors, and, uuder the supervision uf their 
superior i-oiiiinauders, to prescribe the COUM of study in 
each school." 

Post Schools. 

As suggestive of a method for conducting the post 
schools to best advantage during the year just passed, the 
following plan was outlined under General Order No. t>, 
published from the General Headquarters uf the National 
Guard of Florida February 5, 1910: 

"During the mouths of February. March, April and 
May of the current year, schools for enlisted men will be 
held in each company of the National Guard of Florida at 
least once a month, and. preferably, Iwice a month. These 
schools will, in each case, be conducted under such rules 
and conditions as may be prescribed by the post com 
mauder. The subject matter for study will be so ap 
jxirtioned as to accomplish a complete review and study 
of the "Manual for Privates of Infantry of the Organized 
Militia of the Fnited States flft09t> within the next four 
months and prior to the encampments which are to he 
held next summer. To this end, no other text book will he 
used in the schools for enlisted men; except — that com- 
manding officers may prescribe other and more advanced 
studies for non-commissioned officers if deemed advisable. 
The Manual for Privates of Infantry is designed to 
present in mosr ■ ■< m rise form soch features of instruction, 
taken from the various military text hooks, regulations, 
etc.. as are deemed absolutely necessary to the training 
of the private soldier. There is embraced under one cover 
what it is important for him to know about organisation, 
military courtesy, discipline, care of the ritle, small arms 
practice, drill, guard duty, personal hygiene, first aid 
rules, etc. As a plan for conducting these schools it is 
suggested that commanding officers should announce, at 
least a week in advance, what portion of the Manual will 
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be read and discussed at the next session of I he school, 
and, it is estimated that an allotment of about thirty 
pages each time will make possible a complete review of 
(he book within (he time which is available. As each 
soldier will have a eopy of the Manual in his personal 
|M»KKessiiin, they should be expected and required to give 
i lie lessons such study in advance as will enable them to 
answer questions and show intelligent comprehension of 
i be subjects taken up at each session of the school. The 
officer conducting the school should read and explain the 
lesson, asking such questions from time to time as will 
determine whether or not the subject is fully understood 
by the men. A more thorough study of this book nnis! 
subsequently lie provided for; hut for the present it will 
Ik* sufficient thai the enlisted man gain a general know] 
edge and understanding of the subjects which it covers, 
and that they are able to express in their own words and 
in their own way the essence of each lesson that may be 
given out, without requiring them to recite the text." 

As the post schools for officers and enlisted men form 
I be very basis of the military education of the members 
of the National (tuard, and as the instruct ion given in 
ibis way is necessary as preliminary to, and throughout 
each stage of praclical training under arms, it is impor- 
tant to know whether or not they are being properly con- 
ducted. The success of these schools depends entirely 
upon the methods employed by post commanders and the 
attention which those officers give to this important duty. 
At the close of the year it was deemed advisable to call 
upon all post commanders for report upon the progress 
made with the school work. What has been accomplished 
in this respect, with some idea of what may be expeeied 
in I he future, is disclosed in the following extracts from 
the reports received : 

JtrpfH-t of Major Hick ft), Pont of Ajmlachholn: 

'Tpoii assuming office of Post Commander, and at the 
earliest opportunity, I organized two separate schools. 
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one for commissioned officers and the other for non-com 
missioned officers and privates. The school for commis 
sioned officers was organized in July, 1910, and Lieuten- 
ant J. Farley Warren was detailed as instructor. The 
courses of study prescribed were those in vogue at the 
camp of instruction which was held at St. Augustine, in 
May, 1910, and consisted of Security and Information, 
Map Reading, Minor Tactics, Field Engineering, First 
Aid and Drill Regulations. Our ordinary method of 
study is that we usually read from four to ten pages in 
each hook, and, if the matter is not properly under- 
stood, the matter is then discussed until a hetter under- 
standing is reached. 

"I am thoroughly convinced of the great value of these 
schools to the officers, and, judging from my personal 
observation of the officers of this post, I can truthfully 
state that their efficiency and value as officers to the 
National Guard has vastly increased, due in a great 
measure to the instruction and information acquired 
while attending the poet school. 

'■The school for non-commissioned officers and privates 
was established at this post during the month of July, 
1910, with Second Lieutenant E. H. Smith detailed as 
instructor. The subject matter for study taken up was 
the Manual for Privates of Infantry of the Organized 
Militia: one night in each month and sometimes two 
nights were devoted to study, the instructor usually 
reading from fifteen to thirty pages and explaining any- 
thing which might be in any way confusing to the men, 
inviting discussion and asking questions. 

■I can already see a marked mprovement in tlie effi 
ciency of some of the men, due to the fact that some of 
them seem more ambitious to learn than others. I intend 
during the coming season to establish a separate school 
for non-commissioned officers, and have already issued 
the necessary orders to that effect." 
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Captain t'uicuii. Post of Daytona: 

"Before the State encampment last J uly, at intervals of 
drilling, while the men stood at ease under arms, it was 
his custom to deliver to them a fire or ten minute talk 
about their duties, deportment and care of their equip- 
ment, which he had carefully thought over beforehand: 
giving, as well as he could, the information they most 
needed to know. This was continued until after camp, 
until he was issued the gallery practice rifle. Theu he 
devoted the spare time on drill nights to gallery practice, 
until the cuunty officials began altering the quarters ; this 
interrupted the gallery practice and most of the drilling 
was in the street. 

"As soon as the quarters were habitable again Major 
E. L. Stewart, National Guard of Florida, retired, and 
late of the Medical Corps, was secured to deliver a abort 
lecture on first aid and camp sanitation to the company 
on Friday nights. He delivered three very interesting 
talks and aroused considerable interest in this phase of 
Army life, and gave the men lots of good practical points. 
Then the weather got so cold that it was impossible for 
the men to be comfortable without a fire, so Major 
Stewart discontinued the lectures, and. since the middle 
of December, one of the officers has given the men a short 
talk after drill each Tuesday night. These efforts have 
been based on the Manual for Privates of Infantry, as a 
text book, and have been well received." 

Captain Caicthon. Poat< of DeFuniak Sprinifx; 

"The school was duly organized and conducted, but no 
record of the work done was kept; however, it included 
the school of the soldier, the school of the squad, close 
order, extended order, camp sanitation, outposts, first aid 
and the sending and receiving messages." 

Captain Bland ing, Post of Gainesville: 

•~1 have the honor to state that same were held at this 
post up to the time that the company went to camp last 



year; since that time they have not been regularly 
conducted." 

Colonel LeFils, Post of Jacksonville: 

"I regret exceedingly to have to report that, by reason 
of constant and continuous business engagements, I was 
not able to give this matter my attention, and that by 
reasou of my failure, the appointment of post school at 
Jacksonville was not made, nor has the conducting of 
such school been attempted." 

Major Wolf, Post of Key West : 

"Post schools are held at thiB post for both commis 
sioned and non commissioned officers as well as at least 
once a month, and at these sessions different subjects are 
taken up by me, personally, and much benefit is derived 
from same. At times we do not always have the full 
complement of the officers, as some of them are so engaged 
in business that it is not always convenient for them to 
be present, but the average attendance is very satisfactory. 

"At different times the subject of sanitation has been 
taken up, which I consider, and has been impressed upon 
us by onr instructors, as one of the very most important 
points for military study." 

Captain Davis. Post of Ijcesburg : 

"The first Tuesday night in each month was given 
entirely to drill. The second to short drill and company 
school {i. c, instructing by lecture, and using Drill Regu- 
lations; letting the 'non-coms' do a great deal of the 
instructing). 

"The third Tuesday night waB given to short drill and 
'non-com' school. 

"The fourth Tuesday night was given to short drill and 
'non-com' school, and also to officer's school. 

"If there were five Tuesday nights in a month, one was 
given to extended order drill by squad and company." 
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Major Lyle, Pott of Live Oak : 

"Dnriug the year 1910 post school for nuu commissioned 
officers was regularly held at this post. For a portion of 
the year school was held once each week, and the balance 
of the year once each two weeks. I was unable to per 
sonally conduct this school at all times on account of my 
physical condition, the school at other times being held by 
other officers at the post. 

'•The studies taken np at this school were the subjects 
outlined in orders relating to the school, together with 
other subjects that would assist candidates for commis- 
sion in examination prescribed for them." 

Captain, Brassier, Post of Miami : 

■'Upon the receipt of General Order No. 6, 1910, a post 
school was established, at which the non-commissioned 
officers were taught the Kegulations from the 'definitions' 
to the 'school of the battalion.' 

"These schools were held twice a month, with the excep- 
tion of December. 1910. 

-This office was very much handicap]>ed on account of 
baring only three copies of the Manual for Privates of 
Infantry, the issue of these books only having reached here 
near the first of December." 

Lieutenant Colonel Xaah, Post of Ocala ; 

"These schools were organized at the Ocala post in 
April, 191ft. and held every Sunday at ft P. M. for one 
honr. A commissioned officer being detailed each week to 
conduct same. These schools were temporarily aban- 
doned during the busy winter Reason, but will be re-estab- 
lished at once." 

('ujttain, A if as. Post nf Orlando: 

"A post school for officers and enlisted men was estab- 
lished at Orlando, February 2B, 191ft, in ronipliauce with 
General Order No. 6. A. G. 0., February 5. 1910. 

"T was appointed instructor for this school by Colonel 
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F. X. Schuller. wliu was sil that time post commander. 
This sell imiI was conducted first and third Wednesday of 
each month for officers and enlisted men, until June 28, 
lit in. AH officers and enlisted men showed a great deal 
of interest in the work." 

Captain VttUiHK, t'uxt iif /'hint fit;/: 

"Assisted by ihe o fl fce n of this post, schools were con- 
ducted once each month during the months of February, 
March, April and Mm, using the .Manual for Privates of 
Infantry of the Organ i zed Militia as text book. 

"The subject niatlcr of litis text book was gone over 
carefully up to and (Deluding "Kxtracts from the Manual 
of Guard Doty.' Oral examinations were conducted apon 
the subject covered during cadi school and soldiers were 
required to memorize 'Orders for Sentinels on Post.' 

"These schools have proved very successful and bene 
tii ial and I am now conducting monthly schools on coast 
artillery subjects." 

Captain Patter, Pmt of St. Ptirrsburg: 

"We are holding mm -com missioned officers' school once 
a month on the subject of School of a Soldier, Guard Doty 
and Field Duty. Once a week non-commissioned officers 
are schooled in drilling the company." 

Captain M'all. Pout of Htarke; 

"A school for non-commissioned officers for this post 
was organized by Captain Wills (his predecessor) about 
the first of January, 1910, and same has heen kept up 
since that time, although part of this time there were 
very few officers in attendance as their work was some 
distance from this post," 

Captain Lewis. Post of Tallahassee : 

"March 23rd Lieutenant Win th top instructed the non- 
commissioned officers' school on military courtesy. 

"April 27th Captain J. Stuart Lewis inatructed all of 
the men of the company on guard duty and discipline. 
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"June 15th Lieutenant Walker held instruction to all 
the company on Small Arms Firing Regulations. 

"August 26th Dr. Philbrick. Post Surgeon, instructed 
the company in First Aid to the Injured and hygiene. 

"September 2:ird Lieutenant Wintkrou instructed the 
company in the care of the rifle and its use. 

"October 26th Captain J. Stuart Lewis instructed the 
company in Camp Sanitation, Pitching Tents, etc. 

"November 30th Lieutenant Walker instructed the com- 
pany in the Manual of Privates of Infantry. 

"Regular course of drills were conducted during the 
year, with half hour intervals of instruction and discus- 
sion of duties, etc., of the men of the Orgiiniaed Militia." 

Major Cohen, Post of Tampa: 

"I issued Post Order No. 4. a copy of which is enclosed, 
and thereafter a regular course of instruction was fol- 
lowed by the company officers under my supervision. 

"Later, and when nearing the period of the maneuvers. 
Post Orders No. 8 were issued, a copy of which is en- 
closed, and this was for the purpose of especial iuBtruc 
tion. which was deemed necessary for this tour of duty. 
Schools were held weekly for a while and then twice a 
week, most of which were personally conducted by myself, 
bnt instruction was also given by the company and hnt- 
f alum staff officers. 

"After the return from the maneuvers in July schools 
were discontinued until Post Orders were issued by me in 
August, a copy of which is enclosed, and these schools 
have been conducted along a progressive line of instruc- 
tion." 

It will he seen from the information contained in these 
several reports that, with but one or 1wo exceptions, 
effort was made in some way to carry out tbe idea of con- 
ducting schools at (he various posts. It is to be regretted 
that at most of the posts the plan outlined in General 
Order No. 6 was not more strictly adhered to. The 
important consideration is. however, that, under proper 
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supervision, it would be possible to have these schools 
properly and effectively conducted. It is not necessary to 
state to regimental commanders that it is their duty to 
ascertain, thru special inquiry, if not disclosed by reports, 
whether or not the theoretical instruction prescribed for 
the troops is being given at the posts where units of their 
commands are stationed. The information developed 
thru the inquiry from Ibis office could have been obtained 
at the headquarters of regiments at such time early it] the 
year as to have admitted or correcting methods improperly 
employed, and thus have insured a uniform and progres- 
sive course of study throughout the entire force. 

Itc»I>tmsibility for the proper iusf ruction and for the 
efficiency of the troops being placed by law upon the 
Commanding General, this entire matter is, of course, 
subject to his supervision and direction, subject to such 
general regulations as may be prescribed thru the order) 
of the Governor. It is trusted that the program of in- 
struction for the new year will be outlined at an early 
date and that it will be faithfully carried out at each, 
post; but to insure this it is necessary that the mte 
commanding officers give this school work proper atten- 
tion and supervision. 

An order is now in preparation which prescribes the 
books for use in post schools, and this order will be 
issued as one of the first of the series of 1911. Following 
are extracts from it : 

"The course of study in post schools for commissioned 
officers of the line, and for officers of the staff corps and 
departments detailed to duty in the line (except medicat 
officers) will embrace the following subjects:

The necessity for fixing some test for officers as to 
their knowledge of the subjects thus prescribed for study 
is apparent, and, when it is practicable for this depart- 
ment to carry on the work, it is planned to conduct a 
sort of correspondence school, and thru a system of 
queries ascertain whether or not the prescribed course of 
study is being followed. At present no test is provided 
for except in cases where officers exhibit such lack of 
capacity and unfitness as to cause their commanding 
officers to recommend that they be ordered before a 
board for social examination; or unless they come up 
for promotion and are required to take the examinations 
prescribed therefor. 

The regulations governing the examination of candi 
dates for original appointment and of officers nominated 
for promotion have been amended this year, and as so 
amended they practically fix the standard of training for 
oil iters in the State service. Under the system of electing 
officers which obtains in our National Guard of Florida, 
it frequently happens that some person from civil life, 
without previous military experience, is nominated for 
appointment to commissioned office. In such cases it 
would lie unreasonable to suppose that a candidate could, 
within the short period allowed for preparation for 
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examination, gain a sufficient knowledge of strictly mili 
tary subjects to stand a general examination upon them. 
It is important to determine, however, that a person go 
selected for appointment has such qualifications in the 
way of general education and capacity to acquire infor- 
mation as will enable him to become reasonably proficient 
in his military duties when he has had time for study 
and opportunity to receive training, and, to this end, 
the preliminary examination which is a prerequisite to 
original appointment in' the grades of lieutenant or 
captain is limited to such tests as will establish the 
general fitness of the candidate in these respects. In 
the examinations for promotion, however, test is made of 
the military qualifications of the officer, and in fixing 
the scope for such examinations it seemed not unreason- 
able to require that an officer coming np for promotion to 
the grade of major be examined as to his knowledge of 
the most important of the subjects in which a second 
lieutenant in the Regular Army is required to be pro- 
ficient, and that the examination for promotion to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel should embrace the most 
important of the subjects prescribed in the Army schedule 
for the examination of first lieutenants.

42-a. An officer ordered before an examining board 
under paragraph (a), of Section 682 of the Military Code,

The examination under the last named division will be 
designed to determine whether or not the officer has the 
ordinary educational qualifications necessary to the per 
fonnance of duty under his commission, and, whether or 
not the officer is sufficiently proficient in his knowledge 
of professional subjects to properly discharge the duties 
of his office. The examination in the latter particular 
will cover all professional subjects which are prescribed 
for study by officers of the same grade and arm of the 
service, and will be sufficiently extended to fully deter- 
mine the officer's understanding and knowledge of them. 

The standard in all subjects shall be one hundred, and 
an officer shall he considered to be unable and unfit to 
discharge the duties of his office who fails to attain a 
general average of seventy-five per cent. 

Practical Training. 

The theoretical training of the troops having been 
discussed in the foregoing paragraphs, it is proper to 
report next upon the practical training which has been

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The furm of drill return whii-h has been used does not 
ja-ovide apace for describing the character of instruction 
given at each assembly, and no practice marches or 
rendezvous for target practice have been reported, 
although it is known that a number of the latter have 
been be Id. 

The sighting and aiming drills required under the 
orest-ribed system of small arum practice, and the indoor 
gallery prai-tire. aiv an important part of tin- garrison 
braining, but we liavc m> form of rej>ort jit tliis time 
which gives complete data as to the extent of the instruc 
lion along these lines which has been given at the various 
I h»s is throughout the year. It in known, however, that at 
a number of posts no gallery ranges have been established 
and no. indoor prftctiefl has been held. There may be 
excuse for failure to conduct outdoor range practice by 
reason of lack of range facilities, but there is no armory 
in the State where an indoor range cannot he installed, 
and this would seem to offer a special field for work by 
the officers of the Ordnance l>e|Htrtment who are on duty 
with the Brigade and regiments of infantry as inspector 
and assistant inspectors of small arms practice. 

FlKUt TRAINtXti. 

Announcement of the program of field exercises for the 
National Guard of this State for the year Ifllt) was made 
from General Headquarters lliru General Order No. '22; 
which program included: Participation by the Second 
Regiment Infantry in joint maneuvers with the Regular 
Army at Cliiekamnugmi Park. Georgia, July 1 to in. 
inclusive; an encampment of the First Regiment I ti ran 
try at the State Camp Grounds duly 14 to 21, inclusive; 
the Annual State Kifle Competition, to be held on the 
rifle range near St. Augustine. August 'A to .1. inclusive: 
participation by a team from this State in the National 
Matches at Camp Perry. Ohio, commencing August liJ. 
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and participation by the First Company, Coast Artillery 
Corps, in joint Army and Militia coast defense exercises 
in the Artillery District of Tampa, October 17 to 28. 

The details for these respective tours of duty were 
published in subsequent orders, and the program, as 
announced, wiis fully carried out. 

The Chickamaugua Park Manei-veus. 

The Second Kegiment Infantry, wilh the exception of 
Company K, participated in the Chickamaugun Park 
maneuvers. It was deemed advisable to detach Com- 
pany K from the regiment because of its recent reorgani- 
zation and the fact that its membership was largely made 
up of recruits. This company subsequently participated 
in the encampment of the First Infantry. 

Unofficial information received at this office indicates 
that the tour of duty was very satisfactorily performed 
by this regiment; although the experience was rendered 
less agreeable and profitable than would otherwise have 
been the case by continued bad weather, which not only 
inlcrfereil with the exercises, but occasioned much 
discomfort. 

No report has been received from the Commanding 
Officer of the regiment upon the operations of his com- 
mand, although several requests for the same have been 
made by letter. 

The State Encampment. 

The encampment of the First Kegiment of Infantry 
was held at the State Camp Grounds. This was the 
second time that the permanent camp grounds of the 
State have been used, although they are not as yet com- 
pletely prepared and equipped. The regiment occupied 
the camp nearest the river, and its work during the eight 
days spent there is regarded as having been most satis- 
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factory. First Lieutenant Gad U. Morgan, Seventh I*. S. 
Infantry, was present under detail from the War Depart- 
ment as inspector and instructor, and he was untiring in 
his efforts to impart (he maximum of instruction during 
the short space of time that the regiment was in the 
field. Upon the request of your Excellency, the 158th 
Company of U. S. Coast Artillery, under Captain J. SIc- 
Bi-idc. was in attendance at the camp, and rendered most 
valuable assistance by furnishing to the State soldiers an 
excellent example iu matters of camp sanitation and 
management as well as iu drill and the ceremonies. The 
thanks of this department are due Captain McBride and 
the oflicers of his company for their interest in the work 
of the State troops and the effort which they put forth 
to teach and assist them in every way. 

It was the pleasure of your Excellency to spend a 
few days at this encampment, so that you had opportunity 
to personally observe the operations of the regiment and 
to judge of its appearance and efficiency. 

There were some disadvantages resulting from the lack 
of necessary camp appointments and conveniences, and 
also because of the inadequate wagon transportation. 
The State having no transportation of its own this service 
had to be provided by the hiring of wagons from J ark 
sonville. The limited number available necessarily 
delayed the movement and handling of the troops and 
equipment at the grounds, but not to such extent as to 
occasion serious inconvenience. 

No report has been made by the Commanding Officer 
of this regiment, other than the brief notes appearing 
under the heading, "Keeord of Events," on the field 
return, although several requests for the samp have heen 
made by letter from this office. 

Coast Difxnse Exercises/' 

The Commanding Officer of the First Company, Coast 
Artillery Corps, has submitted a report upon the duty 
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performed by his organization in connection with I lie 
Joint Army and Militia Const Defense Exercises which 
were held in the Artillery District of Tampa in October, 
which report is submitted together with extracts from 
the reports of the Regular officers who conducted these 
exercises; these papers forming Appendix A, and a part of 
Appendix D. 

The only criticism offered of the artillery company was 
that the percentage of attendance was small. The Com- 
manding Officer explans ibis with the statement that the 
exercises were held at a season of the year (October I 
when the members of his organization were so employed 
that they could uot leave their home station without 
great sacrifice of their personal Imsiness affairs. To 
overcome this difficulty it has been recommended that 
(he coast defense evercises next year be held during the 
month of June, although it is feared that the weather 
conditions at the fortiflru lions on Tampa harbor will 
not be as satisfactory at that lime as during tin- fall 
months. 

Tin; Statk Rifle Competition. 

Report upon the Annual State Rifle Competition which 
was held on the rifle range near St. Augustine early in 
August was made by the Executive Officer and published 
in General Order No. 33 from General Headquarters; copy 
of which order is included in the file of orders printed 
and made a part of this report. 

Their were more competitors present and participating 
in the matches this year than at any of the previous State 
meets, which, together with the improved scores, shows 
an increased interest in rifle firing, which is most en- 
couraging. Every effort was made to handle with dis- 
patch the events which made np this Competition, and the 
absence of unnecessary delays made it possible to com- 
plete the program within the three-day limit, and thus 
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the expense for conducting the matches did not exceed the 
sum which had been allotted fur the purpose. 

Acknowledgement is made of the very valuable assist- 
ance given by the officers who voluntarily assisted in the 
management and conduct of the Competition, and to 
whose efforts its success may l»e attributed. 

National Matches of 1010. 

A team from tbiB Hlate participated in the National 
Matches which were held at Camp Perry, Ohio, com- 
mencing August 22. The result of the National Team 
Match showed the Florida team in thirty-seventh place, 
which was by no means as good as had been exjiected and 
hoped for. It has been shown conclusively, however, 
that it is not possible for a team to do creditable work 
that is selected after the method which has been employed 
in this State, and which enters the National Matches 
with so little practice and preparation. The Florida 
Team having been selected as a result of competition 
during the State matches it was allowed only a week of 
practice on the State Range before proceeding tp Ohio, 
and there came in contact with teams that had been 
devoting months to training. Some of the men selected 
thru our competitive method were not even experienced 
shots, but gained the team simply as a result of the scores 
made in the State matches. To insure a creditable show- 
ing by the Florida Team it is felt that it should be selected 
several months in advance, and given reason nble liuio for 
practice. It is also thought that no officer or enlisted man 
should be selected for the team who has not, during the 
current season, qualified at least as a marksman, ft is 
ex fiected that the officers detailed as inspectors of small 
arms practice will submit to the department some plan 
for selecting a team to represent Florida in the matches 
of 1911 which will insure better results.

The Florida National Guard Association Trophy for 
highest company figure of merit was, as indicated above, 
won again by Company D, First Regiment of Infantry. 

The companies located at the post of Jacksonville have 
enjoyed a certain advantage in being able to use the 
State rifle range now being built at the State Camp 
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Grounds; but there are very good small ranges at a 
number of the posts in tbe State and at such points there 
is apparently no reason why every member of the organi- 
zation should not be qualified in some degree of marks- 
manship. When the State range is completed it is pro- 
posed to make the firing of a record score compulsory 
for all persons in the service; but by active work upon 
the part of the inspectors of small arms practice it ought 
to be possible to secure better results even under present 
conditions. These officers have at their disposal a limited 
allowance, but sufficient to cover the cost of all necessary 
correspondence, and even of occasional visits to post* 
other than their own, and under the proper supervision 
of their immediate commanding officers these positions 
should be made of great value to the military service of 
the State by developing a more general interest in rifle 
practice. It seems unnecessary to say that a man who 
cannot shoot is unfit for military duty, but this is a fact 
that has not fully impressed itself upon the officers of 
the National Guard, and particularly is this true of those 
of high rank. Until the senior commanding officers ex- 
hibit a stronger personal interest in this important branch 
of military training proper results can hardly be hoped 
for. 

ADM IN ISTRATION. 

Under this heading it has been the practice to discuss 
such features of military work as the preparation and 
rendition of reports, conduct of official correspondence 
and paper work in general. 

It is unfortunately true that there has not been that 
progress along these lines and improvement in adminis- 
trative methods which might reasonably have been ex- 
pected. The work of this department is materially and 
unnecessarily increased by correspondence growing out 
of the neglect by officers of their administrative duties;. 
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There are many officers who make it a practice to reply 
immediately to official correspondence and to render 
promptly the reports which arc* required of them ; but in 
most instances it is necessary to follow up the letters 
written from this office with card requests for reply, and, 
frequently, with from one to a dozen letters upon tlie same 
subject Jn the matter of reports it is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that fifty per cent, of them are not rendered 
until repeated requesls for them hare been made by card 
and letter from this offiee. 

In this conned ion it will not be amiss to submit here a 
list of those shown by the records of this office to be 
delinquent in the matter of reports at this time (Decem- 
ber 3].

The continued requests which have had to be made for 
the reports mentioned above, without result, has been 
most discouraging, and the matter has finally been taken 
up thru (he commanding officers of the brigade and of the 
two regiments of infantry insisting that they require the 
officers concerned to forward these reports without fur- 
ther delay, or that they institute such disciplinary meas- 
ures as the cases merit. 

Under the heading "Administration" in the report of 
this department for the year 1909 it was said: 

'■The Act of the Legislature approved -Tune 7, 1909, 
provides a very liberal increase in the allowances made 
for eontittgenl expenses a I the headquarters of the 
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Brigade and of the two regiments of infant rv. It had 
heeu the source of complaint at the headquarters of the 
Brigade and of the First Kegiment Infantry, that, 
because of the number of organizations composing the 
garrison at the Post of Jacksonville, the administrative 
duties were burdensome and involved more clerical wot ■ 
than could be disposed of within the limit of time which 
the commanding officers could personally devote to it. 
With a combined allowance for these two headquarters of 
¥600 per year, it ought now to be practicable to employ 
such clerical assistance as necessary to keep abreast of ai I 
paper work at the post. The employment of this sen-ice. 
with a proper distribution of the administrative duties 
among the numerous stalT officers at the post, ought cer 
tainly to solve all difficulties in this respect, and probably 
will do so. It will be necessary, however, to make a fair 
apportionment of the work among the staff officers, and 
to see that they meet their responsibilities by each attend 
ing faithfully to the share of work that may be allotted." 

The facts remains, however, that the administrative 
work at the Post of Jacksonville continues to be neglected, 
and great inconvenience has resulted from the inability to 
get official communications thru the headquarters of the 
Brigade, of the i-egiment and of the post. 

The action which was recommended last year to remedy 
this condition is again suggested. It seems quite clear 
that the commanding officers are not getting that assist- 
ance from the officers of their respective staffs which could 
be had and which should be exacted. 

Inspections. 

Extracts from the reports of United Stales officers who 
have inspected the National Guard of Florida during the 
past year, and reports from certain of the State officers 
who have also made inspections, are submitted herewith 
as Appendix D, and to them attention is respectfully 
invited. 
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li was not practicable fur The Adjutant General or an 
officer of tlie Inspect or General's Department to make 
the inspection this year, which is required by law to be 
tuade annually at the home stations of the troops. This 
inspection was made by two officers of the Quarterinas 
ier's Department who were detailed as acting Inspector 
Generals. At the posts of Miami, Key West, St. Peters 
Imrg. Tampa, Plant City and Orlando, the inspections 
were made by Major James G. Coxetter, and the remain- 
ing posts by Major Harry M. Snow, Jr. Upon the com- 
pletion of this duty, neither of the officers named sub- 
mitted reports; except that Major Snow submitted special 
reports upon the conditions found at the Posts of Day 
ton a and Marianna, which resulted in the holding of a 
genera t court-martial at one point and the disbandmenl 
of the company at the other. The failure of these in- 
spectors to make reports left the department without the 
information which would have made the inspections of 
appreciable benefit, and, withont any data, in fact, except 
such as given in the ratings made under General Order 
No. S, series of 1900 from G. H., and in the notations upon 
the rolls pertaining to the muster which was held coinci 
dent with the inspections. 

Discipline. 

The insubordinate conduct of certain officers at the 
Post of Daytona in connection with annual inspection 
at that point resulted in their trial by a general court- 
martial, and, ujjon conviction, they were fined and dis- 
missed fi"om the service. No other trials by general court- 
martial have occurred during the year. 

Reports received from the several posts throughout the 
State show that a summary court has been duly ap- 
pointed and is being used to enforce discipline in many 
organizations with success; but at many other posts no 
summary court lias been appointed; while in other cases 
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the court lias been appointed but is not projierly <t satis 
f actor ily coadncted. The method followed iu some few 
instances of imjKising a fine of fifty cents for each absence 
from drill is to be condemned. This can only 1h> regarded 
as fixing a price to be |»aid for the evasion of proper 
military duty, and tinder such a system it is only neces- 
sary for the habitual delinquent to decide whether or uol 
he can afford the price which must be paid for the privi 
lege of staying away. Au nhuse of the powers vested in 
the summary court will necessarily result in injury to the 
service; but where it is properly organized and conducted 
with dignity and iu a manner to inspire reaped, it riiumn 
hut improve the discipline of the post where established. 

The following comment, submitted in the report of this 
department last year under the headiug. "Discipline," is 
equally appropriate at this time: 

**Nn measure for improving the efficiency i>f the troojw 
will avail, however, unless discipline is re-established and 
maintained among the commissioned officers. 

"As a genera] proposition, the weakest feature iu our 
State military establish men t is the neglect of commis- 
sioned officers to projierly perforin their duties, and iheir 
failure to comply with orders which are issued to them. 

"Au order to any officer in the service to proceed with 
hi* toiiimaud to perform some active duty in aid of the 
civil authorities would, undoubtedly , be immediately com 
plied with: but in all other matters orders ait' being 
obeyed or disobeyed, and directions are being carried out 
or disregarded, much as suits the pleasure or inclination 
of the individual. This is having the effect of blocking 
the transaction of the business of the Military Depart- 
ment. This is a fatal defect, which must either be cor- 
rected at once or the organized militia of this Stale must 
fail of attaining anything like a proper standard of effi- 
ciency. Absolute, immediate and unhesitating obedience 
to orders is the only rale consistent with successful mili 
tarv administration. 
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"Without exaggeration it may be said that fully seven- 
ty-tive [»er cent, of the orders issued from General Head 
quarters under the authority of the Governor are either 
entirely disregarded or absolutely disobeyed, or, perhaps, 
the statement might be better expressed by saying that 
that jtercentage of those to whom such orders are ad- 
dressed disregard or disobey them. Orders that are issued 
and letters conveying requests for action have to be fol- 
lowed up by anywhere from one to a dozen requests for 
compliance. 



"While there have been no cases of tlagraut insubordi- 
nation during the period coveted by this report (the cor- 
rective measures employed last year having resulted in 
substantial improvement in that regard 1. still, it must 
be stated that there is not that healthy condition and 
ready resjionse to proj>er and lawful orders which is 
necessary to the successful conduct of a military force. 
The habir of disregarding orders, which is the equivalent 
of disobeying them, has become a practice among so 
considerable a number of the officers of the Slate service 
as to warrant this general mention of the subject rather 
than a reference to specific cases. It is a condition that 
demands most rigorous action if the National Guard of 
Florida is to be restored to a normal and proper con- 
dition of discipline and maintained upon a basis of 
efficiency. The criticism as to disregard of orders, 
cannot, from the information which is available to this 
department, be extended to lhe enlisted men. At most 
posts there are nummary courts, which are properly con- 
ducted and produce results, and lhe enlisted men are by 
this means forced lo perform lhe military duties which 
are required of them. The machinery for maintaining 
discipline being (tins provided by law. it will be found 
that in organizations where the discipline is jtoor, it is 
directly traceable to the neglect of commanding officers. 
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who either fail to use tlie summary court or do not use 
it consistently and properly. 

"As Chief of SI all and under the provisions of law 
which require me to make such recommendations as I may 
doom in the interests* of the service, I most earnestly urge 
the adoption of such positive disciplinary measures as will 
effectually check any disposition toward insubordination, 
and as will tiling all officers lo a more thorough apprecia- 
tion of their responsibilities and obligations. Those who 
disregard or disobey pruper and legal orders should at 
once be relieved from duty and either sent before examin- 
ing boards to determine their competency to exercise com 
niand, or be ordered before a court-martial for trial. It is 
true that the expenses of convening court-martials is con- 
siderable, and that the lack of funds has sometimes pre- 
vented that action when it seemed very necessary; but, 
when it is considered that the very existence of the mili 
tary establishment is dependent upon the ability to secure 
obedience to orders, the application of measures necessary 
to attain that end would seem to demand precedence over 
all other matters." 

T renew the recommendation. 

Numbers aniitmr Remedy. 

It will be apparent from what has already been stated 
in this report that the chief drawback in improving the 
efficiency of the troops of this State is the failure of 
officers to qualify themselves and tn give proper atten- 
tion to their official duties, and that these neglects have 
brought about a condition with which it is wry difficult 
for this department to cope. The success of a vol notary 
and unpaid military establishment must necessarily 
depend upon the interest and enthusiasm of the officers 
and their willingness and capacity to perform the duties 
which devolve upon them under their commissions. 

Tt will be said that too much is required of the National 
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Guardsman under present day conditions; bnt to admit 
this is to admit the failure of the organized militia as a 
military force, for less cannot lie required of them with 
any hope of realizing the purpose of maintaining a fully 
eqtttpped and reasonably well trained body of troops 
under a system of discipline that conforms in essential 
principles to that which obtains in the Araiy. If it be 
said, however, that more is required of the National 
Guardsman now that can reasonably be exacted without 
some compensation other than the glory of wearing the 
uniform and of serving his country, this will be conceded 
by all who have a proper conception of what prespnt day 
militia duty means. 

The situation involves many problems which must Ik> 
dealt with and solved; but, in the meantime, are we to 
revert to the old method of doing things and give up the 
idea of making the State troops an actual military force, 
or are we to adhere to the new standard which has been 
set and approach it as nearly as jiossiblc? All who believe 
with the founders of our government that a well organized 
and disciplined militia is the safeguard of the nation, 
and who would depend upon the volunteer soldier in time 
of war rather than to undertake the main reliance of a 
large standing army in time of j>eace, will answer the 
< i nest ion one way. And it must be considered that the 
large sums now being appropriated by Congress for 
equipping and training the militia imposes an obligation 
upon the States to show adequate results in return there- 
for, 

No man is bound very closely by the obligation which 
the State exacts of him upon entering the military service. 
The Florida law very wisely provides that where it is 
shown that the business engagements of an individual 
preclude him from properly performing his military 
dnties he may be discharged. Therefore, when an officer 
presents as a reason for the non-performance of his mili- 
tary dnties the statement that his private business obtt- 
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nations are such that he cannot give proper attention to 
military matters, the interest** of both the State and the 
individual prompt his immediate discharge. A man so 
situated has a right to withdraw from the service and 
should ■!" >'<: hut it is the individual who wishes to hold 

niiiie without performing tin- duties which pertain thereto 
I hat necessitates iliis discussion. 

The question sometimes s attests itself as lo wfcj men 
are willing to assume the responsibilities of commissioned 
office under conditions which involve a sure sacrifice "I 
lime and money ujmiii their part, and it is hard to answer. 
It will be found, however, the two classes enter the ser- 
vice, one composed of capable men of patriotic impulse — 
with a fondness for things military — who are willing to 
and can make the sacrifices that are necessary, and who 
are anxious to qualify themselves to meet the responsibili- 
ties of the positions which they hold. The other, com 
posed of those who do not comprehend the responsibilities 
which they assume and who are content to "rock along" 
and shirk their duties as long as they are permitted to 
hold commission. To encourage and assist the one class 
and to eliminate the other must be the purj>ose t) f the 
State if its military establishment is to be maintained 
upon an efficient basis. 

How is this elimination of the uninterested or incnp 
able to be accomplished. In dealing with such cases the 
ordinary methods of discipline seem hardly to apply. It 
is not practicable to try by courts-martial all officers who 
are gnilty of these continued neglects which hamper the 
proper administration of military business and retard the 
progress of the commands to which they are attached : 
lmt the lietter plan would seem to he, in case* where con- 
tinued neglects occur, to first caution the officer and call 
upon him for a more faithful discharge of his duties, and, 
this failing, to then request bis resignation. This action 
should not be taken, of course, by anyone below the regi- 
mental commander: subordinate officers recommending 
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! his action, however, where circumstances warrant it. 
Should iui officer so invited to submit his resignation fail 
or refuse to do so, the course prescribed under Section 
682 of the Military Code, as amended, should be pursued. 
This procedure is not suggested, however, in cases where 
there has been a disobedience of direct orders or other 
breach of discipline, as they should be dealt with by 
means of the established military courts. 

The point to be emphasized is, however, that the proper 
performance of duty depends upon the methods applied 
by commanding officers. A regimental commander can 
enforce discipline and put his command upon a proper 
footing if he is himself capable and appreciates the fact 
that the responsibility rests with him. 

Unifobmb, Arms and Equipments. 

The troops of this State are fairly well equipped for 
active ditty in the field. Under the operation of the 
regulations published in 1908 and providing a clothing 
allotment for all organizations and based upon their 
actual enlisted strength companies have become supplied 
with the most important articles of the uniform ; with all 
articles of the service uniform, in fact, except shirts and 
shoes. If any are not supplied it is because they have not 
submitted requisition for the needed articles, for, at this 
time, each organization has a balance to its credit under 
its clothing allotment and there are on hand at this 
Arsenal about 1.000 olive-drab, woolen, service uniforms, 
and as many of the cotton, khaki, service uniforms. 

No issues of the blue dress uniform are now being 
made, but it is provided that each soldier shall be sup- 
plied with one woolen service uniform and two cotton 
khaki ones. 

Most organizations are supplied with shirts and shoes 
of uniform pattern; but issues of these articles have not 
been made for several reasons: (1) Tt has seemed more 
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important to draw other more needed articles to the limit 
of the fund available for this purpose under the Federal 
appropriation. (2> The condition* in most of the anno 
ries in the State aw* such that issues of shirts and shoes 
could not be made with any assurance that these articles 
would l»e properly cared for, kept in the armory and 
used only for military purposes. One armory has this year 
been equipped with individual "expanded metal lockers," 
and when like accommodations are afforded in other 
armories and when the prescribed system of manage- 
ment is more closely adhered to, so that the State will 
be protected against undue loss, issues of these two 
articles of clothing can be provided for. 

In a number of States the question of supplying the 
militia with the standard military shoe has been solved 
by purchasing them outright from the manufacturer 
instead of obtaining them upon requisition to the War 
IXepartment; one-half of the purphase price being paid 
by the State and the remainder by the soldier, and tin* 
latter being then required to wear the standard Army 
she* when in uniform and engaged in the performance of 
military duty. It has not been practicable to adopt such 
a plan in this State because there is no State appropri- 
ation for the purpose or which ■ could be used for tha t 
purpose. Every effort has been made, however, to en- 
courage those in the service to supply themselves with 
proper shoes. During 190ft over eight hundred pairs of 
the standard make of shoes were purchased and dis 
tributed thru the Quartermaster's Department of this 
State; the purchase price being deducted, under Igree 
ment, from the encampment pay of the men buying them. 
This year the purchase was made by company com- 
manders, dealing direct with the manufacturer. In this 
way many of the organizations have equipped themselves 
with the military pattern of shoe. 

There are three other articles with which the troops 
of this State are not entirely supplied as yet. namely- 
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Overcoats, th-Bt-aid packets and entrenching tools. So 
purchase of overcoats has been made for reasons which 
have been set forth in prior reports, but which are, briefly : 
That this article of military clothing is uot required for 
usi; in Florida; that to purchase a quantity sufficient to 
equip the present organized force would entirely exhaust 
the sum available to this State under Federal appropria- 
tions for the purchase of supplies for two years, and that 
this could not be considered as there are other important 
articles of clothing and equipment which must be secured 
each year. The War Department holds, however, that 
until the troops of this State are supplied with overcoats 
they are not "uniformed, armed and equipped for service 
in the field," and it will therefore l>e necessary to set 
aside each year a certain sum for the purchase of a limited 
quantity of overcoats. These overcoats will not be issued 
to the troops, however, bnt will be kept on hand at this 
Arsenal. 

A supply of first-aid packets has already been pur- 
chased, and an additional supply sufficient to equip our 
entire organized force will be obtained early in the new 
year. Requisition has also been prepared and will be 
forwarded at the same time for the necessary quantity of 
entrenching tools. 

There are a sufficient number of arms on hand at this 
Arsenal to equip the full numlver of companies now 
authorized to be organized; but additional equipments 
would be required. Attention is invited to the tables sub- 
mitted herewith as the report of the Acting Quarter- 
master General, showing the military stores on hand in 
the State.

Active Duty. 

The troops of this State have not heen called upon to 
perform active doty in aid of the civil authorities during 
the year 1910. Of the sum of $6,000 appropriated by the 
Legislature of 1909 to defray the expense of troops so 
ordered ont for active duty only $401.11 has been used 
(As accounted for in the report of this department for 
the year 1909). 

National Guabd Association op the United States. 

The twelfth annual convention of the National Guard 
Association of the United States was held this year at 
St, Louis, October :: to 5. Under the order of your 
Excellency Florida was represented at this meeting by 
The Adjutant General and Brigadier General John S. 
Maxwell. When the same shall have been printed and 
distributed by the Secretary of the Association there 
will be furnished your Excellency a printed, detailed 
report of the proceedings of this convention, hnt it may 
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not be amiss to refer briefly here to some of the most 
important things accomplished at the St. Lonis meeting. 

There was a very large attendance, only one or two 
States being without representation, while many of the 
larger States set the example of sending the fnll number 
of delegates to which, under the rules of Hie Associa- 
tion, they are entitled. Among the large delegations 
were those of New York and Pennsylvania, numbering 
32 and 21, respectively, Representing the War Depart- 
ment there were present : The Chief of Staff of the Army, 
Major General Leonard Wood, and officers representing 
each Btaff corps and department and arm of the service of 
the Regular Army. The general interest of the occasion 
was materially added to by the address of General Wood 
and by the reading of the papers npon professional sub- 
jects by the attending Army officers. These papers were 
taken up during the hours when the Committees on Leg 
is! at ion. Resolutions and other important matters were 
in session, but they were attentively listened to by the 
mass of the delegates, and, as they will appear in the 
printed proceedings of the convention, they will reach all 
officers of the National Gnard and cannot fail to result 
in much benefit 1o the service. 

The chief work of the convention was, as bad been 
anticipated, the preparation of a "pay bill" for presen- 
tation to Congress. The Adjutant General represented 
this State in the Committee on Legislation, and, while 
the bill as prepared was probably not satisfactory in even 
particular to any one member, it is the result of careful 
deliberation and represents the best ideas of the com- 
mittee as a whole. As adopted by the convention it 
presents the concensus of opinion in the National Guard 
as to what a pay bill for the militia should be and will 
receive the united support of that body. What the Con- 
gress will do to it remains to be seen. The bill, as pre 
pared and adopted at St. Louis, is: 
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A BILL. 

"To further increase the efficiency of the Organized 
Militia and for other purposes. 

"Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represents 
tires of the United States in Congress assembled : 

"Section 1. That, under such regulations as the Sec- 
retary of War in conference with the National Militia 
Board may prescribe, the commissioned officers of the 
Organized Militia of each State, Territory and the 1Mb 
trict of Columbia shall receive in compensation for their 
services other than at annual encampments, or in case of 
riot, insurrection or invasion, certain percentages of the 
annual rate of pay for officers of like grade in the Army 
at the United States as is now or may be hereafter estab- 
lished by law as follows: All officers below the grade of 
general officers, including officers of the Medical (\>rps 
serving with troops, fifteen (15) per cent., and an addi- 
tional five per cent, to the commanding officers of all 
companies, troops and batteries; general officers and offi 
reps of staff department serving with general officers, 
five (5V per cent; provided, each such officer shall have 
jierformed at least seventy-five (75i per cent, of the duties 
prescribed by statutes or in orders by the Commander 
in-Chief of his State or Territory, or the Commanding 
General of the Organized Militia or the District of Colum- 
bia, excepting for services hereinbefore excluded; pro- 
vided, further, that no officer shall be entitled to such 
compensation until he shall have passed such examina- 
tion as shall be prescribed for officers of that grade by the 
Secretary of War in conference with the Nationnl Militia 
Board. 

"Sec, 2. That, under such regulations as the Secretary 
of War in conference with the National Militia Board 
shall prescribe, each enlisted man of the Organized Militia 
of each State, Territory and the District of Colum- 
bia shall receive in compensation for his services. 
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\ f " j*% ojJituj than ;rt annual encampments or in case of riot, in- 
suirevtion m invasion, twenty-five (25) per ceat. of the 
•rfifihil rate of pay for enlisted men of like grade in the 
Army of the United States as is now or may be hereafter 
established by law, for attendance upon forty-eight (48) 
drills or equivalent military duty prescribed by statute or 
in orders by the Commanders in-Chief of his State or 
Territory or the Commanding General of the District of 
Columbia, daring any one year, or a proportionate 
amount for attendance upon any number of drills or 
equivalent military duty not less than twenty (20) ; 
provided, no compensation shall be paid for attendance 
at less than twenty (20) such drills or equivalent mili- 
tary duty; provided, further, that the compensation pro- 
vided for herein shall be computed and paid semi-an- 
nually as proportioned above; and provided, further, that 
no compensation hereunder shall be paid to any enlisted 
man. except non-combatants, in the first year of his en- 
listment unless and until he shall have made a record 
score with the prescribed weapon of his arm of the ser- 
vice, nor thereafter unless and until he shall have fired 
the prescribed course or such equivalent as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War in conference with the 
National Militia Board. 

"Sec. 3. All disbursements under the provisions of 
the preceding sections shall be made on or before the 
fifteenth days of June and December of each year. 

*'Sec. 4. Stoppage may be made against the compen- 
sation payable to any officer or enlisted man hereunder 
to meet the cost of public property lost or destroyed by 
and chargeable to such officer or enlisted man. 

"See. 5. All moneys required to meet the disburse- 
ments provided for in this Act shall be payable out of any 
public moneys in the Treasury of the United States not 
otherwise appropriated." 

The very interesting paper read before the convention 
bv Colonel E. M. Weaver, Chief of the Division of Militia 
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Affairs of the War Department, is deserving of special 
consideration, as it presents the views and opinions of 
this officer as to methods for improving the efficiency of 
the Organized Militia, based upon his experience gained 
in dealing with the authorities of the several States, and 
upon his personal knowledge of the actual and varying 
conditions which obtain in the fifty-odd divisions of the 
National Guard. It is to be regretted that the attention 
which was given to matters already before the conven- 
tion, and the limited time, gave no opportunity for con- 
sidering and fully discussing the many excellent recom- 
mendations presented in this paper; some of which were, 
however, referred to the Executive Committee of the 
Association with directions to return them at the next 
meeting with all obtainable data and in proper form for 
further consideration. 

In addition to what has already been mentioned, the 
following action was taken by the convention: 

By resolution it endorsed and recommended the pas 
sage of the following bills now pending before Congress : 

1. Senate Bill No. 5008. entitled, "A Bill to Promote 
Patriotic Spirit Among the Citizens and Youth of the 
TTnited States, and for the Encouragement of Rifle 
Practice." 

2. Senate Bill No. 8160, entitled, "A Bill to Promote 
the Efficiency of the Naval Militia and For Other Par 
poses." 

3. The bill providing additional officers for the Regu 
lar Army, so that an officer may be available for detail 
with each regiment of the Organized Militia of the 
United States. 

By Resolution it — 

Recommended that Congress provide for the erection at 
Washington of a model Armory for the use of the 
National Guard of the District of Columbia, and 

Directed the Executive Committee to prepare a etate- 

a m % 
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mem setting forth ilie general object sought to l>e accom 
plished Itv the National Guard; its needs, and what the 
public at large can do to co-operate and sustain the saint-. 
This statement to be printed for distribution thru the 
State authorities to employers of guardsmen and others, 
and to lie given publicity thru the press. 

Fi.oiiiHA National Guabd Association. 

It is greatly to be regretted that no meeting of (lie 
Florida National Guard Association was held this year. 
Some nine years ago the writer of this report took the 
initiative in forming an Association of the Commis- 
sioned Officers of the Stale troops, with view to ils filling 
the same relative position toward the National Guard 
of this State as does the National Guard Association of 
the United States toward the Organized Militia of (lie 
entire country. This Association was formed under most 
encouraging conditions ami for some time it fulfilled its 
mission most admirably: having bepn active in securing 
the revision of oax State militia law and in the doing of 
the many things which have been accomplished during the 
past decade for the betterment and improvement of the 
military establishment of the State. 

During the last year or two. however, there lias not 
been the same interest in the State Association, as indi- 
cates! by the falling off in attendance at its meetings, and 
the fact that only a limited number of commissioned 
officers are now affiliated with it as members. 

An active State Association, working harmoniously and 
enthusiastically to carry ont the purposes of the organi- 
satioa, and eschewing petty bickering over such unitn 
IMirtant details as the awarding between rival cities of 
■the honor of entertaining the Association at its next 
meeting," and the wrangling born of unwarranted jeal- 
ousies, might accomplish a deal of good for the service. 
and it is trusted that officers who appreciate this, and 

/ 
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who wish to make the State Association an active and 
effective agent for this purpose, will rise to the situation 
and restore it to its former status of usefulness. 

So far as known, the officers of the Association have 
not called a meeting this year. 

State Camp Grounds and Ripi.rc Ranui;. 

Attention is invited to the report of the Secretary of 
the Armory Board, which is submitted herewith as Ap 
pendix P, and which contains a somewhat detailed ac 
count of the work which has been undertaken by that 
Board during the year in the matter of improving and 
equipping the State Camp Grounds and Rifle Range. 

The development of this reservation is a project of 
such proportions as to require of those entrusted with 
its supervision a great deal of time and attention. The 
limit of the funds at the disposal of the Board for carry- 
ing on this work has necessitated a policy of such strict 
economy as threatened to retard its progress; yet it has 
been proceeded with to the extent of the appropriation 
available, and, it is thought, the results attained will 
show that all expenditures have been made to best advan- 
tage. Much has been accomplished, and the members of 
the Armory Board have exercised a close personal super 
vision over all the work which has so far been done. The 
process of development has now reached that stage, how 
ever, where it is necessary to the public interests thai 
there should be a capable person on the reservation to 
superintend and carry on the work under the direction of 
the Board, as well as to care for and administer the 
public military property already located there and which 
will form a part of the permanent equipment of the 
Camp Grounds and Rifle Range. The Board now has the 
employment of such a person under consideration. 

The character of the land on that portion of the reser- 
vation which is to be used as a target range is such that 
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considerable time will lie required to put it in condition. 
Thickly grown over with pine trees and rooted through- 
out with pal met toes and underbrush it lias been a gigan- 
tic piece of labor to clear and grub it, and, even when 
this process has lieeu completed, and it has been entirely 
plowed, the vegetable matter must be given time to rot 
before it can be successfully harrowed and graded to level, 
preparatory to being planted with grass and given its 
finished surface. This portion of the tract, which forms 
The rifle range proper, embraces about one hundred and 
iweuty-five acres, and. of this, a strip three hundred feet 
wide on (he 1,000 yard range, ami embracing about 
twenty acres, has been pushed toward completion for 
immediate use. Two hundred feet of temporary rille 
butts have been constructed at the end of this strip and 
has been equipped with the improved model of "Aiken 
Standard Iron Targets." This portion of the range has 
been and is being used by the troops of the post of Jack- 
sonville in their practice firing and it is hoped that it 
can be put in such condition that (he State Kifle Compe- 
tition of 1011 can be held there. 

Tins State range has been so pi aimed and is being so 
laiil mil and constructed that, when completed, it will lie 
the equal in the matter of appointments and superior so 
Far as natural advantages are concerned to any of the 
large rille ranges now in use in this country. 

The illustration which accompanies this report shows 
the twenty acre section referred to above, after it had 
been cleared and plowed, but before being completely 
harrowed and leveled. The dark tine which appears in 
the foreground of the picture is the 1,000 yard tiring cm 
hnnkment, which has been coated with rich muck to facili- 
tate Ihe growing of grass thereon. The St 10 and 000 yard 
tiring embankments can Ik 1 seen Iieyond, 

During the early part of the year the three buildings 
which were provided for by appropriation in 1000 were 
erected at the Camp fit-minds. They are a warehouse. 
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stable and barn aud cottage lor the caretaker. The tirsi 
minnd buildings are splendidly appointed and large 
enough to meet all reipiiremeuts. The tot tape, being 
small, must later l»e improved and added to. It is noi 
as small. however, as tin- ai tonipatiying illustration 
would make h appear, roc it has four average idae rooms 
and a kitcheti. The ware house S BMCa also the DUipOM 
«if a depot at the end of ilie railroad track. This building 
is >\\t\ Teei wide In one hmidretl and ten in length. 

The i mi I inad spur to which reference is made a I wive, 
wan constructed by the Atlantic Coast Lint Railroad 
Company earl; this spring, and extends from Yukon sin 
lion on (he main line of this road, for a distance of nearly 
two miles Into the center of the military reservation. The 
construction of this spar, with its switches and sidings, 
represents an expenditure of about xlu.uniuiO, which was 
generously made by this railroad company with the object 
of affording the Rtate adequate nnd necessary transjiorta 
thai facilities at thin point. The reservation ai Hlack 
Point embraces, in all. nearly one thousand acres of land, 
ami while the two camps which are at present being laid 
nut and equipped provide accommodations for only two 
regiments; there is room to cam]* a division. The si rat 
egii- advantages of such a rendezvous for troops — in close 
proximity to Jacksonville, and at the very uppex of the 
main trans porta Hon lines running through Florida to 
Pensacnla and Tampa on the Gulf aud to Fernandiua. 
Miami and Key West on the Atlantic Const, can scarcely 
lie overestimated. And the fact that this reservation, 
with its facilities for camping a large bod; of troops, will 
be inn ned lately available in any emergency that may 
arise, makes this extent ion of the tracks of the Atlantic 
Coesi f.ine Railroad not only of great value for sinh 
purposes as are contemplated by the State authorities, 
but to the Federal Government us well. To give special 
emphasis to this assertion it is only necessary to recall 
the events of 1898, when it became necessary to quickly 
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assemble in Florida the entire mobile army of the country. 

The very liberal co-operation and assistance which has 
been given by the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad in the 
development of the State military rendezvous, in provid- 
ing the necessary means for railroad transportation, 
merits, therefore, the appreciative consideration not only 
of the people of this State, but of the War Department 
as well. 

The water supply system, as already installed, covers 
the two regimental camps, but plans are now in prepara- 
tion to extend it to other points, and particularly over 
the rifle range. This will involve a considerable expendi- 
ture for pipe and material, hut, fortunately, none for 
machinery to obtain pressure, as one of the most valued 
assets of the reservation is the splendid ten-inch artesian 
well, which supplies water sufficient to meet all require- 
ments and with a natural pressure that will take in in 
force wherever needed. 

In considering what might reasonably be asked of the 
Legislature which is to convene in April of 1911 toward 
the further development of this property, the Armory 
Board, while having in mind many things which are 
needed to more fully fit out the camp grounds and to 
complete the rifle range, has considered it wise to call 
attention, in this connection, to one important feature of 
the contemplated general improvements, and to ask only 
such appropriation as is necessary to accomplish this one 
purpose and to cover the very limited expense of care 
taking and up-keep. In seeking legislative appropriations 
It is generally considered good practice to ask for a great 
deal more than you expect to get, and thus make allow- 
ances for possible pruning; but the Armory Board has 
adopted the policy of asking for a very little and for only 
such funds as are rea son able and absolutely necessary.

The estimate submitted, therefore, contains only two 
items for l!tll, and they are: 

A'ine hundred dollars for the salary of a Huperintend- 
eut and incidental excuses <*f up-keep; and. 

Twelve thousand dollars for the installation of a sys 
tern of sewerage, 

In the establishing of a j>erinaneut camp of this char- 
acter nothing is of as much importance as the adoplion 
of proper sanitary measures to insure good hygienic 
conditions find the healthfullness of the place for all time 
to come, and it will lie readily understood that the ex|>edi- 
ents for the disjmsal of excrement which are (tract iced 
in temporary camps, cannot, with safety, be employed in 
a location that is to he permanently occupied. The high- 
est medical authorities in fine State Military service agree 
that the installation u{ an up-to-date sewemge system is 
the most pressing need in the list of contemplated im- 
provements at the State Camp Grounds, and that it should 
l>e provided before the soil has to any extent become pol- 
luted. 

In preparing tin 1 plans and estimates for this work the 
State has had the advantage, without cost, of the services 
of most competent engineers, who. because of their inter- 
est in this project, and their connection with the military 
establishment, have been very willing to contribute of 
their time and professional talents without coni[>eiisatinn. 

Tn the preparation of this estimate the necessity for the 
utmost economy, consistent with securing a satisfactory 
system of sewerage, has been given full weight, and it is 
sincerely to be trusted that the Legislature will make this 
appropriation. To extend the proposed sewerage system 
to point.* near the firing line at the. rifle range — as would 
he very desirable — would require additional appropria 
tion of about $3,000: making ?15.000 in all. 

For the following year ( 19121 an appropriation of 
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$5,000 is asked for the construction of a suitable wharf 
and for further work on the rifle range. There is 
twenty-four feet of water off Black Point, with that depth 
of water through to the St. Johns bar, which indicates 
the importance for military purposes of having suitable 
dock facilities; but for the convenience of the public in 
visiting the Camp Grounds, and as a landing place for 
passenger and mail boats it is very necessary that there 
should be a good wharf, and it is trusted that this recom- 
mendation will commend itself to the favorable considera- 
tion of the Legislature. 



RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In concluding this report and in complying with that 
provision of the law which requires the Adjutant General 
to "make such recommendations as he may deem neces 
asiy to promote the interests of the service," it is thought 
best to submit these recommendations grouped in three 
classes, namely: Those which require legislative action, 
plans for field exercises, and suggestions for improving 
the Department administration. In doing this, the rec- 
ommendations are stated, and are followed, under the 
same heading, with brief argument in their support: 

Fob Legislation. 
1 mi udment of Constitution: 

Amendment of Article TV, Section 16, of the Constitu- 
tion is recommended : 

1. Reducing the rank of the Adjutant General from 

Major General to that of Brigadier General. 

2. So as to provide that the term for which commis- 

sioned officers of the National Guard are ap- 
pointed shall be continuous during good behavior. 
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Aim ii'hin nt of hh< MiVilurii Code: 

:'. Hnrli amendment <>t Section 4195 as will make il a 
misdemeanor, ami punishable in the chit courts, 
for an officer who is act oinnable for public funds 
and military projiei'ly to abandon tin* same : to 
neglect or refuse to transfer it to his successor 
immediately upon lieing relieved from an* ollice 
lie may hold, or to fail or refuse to make true and 
projier accounting for the same, in the manner 
prescribed by law and regulations, when relin 
uuishing such office or when called tt|inu by com- 
petent authority. 

Appropriations: 

1. The usual and uece«sary appropriation for expense* 
of the National Guard of Florida : an increase of 
ten jier cent in the amount allotted for armory 
rents being asked for. because of the genera! in 
crease in projterty values and the fact that suitable 
buildings rannot now 1«e rented at many poets 
within the limit fixed by present appropriations. 

~t. Seventeen thousand dollars annually, for encamp- 
ment and field exercises. 

<i. One thousand eight hundred dollars per year to 
cover salary of Superintendent of the State Ciiinp 
Grounds and Rifle Range (?!>00V and Incidental 
expenses of upkeep: including rent of animals. 
labor, etc. 

7. in lfltl. an appropriation of $12,000 for the installa- 
tion of a system of sewerage at the State Camp 
Grounds. 

S. In 1912, an appropriation of $5,000 for the construe 
tion of a wharf at the Gamp Grounds, and to con 
tinne the construction of the Hi He Kange. 
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ARGUMENT. 

1. The recommendation that the rank of the Adjutant 
General be reduced has repeatedly been made in previous 
reports of this department, and resolutions proposing the 
necessary amendment of the Constitution have twice been 
introduced iu the Legislature, but failed of receiving final 
consideration. 

It goes without saying that there should be no officer 
of the grade of Major General in a State which maintains 
less than a brigade of organized militia, and that the 
present rank of the Adjutant General is entirely out of 
proportion to the force over which, as the agent of the 
Governor, he exercises administrative supervision. The 
holding of such rank is not infrequently a source of em- 
barrassment in the exercise of the functions which attach 
to the office. It should be remedied. 

2. The terras of officers of the National Guard should 
be excepted from that general provision of the Constitu- 
tion which prescribes that the Legislature shall create no 
office for a term longer than four years. There are many 
reasons for this, a few may be briefly stated as follows: 

(a) . As the standard for militia service has advanced. 
is has become more apparent, suid more fully realized 
that it takes years to educate and train an officer to a 
reasonable degree of militarj' efficiency. To supply an 
individual with a uniform and a commission will not 
make an officer. It requires capacity, studious applica- 
tion and, necessarily, a deal of interest and enthusiasm. 
The man who realizes this and actually qualifies himself 
according to present-day specifications for the proper per- 
formance of his duties, has attained a profession, and he 
should not he lost to the service as soon as he becomes 
efficient; but should be given every encouragement to 
stay in ; for it is plain that the longer he serves and the 
more experience he gains, the more valuable he becomes 
to the miiitarv establishment of the State. This is being 
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recognized in other States, and, in one after another, 
their laws are being amended so as to provide for the con- 
tinuous service of officers after appointnien t ; pending 
good behavior, and subject, of course, to the preBcrilied 
tests of efficiency, retirement for age or disability, and to 
elimination if found upon examination to be unfit. 

The success of the militia system will never be assured 
until reasonable inducement is offered to capable men 
to enter the service and to stay i«— under condiiin?^ 
which will not involve continued and excessive cx|m use 
mill sacrifice iijiou their part. 

(b). The militia should be taken out of politics and 
politics should be taken out of the militia. One of the 
most severely criticised features of the militia system ta 
the electing of its commissioned officers. To the mililan 
mind this seems entirely inconsistent with those princi- 
ples whicli must form the basis of a military eslahlish- 
ment : depending, as it should, upon the recognition of 
and submission to properly constituted authority. It 
cannot lie questioned that the elective system is subver 
tive of discipline, and that this defect can be corrected to 
a certain extent by the permanent appointment <»f officers 
and their promotion by seniority. 

Successful military administration depends upon the 
maintenance of discipline, and this is not possible as long 
as the subordinate feels that compliance with order* and 
the performance of military duty can always 1*> evaded 
by an excursion into politics, and that their miliiaiy 
■upatfars must be punished for differing with them. This 
condition is not only harmful in that it is likely to make 
"trimmers" of officers who must look for reelection, anil 
tends to weaken their assertion of authority; but is even 
more so in that it makes the subordinate inatolv insubor- 
dinate, and breeds in him a disregard for .■minority which 
will deprive hint of ever realizing fully the possibilities 
of being a soldier. 

(c). T'nder the present system our officers arc not even 
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commissioned for focr years. As n matter of fact the 
terms of officei-s commissioned will hardly average two 
veai-s. This became of the co m trac t i on by the court? 
that when an officer does not complete his term, the tsp- 
noinuucnf of his mwcc—Pl' mast not l>e for a new jteriod 
nf four years, but for ihe unexpired portion of the fonr- 
year term oT I he pted eccfl oor. It is not uncommon for 
commissions- in issue In officers which hold only for ]«?ri- 
nils nf a few weeks or months. 

id). In litis connection it is pertinent to discuss a 
phase of I Ins question which has not yci received consid- 
eration, lint which is likely to demand early attention and 
10 exercise a wide affect upon ihe National Guard of this 
State. 

The Jndge Advocate General of the Army recently ren- 
dered the fol lowing opinion, which lias received tlie ap 
proval of the Secretary of War: 

"Liability to service in the constitutional miliiht is reg- 
ulated hy the following enact ment: 

■•The militia shall consist of every able-bodied male 
citizen of the respective States and Territories and the 
District of Columbia, and every able bodied male of for- 
eign birth who has declared his intention to liecome a citi- 
zen, who is more than eighteen and less than forty live 
years of age, and shall be divided into two classes: The 
organized militia, to be known as the National Guard of 
the State. Territory, nr District of Columbia, or hy sneh 
other desi mi it lions as may l>e given them by the laws of 
Hie respective States or Terrrtoriea; Ihe remainder to he 
known as the Reserve .\fililia.' Sec J. Militia Law (86 
si.it.. L. 390.) 

li will be iioicd that, in conformity lo ihe foregoing 
enactment, the active or organized militia of the Stales. 
equally with the unorganized or reserve militia, is com- 
posed <>r every able-bodied male rrrisea between the ages 
or IS and 45 ream The requirements of the statute in 
respect to age are mandatory, and persons who have not 
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reached tki' age of IS jnr not liable to or eligible ft»i- 
duty in either the organized or the unorganized militia. 

"The reasons for the rest rift inn ure not far to seek. It 
wag the obvious intention of Congress, in its legislation in 
respect to the eoiistitntional mil it in, to secure an efficient 
niili tar v forte which could l>e promptly mobilized shoo hi 
it become necessary for the President to rail it forth in 
the manner and for (lie purposes prescribed in the Con 
stitntion. An organization of the militia cmuiiowed 
wholly or in putt of persons tinder 18 or over 45 years of 
age would lmt lie an efficient organization of the tnilitia 
for purposes of active service. The boy under IS is si ill 
undeveloped physically, has little resisting jxiwer when 
exposed lo disease and hardship, and under ordinary cir 
en instances does not jjossess the qua liticn lions, either 
physical or mental, which are essential lo I hose who are 
required to perform active military duty on am occasion 
of public emergency. 

"There is another serious objection to the enlistment of 
persons tinder the statutory limit of age. The claims of 
the parent or guardian lo the services of the minor an* 
recognized equally by the common law and by statin, ><\ 
tlie several States and Territories. As this relation is 
one not coimniited to the jurisdiction of the General Gov- 
ernment hy the Constitution, legislation establishing eligi 
bility for service in the militia, either in time of pence or 
war. should lie strictly construed. In the absence of an 
express statutory requirement in that regard, it wouhl 
seem that the right of the parent or guardian to the ■err- 
ice of the minor should be regiirdcd ns paramount to his 
personal and unaided offer to enter the organized militia 
In the operation of a contrael of enlistment. In farther 
discussion of this subject, il is proper to say I hat were a 
particular organisation, when called into the service of 
the United Stales, found to be n an jtoseil of a consider- 
able number of minors under IS years of age. their eOU 
nertion with the military service could, and probably 
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would, be served iu the operation of writs of habeas cor- 
pus and the Government would thus be deprived of a con- 
siderable portion of the enlisted strength of such organi- 
zation at a time when the need of troops was most press 
ing. 

"The several acts for the reorganization of the consti- 
tutional militia which have been adopted by Congress con- 
stitute an express recognition of the willingness of that 
body to contribute to the support and maiutennuee of the 
militia branch of the constitutioual military forces. The 
purpose underlying the lilieral grants of money and prop- 
erty that have been authorized by Congress was to secure 
i he efficiency of the organized militia as a part of the con- 
stitutional military forces by contributing to t lie cost of 
the training and ins I ruction which are essential to the 
attainment of such efficiency. 

"Hut the efficiency of tfee general body of the organized 
militia is not advanced, or even maintained at a fair and 
reasonable standard, if any portion of its enlisted or com 
missioned strength is composed of persons who are not 
able-bodied,' or who are prevented by extreme youth, or 
by the growing infirmities of age, from an efficient per- 
formance of the duties which are involved in its active 
service either in peace or war; indeed, it was to eliminate 
disability due to extreme youth or middle or advanced 
age that the restrictions in that regard were imposed in 
the act of January 21. V.)0".\, as subsequently amended. 

"It is conceded that the appointing power in respect t" 
die commissioned officers of the militia is vested in the 
several States; this is a constitutional requirement which 
i.s not subject to statutory regulation. But this power 
must be exercised with due and reasonable regard to the 
conditions of eligibility which have been imposed by 
Congress. 

■In the application of the clause of legislation herein 
before cited to the appointment of commissioned officers 
in the organized militia, it would seem to be clear that a 
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person who is less than 18 or more than 45 years of age 
would be ineligible for original appointment as a commis- 
sioned officer. It is conceded that the execution of the 
requirements of the restrictive legislation above cited is 
left to the proper Slate authority in exercising the ap- 
pointing power in resjvect to militia officers and in the 
preparation of contracts of enlistment in the cases of en- 
listed men, and it is only necessary to say in that connec 
tion that the legislation of Congress in that regard is 
obligatory upon the officers of all branches of the State 
^ovfrmiii'iits in (In 1 operation "f their respective oatha of 
office. 

"It is also conceded that there is no requirement of 
statute that an enlistment contract or the appointment 
of nn officer shall be vncnled because the enlisted man or 
the incumbent of military office has passed the statutory 
limit of age. A new contract of enlistment in behalf of 
the soldier, however, can only be executed by one who is 
within the statutory limits of age, and an appointment 
to an original vacancy in the organized militia must 
equally conform to the restrictions in respect to age which 
are embodied in the legislation of 1908 above cited. 

"As the appointing power in respect to officers of the 
militia is vested by the Constitution in the several States, 
it follows that no restrictions may be imposed upon such 
appointments by the War Department, proprio vigor?. 
The appointing power in each of the States is plenary, 
in so far as the War Department is concerned, and is exer- 
cised by the StateB in conformity to any restrictions 
winch Congress in the exercise of its constitutional au- 
thority in respect to the organization of the National 
Militia may Bee fit to impose. 

"But when the General Government contributes to The 
support of the organized militia in the operation of a 
series of enactments having for their purpose to secure its 
efficiency as a branch of the constitutional military forces, 
it would seem to he within the power of the President to 
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deny tiic bounty nf the General Government t«t [>eraons 
who. by i*enson of extreme yon Hi or advanced age, are 
obviously disqualified for active service, or who may 
reasonably be presumed to lte unable to undergo the hard- 
ship of field service in time of peace, which is assimi 
lated in its essential incidents to active service against 
g public en en iv in time of war. 

'Tint there is another point of view from which senility 
as a disabling cause in the case of an officer of the organ- 
ized militia may projverly be regarded. In its legislation 
in respect to the Regular Army, the branch of the const! 
tutional military establishment which is permanently 
maintained by Congress and is required to be kept in a 
slate of constant readiness for active service, Congress 
has itself reached a conclusion in respect to age, standing 
alone, as a cause of disability, and has provided for the 
compulsory retirement of all officers of the Regular Army 
tijton reaching the age of (14. Although the retirement 
laws are restricted in their operation to the Regular 
Army and have no application to either the militia or vol- 
unteer forces, that legislation stands as an expression of 
the legislative will as to the age at which a military officer 
ceases to be able, from that cause alone, to encounter the 
hardships and vicissitudes of active military service in the 
field. The effect of such legislation may, it is thought, 
properly be regarded as imposing a restriction upon the 
expenditure of funds appropriated by Congress with a 
view to secure a force of organized militia which shall at 
all times not only be ready for, but capable of active serv- 
ice in the field. 

"It would therefore seem to be a reasonable conclusion 
that in authorizing the contribution of considerable sums 
of the public money to defray the cost of State encamp 
ments and maneuvers, the Department is not obliged to 
compensate persons who are not able-bodied, but are dis- 
qualified by reason of age or obvious physical disability 
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from rendering efficient service in connection with the 
adininist ration of camps of instruction or maneuver. 

"Where, therefore, a regiment or other command of 
the organized militia enters a State camp of instruction 
or participates in joint maneuvers of the I tegular Army 
and organized militia which are provided for in the an- 
nual acts of appropriation for the support of the military 
establishment, it would seem to be entirely competent for 
the War Department to describe classes of disabled ]>er 
sons to whom payment shall not be made out of funds 
accruing to the State in the operation of Section lfitil 
of the Revised Statutes, or out of funds provided by Con- 
gress to defray the expenses of detachments of the organ- 
ized militia which, in pursuance to the invitation of the 
Department, take part in joint camps of instruction and 
maneuver. 

■'Persons belouging to the classes named may continue 
to hold the offices which have been vested in tbem in the 
operation of the proper appointing power of the States 
in whose militia they serve, but it is competent for the 
Department to say that payments to such persons shall 
nut he made out of funds appropriated by Congress, or 
accruing to the States in the operation of Section Ultil <il' 
the Revised Statutes, as amended." 

This opinion only deals, of course, with coiidiiimis 
which arise when the militia may be called into the serv- 
ice of the United Stales, or when it may be ordered in1o 
the field by a Governor to participate in joint maneuvers 
with the Army under pay from the Federal Government. 
It may be stated, also, that, as yet, the War Department 
has taken no action in tins matter. 

But the opinion as written suggests the following con- 
siderations which effect our State service: 

The Constitutions and laws, both of the United States 
and State, prescribe that only such persons shall be eligi- 
ble for military service as are between the ages of 18 and 
45 years. This applies, of course, to the time of admission 
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to the service; as shown by the fact that the age for re- 
iirement of commissioned officers from the Army is fixed 
at G4 years. The State law prohibits the acceptance into 
Hie National Guard of those under 18 years, and penalizes 
the enlistment of younger persons. It likewise fixes the 
age for retirement of commissioned officers. 

It would seem to follow, therefore, that no 
person can be commissioned in the National Guard 
of Florida, who, at the time of appointment, is 
over 45 years of age. Tt has been the practice, 
however, to re-commission or re-appoint officers with- 
out reference to this age limit. But as the term of 
office is for only four years, a re-appointment is, in fact, 
a new appointment, and the question naturally arises as 
to whether or not the "re-appointment" of an officer who 
is at the time over 45 years of age is a legal appointment. 

This proposition has not received the official considera- 
tion of the legal officers of the Military Department or 
of the State: hut the effect of such decision upon our 
service is to be contemplated, for many of the most valu- 
able officers in the National Guard of Florida have reached 
the age of 45 years and must ho re appointed to continue 
in the service: which is another, and an urgent reason 
for the Constitutional amendment recommended. 

'■'. Tlie amendment of Section 605 of the Military Code 
is necessary in order to afford proper protection to surety 
companies furnishing bond for commissioned officers, as 
required by law. 1o cover the faithful keeping and proper 
use and accounting by officers of public funds and puhlic 
military property entrusted to them for official use. 

•1. No additional comment. 

5. The amount which has heretofore been annually 
appropriated for encampments and field exercises of the 
National Guard has been i?15.fl0fl. This is not sufficient 
to provide field service for all of the troops. A fact which 
may he accounted for as follows: Increase in the price 
of commodities, which, of course, includes the subsistence 
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stores and all supplies required by the troops in the field. 
By the fact that when it was the practice to auction off 
the encampments to competing cities, a liberal contribu- 
tion in cash was always made by such cities to the cost of 
conducting the encampments. This very objectionable 
practice having been discontinued, the entire cost must 
be mot by the State, although the expenses of preparation 
nve materially reduced by the use of the same Camp 
(J rounds, iiernianently. And finally, because the pay of 
commissioned officers was increased by the Act of the Leg- 
islature nf 1!M«> from f2 to |3 per day. It is proper to 
say, however, that even this pay is entirely inadequate, 
and does not even cover the actual exposes of the officers ; 
who are not supplied with subs is fence and have many ex- 
penses which do not attach to enlisted men. They should 
unquestionably receive the standard rate of pay fixed 
for their grades when performing so-styled "active duty." 
t, 7 and S. The necessity for appropriations to con 
linne the Camp Grounds and Itifle Range improvements 
has already been discussed in this report under the head- 
ing "State Camp Grounds and Kifle Kange." 

Field Exercises. 

The following program for encampments and field ex- 
ercises of the National Guard of Florida during 1911 is 
recommended : 

Coart Defense EwerdMi: 

1. Participation by organizations of the Coast Artil- 
lery Corjw in Joint Army and Militia Coast Defense Ex- 
ercises, in the Artillery District of Tampa, for a period 
of ten days, commencing -Tune fith. 



Cttmp of Instruction for Officer*: 
2. A camp of instruction and general ■ school for offi- 
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eers of the line aud for selected officers of the staff corps 
mid departments, to be held at the State Arsenal during 
the month of June and to cover a period of Ave or six 
days. 

State Rifle Competition: 

3. The nasal, animal State Hifle Competition, to be 
held daring the first week of August. 

Xatioiiui Matches: 

Participation by a team from this State in tlie National 
Rifle Matches, held eacli year under Act of Congress and 
under the direction of the National Board for the Promo- 
tion of Itifle Practice. During the latter part of August, 
and at such place as may be designated in orders from 
the War Department. 

Encampment: 

An encampment of the brigade of infantry at the State 
damp Oi'ontids during' the month of September, 

Remarks, 

The date suggested for the brigade encampment is 
n timed after conference with the Commanding Geueral 
and with the metnliers of the Armory Board of the State. 

The most desirable season for holding exercises in the 
field is during the spring or early summer months. It 
happens this year, however, that there is no appropria- 
tion available for ill tit purpose; nor will there be until it 
has been provided by legislative action, in which case it 
will not become available until after July 1st. The fact 
also, that the regimental camps at Black Point are being 
further cleared, plowed and graded preparatory to being 
planted with grass and made perfectly level, makes it im- 
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port ant that these grounds should not lie used until there 
has been time for the grass to become rooted, which would 
hardly be earlier than Septemlier. A further considera- 
tion is that officers attending the school or camp of in- 
struction in June can ln-tter get away from their occulta 
tions a few mouths later than they could iT called ttfton 
again immediately afterward. 

1 tHPARTM BRT AMI IXIRTRATIOX. 

The recommendations presented in the report of this 
Department for last year are resect fully referred to. 

The past several years have marked a period of transi- 
tion from the old methods of doing things in the militia, 
to the new. The changes which have occurred have multi 
plied the administrative work of the military department 
beyond the conception of those who are not actively in 
touch and advised as to the detail of what is lieing done 
in these offices. To place the Department npon a proper 
business basis and put in effect the system which is now 
prescribed and required, has been and remains a gigantic 
task, so vast in scope as, at times, to dannt the few public 
servants uj>on whom ihis work must devolve. 

With the knowledge that the head must be clear and 
work smoothly before the units of a mechanism may be 
expected to fnncionate properly, every effort has been 
bent upon establishing a comprehensive system at general 
Headquarters, and while the force employed in these 
offices has been entirely inadequate, it is felt that the re- 
sults will speak for themselves. 

Under the organ izni inn peculiar to Florida, the Adju- 
tant General is charged with the conduct of the supply 
departments aa well as his own ; there being no Quarter- 
master General. Of course, there should be a Quarter- 
master General, and in every other State, so far as kown. 
there is one. Upon the establishment of this Arsenal 
some years ago. and when the employment of a clerk was 
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authorized, effort was made to meet this situation in a 
way, by employing an officer of the Quartermaster's De- 
partment and assigniug him duties, particularly, which 
pertain to accounts aud to the administration of supplies. 
He has performed these duties under the military desig- 
nation of Acting Quartermaster General. With provision 
for a clerk who can devote his time to the routine duties 
pertaining peculiarly to the office of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, it is believed that the work of the entire department 
can soon be caught up with, and be properly handled. 

This being accomplished it will be possible to devote 
more time and attention to the various units iu the troops 
and to dealing with the varying conditions which exist in 
them, as well as to the many other matters which a faith- 
ful application to the work of the department and to the 
development of the service, will suggest. 

Reference is modestly made to the commendation given 
by the United States officers who, under official detail, 
have inspected and had opportunity to observe, to some 
extent, the operations of this department. And this occa- 
sion is accepted to acknowledge and record most hearty 
appreciation of the approval which your excellency lias 
been pleased to repeatedly express of the work of the 
undersigned in this office. These assurances have been, 
and are, an encouragement to renewed effort, as has also 
been the very loyal support and hearty co-operation of the 
many officers who have been continuously and actively 
identified with the progress of the National Guard of 
Florida, and who are still earnestly devoting themselves 
to its further improvement.

In compliance with paragraph (a). Section 7: Hi of the 
General Statutes of the State of Florida, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of the ojterntions and work 
of ihe First Company. Coast Artillery Oorpt, National 
Guard of Florida — a separate organization of the line — 
during the year 1!)10. 

By authority from General Headquarters and on rec- 
ommendation from Lieutenant -T. W. McKie. Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, 0, S, Armv. tin* armory of this organization 
was moved .Inly 1st into a new and larger building more 
favorable for the installation of artillery equipment. Re- 
cently some artillery instruments have hton received, but 
as no position finding instruments have arrived as yet. 
very little has been done in practical artillery drill in the 
armory. In Oeto1*>r this company wns reassigned in 
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Artillery District of Tampa from a Mortar Battery to an 
8" It. L. Rifle Battery, which wUl necessitate sonic 
change in rile instruments on hand and the plans for 
equipping the armory. This matter now lias the consider- 
ation of the Commanding Officer of this district. 

The Federal inspection of this organization was held 
March ISth by Lieutenant J. W. MeKie, Coast Artillery 
Corps, C. 8. Army, 

In May work was begun on a rifle range, the ground 
was cleared and a small butt of earth thrown up. Borne 
very good practice was held with the smalt anus at flic 
two-hnndredyard range, when excessive rains set in and 
the target practice was discontinued for the season. 

This organization furnished a rifle team for the Suite 
Rifle Competition held near St. Augustine. August 3rd 
lo 5th. A score of 237 was made, rating this team as 
sixth among the competing teams. 

Lieutenant H. H. Root and myself, by direction of 
The Adjutant General, served as range officers in this 
competition.

still maintained that he would not be there. 

At eight o'clock P. M. I went to the Armory, in comjtany 
with Lien tenant W. 8. Drysdale, the United States In- 
specting Officer, and found tin* company without officers. 
Captain Clark was not present and Second Lientenani 
T, O. Milton had failed to appear. In this connection it 
is proper to state that information had reached both 
Lieutenant Drysdale and myself, in the afternoon, to the 
effect that Second Lieutenant Milton did not intend to 
api>ear at the inspection. Further investigation developed 
the fact that Captain Clark had aot notified his company 
of the inspection until the day before, when the First 
Sergeant, who seemed to feel a great deal of interest in 
the company, had some small hand bills print ed. with 
Captain Clark's name at the bottom, notifying the men of 
the inspection. The fact of the absence of Captain CIsrfc 
;ind Lieutenant Mil ton from the inspection pra Hi rally 
nullified the object of the visit of the United States In 
specting Officer and myself to the post, because it «;i- 
impossible to verify all of the company property. 

This action upon the part of Captain Clark and Lieu

Sir: Acting under General Order So. :>., t. s,. from the 
General Headquarters, Nut tonal Guard of Florida, I 
proceeded to Mitriannu. Fla.. on March 29th, 1910, in 
company with Second Lieutenant \V. S. Hrysdnle, U. S. 
Army, to inspect Company M, First Infantry. N. G. F.. 
stationed at that post. 

T'jioii entering Hie ai-mory at the hour designated for 
the inspection I was surprised to And only fourteen (14} 
enlisted men in line, and but two of these were uniformed. 
Some of the men had cartridge belts, bayonets and scab- 
bards fastened on over their civilian clothes; others had 
no equipment whatever. 

When the muster rolls were called for the commanding 
officer. First Lieutenant .1. ],aughlin Kelly, informed me 
that Captain \V. IK Barnes, the former commander, had 
removed all of the retained copies of all reports from the 
armory some lime previous to his departure from Mari- 
anna. and that all efforts toward locating any of them 
had been without success ; consequent ly he was unable to 
furnish a correct roll of the members of the company. 

Notices had been sent out to all members whose names 
he could remember, notifying them of the inspection and 
ordering them to be present, bringing with them all gov- 
ernment property in their possession. He further stated 
that the company was composed, almost entirely, of men 
living outside of the town, at distances varying from Ave 
(5) to eighteen (18) and twenty (20> miles from the 
armory. 

On returning from the encampment last summer the 
men were permitted by Captain Karnes to leave the train 
at stations nearest their homes, taking with them all their 
equipment. Since that time the company had not been 
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assembled for drills or other purposes and the property is 
scattered all over the county. Only thirteen (IS) rifles, 
some tentage and a few khaki uniforms were found at the 
armory, 

I instructed the company commander to have hand bills 
printed and mailed to present members of the company 
and to all others who had ever been member*!, c-allinjj; mi 
ihem tii turn iu to Second Lieutenant D. W. McLeod. at 
the armory, ou certain designated days, all Government or 
State property of any character whatsoever that they 
might have in their possession, and allowing them until 
April 9th, 1910, in which to comply. He was further in- 
structed to post some of these notices in conspicuous 
places and also to have the notice published in the local 
paper. It is hoped that, by that method, most of Hie 
property will be recovered. 

In view of the present demoralized condition of Ibis 
company, its members being scattered all over the county, 
the difficulty of assembling them in case of emergency, 
and for the protection of the property of the Knifed States 
and of the State of Florida, it is recommended that it lie 
disbanded.

REPORTS II Y UNITED STATES OFFICERS. 

Extracts from report of First Lieutenant Grid- Morgan, 
Seventh U. S. Infantry, on his inspection of the First 
Regiment Infanhry and Company K, Second Regiment 
Infantry, K. G. F., during the encampment at the State 
Camp a rounds July 14 to 21, 1!)10. 

"Strength: Present, 33 officers and 4(11 enlisted men; 
absent. 4 officers and 114 enlisted men: aggregate. 37 
officers and 515 enlisted men. 

General Appearance. 

"Enlisted men: T'ni forms became very dirty and. ap- 
parently, no attempt was marie to wash tliem in camp. 

Comments of Inspector; 

"The general appearance of officers and enlisted men 
as to physique was very good, Tlie companies were com- 
posed largely of men instead of hoys. The non-commis- 
sioned officers were fairly well instructed and have had 

considerable military experience in the militia. 
I 

Com/ it ion of Uniforms, Anns fM& Equipments of Officers 

and Enlisted Men. 

"Coats, dirty; breeches, dirty; leggins, dirty; shoes, no 
general uniformity ; many not suitable for field service. 
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"Kitk-s, dirty and rusty; bayonets, improperly used for 
i -lining and digging, not to a very great extent, however. 

"Mess kits, not properly cleaned in hot water after 
meals. 

Comments of Inspector: 

"The great majority of the rifles were in very bad 
shape; no attempt, apparently, having been made to keep 
them clean and slightly oiled to prevent rusting while in 
camp. 

Sanitation. 

"General police of camp: Bottles and melon rinds 
thrown aronnd during day. Police of tents: Bedding 
not aired as frequently as necessary. No mess tents pro- 
vided. Police of sinks : Lime and dry earth provided, lint 
not generally used. 

< 'nmments of Inspector: 

"Wooden sheds were provided for kitchens, but no pro- 
vision was made for screening them. Rations were stored 
in small tents without floors, which were very hoi and 
poorly ventilated. Xo mess tents or tables of any descrip- 
tion were provided, and, as a consequence, the men scat- 
tered all around the kitchens and company streets and by 
dropping pieces uf food on the ground, made it very at 
tractive for flies, etc. 

Drill and Instruction. 

"Defects, deficiencies and irregularities noted include: 
Close order, unsteadiness and gazing about. Individual, 
a very general lack of instruction in guard duty. N. C. O. 
leadership, evident lack of previous instruction or oppor- 
tunity. Field maneuvers, not taking cover: closing to- 
gether in solid groups upon coming under fire. Cooking, 
no provision for protection of rations from flies. etc 
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Comment* of fiixpcvtors: 

"With the except ion of parade and guard mounting uo 
close order drill was had during the encampment. The 
entire drill period, amounting to about three hours daily, 
was devoted to field maneuvers. Problems of a simple 
naini-e and adapted to local conditions were worked out 
each day. Officers and men took a very great deal of in- 
terest iu this work and the daily improvement was (lis 
tinctly noticeable. 

"More attention to instruction in guard duty should be 
given at the home stations of the various units. 

"As a general rule the regular ration was used. The 
majority of the cooks are negroes, but they are regularly 
enlisted as cooks, and are thus amenable to discipline. 

Miscellaneous Remarks of Inspector. 

"Daily field maneuvers included the solution of prob- 
lems in advance guard, outposts, patroling. guard work- 
ing parties and combat. Practically all of the officers had 
attended the officers' school which was held this spring 
and it was very evident that these schools were of great 
benefit to them, 

"'They quickly grasped the conditions set forth in the 
various problems; the tactical dispositions were, as a 
rule, good. In the issuing of orders, however, the com- 
manding officers did not conform to the models pre- 
scribed in the Field Service Regulations: there was a daily 
improvement in this, but it was not so marked as it should 
have been. 

"In the officers' school, held each afternoon, the morn- 
ing's work was discussed. In the N. 0. O. School a dis- 
cussion was had on the problem just completed and 
attention was called to all defects that were observed, 
on the part of squad leaders, etc. There was a gratifying 
improvement in squad leadership and fire discipline. 

"The three majors, J. P. Hickey. William H. Lyle and 
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S. C. Hani son, Jr., were detailed to command the two 
forces alternately; ihcy are all young, earnest and capa- 
ble men, and although having just been promoted, the 
manner in which they handled the situations in the 
various problems leads to the belief that with a tew 
years experience they will be particularly valuable men 
in the field. 

"The Commanding Officer, Colonel William LeFils, is 
an excellent disciplinarian, and this organization ton Id. 
in a short time, he prepared for active field service. 



Extracts from report of First Lieutenant C. B. Bennett, 
Seventeenth f". S. Infantry; an his insifcction uf the 
Second Regiment Infantry, JV. O. F. } at Uhieantauyua 
Park, Oa., during tfic Joint Army and Militia Maneuvers, 
July 7, 1910 : 

''Strength: Present. 40 officers and 4!l0 enlisted men; 
absent, no officers and 57 enlisted men; aggregate, 40 offi- 
cers and 547 enlisted men. 

"Only nine companies with regiment. 

Comments of Inspector: 

"In my opinion the officers of this regiment, as a rule, 
are intelligent, energetic and efficient. They require, 
however, considerable instruction and a thorough n waken- 
ing" •'**'■*. 

General Appca r« ncc. 

"Defects, deficiencies and irregularities noted: Officers, 
in general, not sufficient study. Enlisted men, lack of 
training and caring for individual equipment. Morse 
equipments, serviceable. Miscellaneous property, supply 
of tools, brooms, rakes, etc., inadequate. Books and rec 
ords, very few brought to camp; those on hand satisfac- 
torily kept. Morning and sick reports only company 
records used. 
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Comments of Inspector: 

"Officers and men, as a rule, presented a good appear- 
ance. Physically, except in a few cases, the appearance 
was satisfactory. Weather conditions dnring the stay in 
camp of the regiment were very unsatisfactory. Every- 
thing considered, it is thought that the camp work and 
interest displayed by both officers and men was com- 
mendable. 

Condition of Uniforms, Arms at>d Equipments of Officers 
and Enlisted Men. 

"Hiiis. blouses, breeches and leggins. serviceable. Shoes, 
tun many varieties, some low shoes and others too light 
for marching. * 

-Swords and. sabers, serviceable, Rifles, revolvers and 
bayonets, mostly serviceable. Cartridge belts, haversacks. 
nipss kits, canteens, blankets, ponchos and shelter tents, 
serviceable. No first aid packets. 

Co 1 1 in tent $ of Inspector: 

•liifles of Companies E and O so rusty and dirty that 
it is feared a number are unserviceable. Company E has 
not shelter tent poles nor pins. Webb belts, haversacks 
and canteens dirty in the greater number of companies. 
Bayonet scabbards and gun-slings also. 

Sanitation. 

"General police of camp and tents, fair. Trash not 
disposed of as soon as it should have been. No mess 
tents. Police of kitchens, good. Police of lavatories, 
poor. Soiled clothing permitted to lay around. Police 
of incinderators, fairj not kept as clean inside and out- 
side as should have been. Police of stables, corrals and 
picket lines, good. 
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Comments of Inspector: 



"Everything considered, the sanitation of this camp is 
thought to have been very good. A little more care might 
have been taken in the policing of tents and the ditch ins 
of same; also, in the construction of company drains. 

"It is thought that the battalion commanders might 
have assisted the Colonel considerably more in seeing 
that their bath houses and incinderators were kepi in a 
proiier state of police. 

Drill ami Instruction. 

"Close order, fairly good. Extended order, fair. In 
dividual, fair. N. C. O. leadership, fair: not mflcienf 
practice. Field maneuvers, very good. Making and 
hreaking camp, very good; breaking camp excellent. 
Cooking, very good. Regular Government ration lined. 
Cooks enlisted and all negroes with the exception of one 
company. 

I'omments of Inspector: 

"Not enough drill in extended order by eoinpani« 
home stations. Majors, captains, lieutenants and non- 
commissioned officers, in general, not as familiar with the 
drill as they shouid be. 

"Battalion and regimental drill only had at annual en- 
campments; not sufficient. 

"The work of officers and non-commissioned officers as 
file closers was not satisfactory ; most men acting as such 
doing very little to correct errors, etc.. until spoken to. 
and then in half-hearted manner. 



Miscellaneous Remarks of Inspector, 

"This regiment was drilled in advance and rear guard 
formations; outpost formations: patroling and close and 
extended order drill ; also attack and defense of positions 
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and the maneuver exercises prescribed, and most officers 
and men displayed good judgment, interest and a willing- 
ness to work and learn. 

•More study, however, and experience are desired. 

"The pitching of tenls was expedieiously and fairly well 
performed. 

"The Quartermaster and Commissary both attended to 
their business in a satisfactory and intelligent manner. 

"Records were well kept. 

"Guard duty was fairly well performed, but should 
receive a good deal more attention and study. 

"The principal defect noted as to equipment, arms, etc., 
was the lack of care given the rifles and bayonets. In 
most companies they were dirty and rusty; particularly 
so in Companies E and C. 

"The close and extended order drill was such that I 
believe the units could satisfactorily perform their duties 
with the next higher unit. 

"The regiment was instructed in practically all ex- 
tended order movements, including company, battalion 
and regimental drill, and I consider that its work in 
patroling, advance and rear guard, outposts and combat 
was well performed and that this regiment can he 
depended upon in these respects. 

"The discipline of the regiment was very good." 



Extracts front, Report of Captain Adna (?. Clark, Coast 
Artillery Corps, V. 8. Army, upon- his inspection of the 
First Company, Coast Artillery Corps, National Onurd 
of Florida, made during the Joint A rtny and Militia Coast 
Defense Exercises in the Artillery District of Tampa, 
October 17 to 28. inclusive: 

"Strength : Present, 8 officers and -U enlisted men ; 
absent, 27 enlisted men ; aggregate. 01. 
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Comments of Inspector: 

"Large number of men absent said to be due to the 
fact that October is a bad month for this company to go 
into camp. Work of every kind opens op October 1st in 
riorida and men are unable to come that could get away 
lietter during the summer months. It is believed that 
May would be a better month than October for the en 
cnmpment of this company. 

General Appearance. 

"In the geueral appearance of the compauy no defect k. 
deficiencies or irregularities were noted. 

Condition of Uniforms, Anns and Equipments of Offin m 
'ni,! Enlisted Men. 

"Civilian shoes, many not suitable. Rifles not l*r 
fwtly polished: inspected just after the storm, however. 

Sanitation. 

"Police of the mess tents wag satisfactory hut not 
perfect. 

Com menU of Inspeetor: 

"In general all sanitary regulatiouw were observed. 
The camp was not well i>oliced when the company moved 
out. This was partially due to the early hour at which 
the company left camp, and partially because it was left 
for a non-commissioned officer to attend tn and not in 
spected by an officer lieforc hreaking camp. 

Drill and Instruction of Coast Artillery. 

"Battery commander, excellent. Battery officers, excel- 
lent. Range officers, excellent. F. C. section, excellent. 
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Gun or pit section, vexy good. Infantry efficiency: Close 
order, good; extended order, none attempted. Officers, 
excellent. Non-commissioned officers, from excellent to 
worthiest*. Making and breaking camp, satisfatcory, ex- 
cept as noted under 'Sanitation.' Cooking, Government 
ration used and prepared by colored enlisted cooks. 

MitGeHaaeotts Retnarka of Inspector. 

■The time was devoted to daily drills and itistrneuon ; 
sub-calibre practice and service practice, at a fixed target. 

"The officers and many of lite men exhibited a great 
interest in their work. 

"At least two hours daily, in addition to their regular 
drills and exereiscSj was devoted to the instruction of the 
entire company in the subjects of the second class gun- 
ners' examination, and to a limited number of nun -com- 
missioned officers and exceptionally bright privates in 
the subjects of the firsl class gunners' examination. 

"1 cannot commend too highly the officers and men for 
the very great effort they made lo perfect themselves, so 

thai I hey might conduct and pass I he examination. 

■'At the end of the tour < « r duty a gunners' board was 
convened by The Adjutant General of the State. 

■'The board conducted the examination exactly as con- 
ducted in the regular service: two regular officers being 
present to assist when their services were required or 
desired. 

•'Ten members of the company took the examination; 
eight qualified as first class gunners; one as second class, 
and one man failed, 

"It is my belief that there is no way by which these 
troops can be taught to actually do things and learn the 
elementary principles of artillery as by inspiring them 
with the desire to qualify as gunners, and then providing 
the machinery by which they may qualify, if proficient. 
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"Daring most of the sub-caliber practice, aud the ser 
rice practice, no member of the regular detachments were 
present, either at the guns or in the fire control stations, 
except Lieutenants Thompson or Bennett and myself. 

"About 27 per cent, of hits were made at a moving 
target at sub-caliber practice at mid-range, and two of 
the four service shots were within the danger space as 
heretofore computed. One projectile actually p>iug 
through the pyramidal target. 

"While I do not believe this company could efficiently 
man an independent unit, I am convinced (hat, by the 
assistance of a few trained regular artillery men. they 
could be so far superior to untrained volunteers as to 
make comparison invidious. 

"The detail of a regular officer to attend their drill* 
once a month, or an experienced non-commissioned officer 
to be regularly on duty with the company, would bring 
the Government inestimable returns. 

"It is not my desire to overestimate the efficiency of 
this company; but when tin* adverse circumstances under 
which a National Guard company exists in this State 
with no armories, meagre funds, and an uiuippm-iafivi- 
public sentiment to contend against; the only wonder b 
that they do so well. 

Further Comment* by Oth* r Regular Office™. 

"The month of October is one of the worst Ihut could 
I>e chosen for militia maneuvers in this section, as prepl 
ration for the tourist season is then going on and the 
enlisted men of the National Guard cannot get away from 
their occupations. 

"The militia officers were unanimous in the opinion 
that May or June would be much better. 

"They believe that from eighty to ninety [ht cent, of 
their enlisted strength wonld then be able to come out. ns 
against about fifty per cent, in the fall or winter. 
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"It is quite a commentary on the State of Florida that, 
with the longest coast line of any in the Union, and with 
three important toast artillery districts and every appai' 
ent incentive to developing a reserve they should be so 
backward in this respect, especially that the only reserve 
company in this vicinity is organized in a small town 
about forty miles inland, and that no reserve company 
is located in the sea port defended by the forlificatiimw 
of Tampa Bay.

"1 am satisfied that these maneuvers were instructive 
and interesting to both officers and men, and white there 
is but little more than a beginning in this State of ;' 
reserve, I believe that the people in the vicinity of coast 
artillery posts will, in time, become educated to its 
advantages." 



REPORT BY STATE OFFICER. 

Report of Major Lewis H, Mattair. Inspector (general. 
National G-uard of Florida, detailed to attend, oogenic 
and report upon the encampment of the First Regiment 
Infantry held at the State Camp Grounds, July 14 to 21. 
inclusive: 

Headquarters First Brigade. 

National Guard of Florida, 
Jacksonville. Fla„ July 27, 1010. 

The Adjutant' General, 
State of Florida. 

State Arsenal, St. Auaustine, Fla. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that, under Special 
Order No. 84, Adjutant General's office, St. Augustine, 
Fla. 

T accompanied the troops to Black Point in the capacity 
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of Inspector General. The encampment was held under 
General Order No. 27, c. s. from General Headquarters. 
Upon my arrival at camp I reported to the commanding 
officer. Transportation had been issued me from your 
headquarters covering this tour of duty. 

First Battalion, in command of Major S. C. Harrison, 
was given verbal 'orders to report to the Steamer "Fred- 
erick DeBarry" at 9 :16 A. M. The troops formed in bat- 
talion formation and took up the march at 9 A, M.. arriv- 
ing at the pier at 9 :12 A. M. The loading of the steamer 
was accomplished very expeditiously and satisfactorily ; 
the different details of the companies carrying out their 
work very thoroughly, the command at Jacksonville beiug 
ready to move at 9 :30 A. If, Unfortunately Company K. 
from Daytona, through some disarrangement at the Ter- 
minal Station in Jacksonville, was compelled to trans- 
port its baggage across the city to be loaded upon the 
steamer, causing a delay of the movement of the troops. 
and the command did not arrive at the camp until about 
1 P. M. 

The Eegimental Quartermaster. Captain Seavey. met 
the command at the dock at Black Point with the neces- 
sary teams and the company equipment was moved and 
put in position within one hour after the docking of the 
steamer. 

Regimental Headquarters were established and the 
whole command, including the Second and Third Bat- 
talions, were encamped and ready for any exercises that 
might be ordered by 3 P. M. 

I consider that the movement of all the troops con- 
sumed but a small space of time relative to the amount of 
work accomplished. 

Camp Details: 

Rations having been drawn by the troops upon their 
immediate arrival at camp, the preparation for dinner 

12 AG 
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was begun, mess call sounded at about 3 o'clock ; the men 
front then on until dress parade was held doing numerous 
personal acts necessary to make themselves comfortable 
individually. 

Tbe Commanding Officer of the camp, Colonel William 
LeFils, gave personal supervision to these details, and his 
orders were most ably carried out, each officer perform- 
ing his duties in a most zealous manner during the entire 
time until the completion of this lour of duty. The num- 
ber of orders issued from Regimental Headquarters was 
exceedingly small, and here I must say that I consider 
the method adopted by the Commanding Officer in issuing 
only memorandum orders was a most excellent procedure. 

Tbe general orders which outlined the hours of tbe 
different specific duties and calls were admirably arranged, 
with the exception of the call for evening parade, which 
immediately followed the mess call j this arrangement 
causing the men to perform military duties after having 
eaten a heavy supper, resulting in one or two of the men 
having to fall out of the ranks as the heavy duties 
devolved caused a sickness of the stomach and faintness. 
It also permitted those men, who were determined, to be 
able to take the 6 o'clock boat to the city of Jacksonville. 

Had the parade been held each evening before supper 
the men would have been engaged in eating their supper at 
the time of the boat leaving for the city, namely 6 P, M, 

Under General Order No. 3, Headquarters First Infau- 
try. Camp Gilchrist, dated July 17. 1010, I was desig- 
nated by the Commanding Officer to make field inspection, 
and muster of the troops in camp, exclusive of the Seven 
ty-fourtb Coast Artillery, U. S. A. The inspection was 
ordered for the early Sunday morning hours and finished 
about 11 o'clock. 

The First Battalion, under Major S. C. Harrison, con- 
sisting of: 
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Company A, Captain Weldon, commanding. 
Company B, Captain Sweeney, commanding. 
Company D, Lieutenant Colson, commanding. 
Company F, Captain Garcia, commanding. 

The Second Battalion, under Major Lvie, consisting of : 
Company C, Captain Lewis, commanding. 
Company E. Lieutenant Hinely. commanding. 

The Third Battalion, under Major Hit-key. counting of: 
Company K, Captain Cawthon, commanding. 
Company L, Lieuteuant Warren, commanding. 
Company K, Second Regiment, Captain Cow an , 
commanding. 

Equipment was in fairly good shape; the condition of 
the rifles, however, showed serious lack of attention, par- 
ticularly in Company A. 

Company K. Second Kegimeut, was short one wall tent; 
the canteens had all been condemned; the rifles were in 
bad shape, many of them having parts missing. These 
rifles shonid tie turned in to be repaired. 

Company L. showed the best condition of equipment, 
their payroll was also prepared in the best manner, the 
notations and remarks being more explicit. 

Company K's rifles need repairs. In this <-ompany the 
men are sorely in need of instructions in the "Manual of 
Arms." The other •■■mi panics showed satisfactorily in 
their inspection. 

The shoes that the men apj>eared in for muster were 
of various colors and styles, extending from patent leather 
dancing pumps to the regulation shoe. I note throughout 
the battalions a great loss of collar ornaments; as to 
whether the Quartermaster's Department had ever issued 
these or not T have not been informed. . 

Upon questioning the men I found a serious lock of 
instruction as to the knowledge of the different parts of 
the rifle, its keep and care; very few men could even tell 
the calibre of the piece. Very few understood the MM td 



180 

the sight. One non-commissioned officer, particularly, was 
asked if he could set Ms sight for 600 yards, and anawered 
he could not. He admitted having been a non-commis- 
sioned officer for over one year. His lack of know-ledge, 
however, was due to his non-attendance at drills. He had 
been lief ore a summary court for this deflection of duty, 
but his fine of $5 had been remitted by the court officer. 

I note also a hick of perfection in the execution of in- 
spection of anus. The rentage is in good condition. Tn the 
inspection of the mess tents they exercise no uniformity. 
The company commanders have failed to instruct them 
in this particular subject. 

The field stoves for cooking should be condemned and 
new ones issued with new stove pipes. The utensils for 
service at the kitchens are not in as good condition as they 
should be, nor was the .cleanliness of these utensils looked 
after in the manner they should have been by the company 
commanders. At tlie time of mess calls it was seldom 
that a commissioned officer of the different companies 
was there to see the issue of the food to the men. In all 
formation for mess there seemed to be a very serious 
laxity of discipline. 

I was impressed with the fact that the commissioned 
officers hi the companies lacked the knowledge of what 
comprised the rations for the men. Some of the com- 
panies had a sufficient company fund to provide a few 
necessary articles of food, or to make up any extrava- 
gance that might have been caused by a wasteful cook. I 
note that the companies whose cooks were negroes seemed 
to have more of an abundance of food and better prepared. 
This, however, could be due to a lack of experience on the 
part of an enlisted man l>emg assigned from his compauy 
as a cook, and not enlisted as a cook. 

I would recommend that the company commanders 
take up seriously in their course of instructions to their 
non-commissioned officers, at their different posts, the 
duties of commissary sergeant of each company, that he 
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might become perfectly familiar with the question of 
rations. 

The inspection of the band showed great laxity in the 
question of drills and what might be termed more pre- 
cision. The instruments were in good condition : the 
tentage good and serviceable; but the Chief Musician does 
not seem to have the command of his men necessary to 
give the military showing which would mark it as an 
organization belonging to a military command. I note 
throughout the command a woeful lack of military car- 
riage. The men are slow in the execution of manual of 
arms. There is a serious lack of precision. In march ins 
the men rather shuffle along, and many are out of step. 
In parade the marching is too slow, the band lieing a few 
counts slow. 

A system of sitting up exercises as prescribed by the 
drill regulations would be a great help in giving the men 
an erection of carriage, besides developing them physic- 
ally. Butts' Manual of Arms should be taught. These 
instructions could be done at home in the different armo- 
ries and would increase the soldierly bearing of men and 
officers. 

My inspection of the Hospital Corps developed a most 
serious condition. Captain Elmore, in command, was 
incapacitated to perform his duties and was ordered back 
to the city. The supply of medicines, bandages, etc.. were 
insufficient in every way. There was no ambulance in 
attendance until the last two days of the camp. 

The surgeon and privates in the Hospital Corps showed 
a woeful lack of knowledge for the treatment of the 
slightest hurt, and I am very sure that none of them were 
capable of administering to the wants of a sick man. 
There were no provisions made for the preparation of 
food for the sick. 

Colonel LeFils ordered a supply of medicines on bis 
own initiative, and Doctor Conter, First Lieutenant, 
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finally reported for duty on Monday, the 18th, after which 
order was brought out of chaos. 

I recommend that this Hospital Detachment be dis- 
banded, the men discharged and that Captain Elmore 
I* asked for his resignation as a man not suitable and 
incapacitated by sickness; that a new hospital he formed 
with headquarters at St. Augustine, and a surgeon with 
more force of character and better equipped as a mili- 
tary man be placed in charge. I 

Vamp 8a tiitatio n : 

The method employed for the proper sanitation at 
ramp, although not at all satisfactory, is possibly ttie 
best that can be utilized at the present time. The system 
of the latrines adopted was, of course, old, but tinder the 
eire it in stances was the only thing that could he used. 
The removal of these galvanized iron buckets once or 
I wife a day was carried out in a rather slip shod manner. 
At the request of the Commanding Officer of the camp 
I took it upon myself to make daily inspection of the 
bath houses and latrines. I found the men's treatment 
of the bath houses to have been very unsanitary. Men 
would bathe and discard soiled clothing and socks and 
leave them lying around upon the floors, whereas, by 
the proper policing of this place, by each company using 
the bath house, all of this could have been avoided. The 
latrines were cleaned once a day by two negroes carting 
away these buckets, cleaning them in the river, and re- 
turning tli em to their respective places. I insisted upon 
each bucket having placed in it, after having beqp cleaned, 
a small amount of lime, thus preventing odors, and any 
inducement for flies to collect at these places. In severe 
wind storms it was found that the papers deposited in 
these buckets were blown around, and even outside of the 
latrines. The company commanders seemed to lack a 
proper knowledge of the proper policing of these places. 
The company streets were kept in a very good condition. 
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In it tbe men were not careful about tbruwiug waste 
papers and cigarette stumps and boxes in tbe streets. 
Company orders should also be issued covering this 
matter, and a daily inspection made by each battalion 
commander, and the proper remedy applied in cases of 
the neglect of this duty by any of the company com 
m traders. Tbe kitchen swill was also removed by this 
same wagon detail that hud charge of the latrines. 

The water supply of the camp is vastly abundnnt, for 
all of the troops that will ever go into camp at one time 
at Black Point. This water is of the same general char 
acter as all artesian wells throughout the Slate, being 
heavily impregnated with sulphur. The water is healthy 
for the men and the sulphur contents being high, it is. 
therefore, very medicinal. 

Situated at the shore end of the dock is a small soda 
water fountain and soft drink stand, which tbe men 
patronized very freely. It is unfortunate that a thing of 
this nature should have been permitted during the en- 
campment, for as a usual thing cases of sickness that 
develop in a command can be traced almost direct ly to 
these places. I would recommend that instead of per- 
mitting such places to be located at the camp a small post 
exchange with proper military supervision be instituted: 
thus insuring to the men proper protection and clean] i- 
ness. The post exchange could unquesionably be made 
self sustaining, and could be placed under tbe charge of 
the regimental commissary officer. 

I note with a great deal of pleasure that there was 
very little sickness throughout the command. Such small 
hurts and accidents as occurred were of a very minor 
character. A few of the men suffered from sore feet 
brought about by not having the right kind nf shoes. 
There has been one or two cases of dysentery, which was 
caused by the men overloading their stomachs after heavy 
drills and before they were fully refreshed by rest. 

The absence of Hies was most noteworthv and was due 
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to a great extent by the stables of the command being 
placed at such a distance from where the command was 
encamped. 

In connection with sanitation and proper preparation 
for the camp for a camp ground the ideal condition, of 
c omae, would be a proper sewerage system, and let us 
bojM ths»i some daj this will be accomplished. 

For tin- recreation nf the men while in camp a pavilion 
si m it Id be provided where dancing could l>e held, and ill is 
class of sjkiii should be encouraged throughout the com- 
ma ml. 

Alter the troops go into camp passes should not be 
permitted to the troops whose headquarters are at Jack- 
sonville, bur only to those outside of the confines of the 
i itv of Jacksonville, as it does not seem necessary iliat, 
men living in Jacksonville should think that they must 
come to Jacksonville during the encampment. 

The course of instruction consisted of the usual camp 
duties. 

The drills consisted, aside from parade and review, 
entirely «tf field maneuvers. There were several problems 
worked nut of a very interacting nature. The regiment 
being divided ittio two battalions fur I his work, one 
Beting as a Brown Army and the other as a Blue Army, 
each taking iis I urn in defending and attacking. The 
advance uuiird and patrol diuies were explained very 
thoroughly by Lieutenant Morgan, the ejitup instructor, 
and the actual work was performed very satisfactorily. 
The improvement noted from day to day being very 
marked. The Third Battalion command being changed 
each day. The problem was usually prepared the night 
previous by Lieutenant Morgan and the battalion com- 
mander handed a copy of the instructions necessary for 
him to know. 

I note that each battalion commander in the dispo- 
sition of his troops, in the conception of bis situation and 
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in the carrying out of a solution of the problem showed 
a splendid knowledge of tactical movement. 

i here take the opportunity of congratulating the offi- 
cers of the entire command engaged in these maneuvers 
upon their knowledge and efficiency. Where a few mis- 
takes and errors occurred they were immediately rectified 
and each officer gained a more intimate acquaintance 
through these slight mistakes of what he should have 
done. 

The one criticism I feel compelled to make was a laxity 
upon the part of the non-commissioned officers in the 
proper exercise of their duties as squad leaders and de- 
ployment of their skirmish line. 

I congratulate the men upon their enthusiasm :ind 
willingness to obey orders as issued to them. 

The first day problem showed a lack of knowledge of 
the commanding officer of the advance guard in sending 
back to the commanding officer the specific information 
sought for by him. The next day and all succeeding days 
afterwards showed that this lesson had been thoroughly 
learned by the officers, as information was being returned 
very satisfactorily. 

In concluding this rejiort I wish to commend for your 
consideration the efficiency, dilffrence to duty and exi-cu- 
tion of orders of the officers of Colonel William LeFils' 
staff, each and every one of them taking the greatest zeal 
and carrying out their arduous tasks in a most soldierly 
manner. I congratulate Colonel LeFils upon having such 
capable men associated with him upon his staff. 

It causes me great pleasure in saying that the Com- 
manding Officer, Colonel LeFils, conducted his camp in a 
iimsl soldierly manner. His regime and administration 
w:is splendid. All officers in attendance upon the camp 
with one or two exceptions, noted, entered earnestly into 
the work, and I have no doubt gained in military knowl- 
edge, and all subsequent camjvs will inure to the benefit 
of the troops. 
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I congratulate the troops as a whole nixm tlie splendid 
success that this camp has been.

RKPORT OP SECRETARY OF THE ARMOKV BOARD 
OP THE STATE OP FLORIDA, 

The Armory Board, State of Florida, 
Office of the Secretary, 
Jacksonville, Fla., December 31, 1910. 
The Adjutant General, 
State of Florida, 

State Arsenal, St. Augustine. 

Biv: In accordance with the requirements of para- 
graph "e", Section 728 of the Military Code as amended, 
I have the honor to submit the following report for the 
Armory Board of the State of Florida covering the yeas 
19X0: 

At the commencement of the year the only State funds 
at the disposal of the Board for carrying on the work of 
improvement and of equipping the State Camp Grounds 
and Rifle Range was the unexpended balance of $7,!U1.2G 
in the fund appropriated by the Legislature of L909 
For the Construction of a Warehouse, Stables, Barns, 
Rifle Range, etc.,, in accordance with its commiirciV 
recommendations. Later, when the field exercises of the 
year had been concluded, a balance of $6,031.38 was 
transferred from the Fund for Expenses of Encamp- 
ments and Field Exercises to the Fund for Preparing. 
Equipping and Maintaining the State Camp Grounds, 
etc. This was made possible by the fact that the Second 
Regiment of Infantry did not participate in the annual 
State encampment; but took part in the maneuvers with 
the Regular Army which were held at Chickaniaugua 
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Park, Georgia; the expense of which was paid b.v the 
Federal Government. However, as this balance did not 
become available until late in the year, it has not been 
drawn upon as yet except to eover certain balance* oa 
the contracts for buildings, and for a limited amount of 
new work. 

The first meeting of the Board in 1910 was held Jan 
nary 17, when the members appeared in a body, accom- 
panied by a delegation from the Jacksonville Board of 
Trade, before (he Board of Commissioners of Duval 
county to urge the extension or construction of a county 
road from a junction with St. Johns Avenue near Yukon 
to the main entrance to the Camp Grounds at Black 
Point. After considerable discussion the Board of Com 
misMoners at this meeting instructed the County Kngi- 
neer to lay out a road along the proposed line"; to ascer- 
tain the names of property owners, and report the cost 
of purchasing the necessary right of way. 

It may be stated that the right of way was finally 
purchased by the county, many of the adjacent property 
owners very generously donating the land or selling it 
at a nominal figure with the understanding that when 
a right of way had hoeu secured a permanent, hard-snr- 
faeed road would l>e provided for. The members of the 
Armory Board have since apjieared a number of times 
during the year before the Board of County Commit 
sioners to urge the grading and surfacing of a road along 
this right of way; but certain unfortunate complications 
have seriously retarded the road work of the county and 
no progress has been made in this matter as yet. 

Permission was given the Atlantic Coast Line "Railroad 
Company to use one side of the county right of way in 
the construction of its spur track from Yukon station 
into the Camp Grounds, and this track has been coin 
pleted and was used during the encampment of the First 
Infantry in July. 

At a meeting of the Armory Board held January 2S. 
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Captain L. C. Menager, Assistant Inspector of Small 
Arms of the First Infantry, appeared before the Board 
and offered to ]tersonalIy superintend the installation of 
a number of iron targets at that portion of the 1,00(1 yard 
rifle butts which had been completed, and the construe 
tion of a small target house in the rear of such butts, if 
the Board would furnish the necessary labor. Tins was 
agreed to, and the work has been done. 

At the same meeting Mr. G. T. Butler, architect, sub- 
mitted plans for certain of the proposed buildings nt the 
Camp Grounds, and, of these plans those for a care- 
taker's cottage, barn and stable, and warehouse, were 
accepted, and contracts was entered into with Mr. But- 
ler to superintend the construction of snob buildings 
when contract for the same should be awarded. The 
Secretary of the Board was, at the same time, directed 
1o advertise for proposals for furuishing all necessary 
materials and labor and for the construction of the three 
buildings named above, in accordance with the plans and 
specifications which had been adopted. 

Contract was at this meeting awarded C. W, Ellis for 
grubbing and plowing approximately twenty acres on 
the Bifle Eange at $15 per acre; his being the lowest of 
the six bids received. This work was afterward satis- 
factorily completed and paid for from Federal funds. 

At a meeting held March 23 bids were received and 
opened for the erection of the caretaker's cottage. b;irn 
and stable, and warehouse, as follows:

The bid of H. A. Scott for the barn and stable did not 
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include the brick flooring provided for ia the plans, and. 
after discussion, it was decided by the Board to elimi- 
nate this item from the specifications. Upon a revision 
of the bids the contract for the three buildings was 
awarded to G. C. Priest & Company at $S,300.00. These 
buildings were completed in time for use during the 
encampment of the First Infantry in July. 

At a meeting held in April it was decided to proceed 
with at least a portion of the grading which must be 
done upon the Bifle Range, and Mr. Gould T. Butler, 
consulting engineer, was employed to lay out the neces- 
sary grade stakes according to a plan proposed by Gen- 
oral Sackcti and .Major James G. Co setter. Engineer 
Officer of the First Brigade, for grading about twenty 
acres on the 1,000 yard range. He was also directed to 
stake and lay out certain roads throughout the reserva- 
tion along lines indicated to him by the members of the 
Board after they had personally gone over the grounds. 

At this meeting, also, the Secretary was directed to 
advertise for bids for clearing, grubbing, harrowing, 
cross-harrowing and putting in proper condition for 
planting with Bermuda grass the uncleared portion of 
the Rifle Range; approximately one hundred acres. The 
bids for this work were opened at a subsequent meeting 
of the Board, held April 11, and were as follows: 

H. Lowe $51.00 per acre 

Sam Spencer 90.00 per acre 

The contract was awarded to Mr. Lowe and the work 
has been in progress ever since, being now just nearing 
completion. The cost of this work will be paid from 
Federal funds which are available for the purpose. 

At a meeting of the Board held in June the Secretary 
was directed to advertise for bids for grading the cleared 
twenty acres on the rifle range; the bids to be based upon 
the estimate of quantities furnished the Board by General 
Sackett, and the work to be done in accordance with his 
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specifications; which are embodied in the minutes of this 
meeting as recorded. On July 31, at another meeting of 
the Board, the bids for this grading were opened, and 
were as follows: 

G. C. Priest & Co $4,663.50 

Sam Spencer 4,028.40 

H. Lowe 3,250.00 

C. F. Slater 2,000.00 

The contract was awarded to Mr. Slater, and, at this 
date, is being proceeded with very satisfactorily. The 
cost of this work is io he defrayed from Federal funds. 

At a meeting of the Board held October 10th the Secre- 
tary was directed to advertise for bids for building foun- 
dations, erecting and painting a 100-foot iron flag staff at 
the Camp Grounds, the iron parts and material for which 
is to be obtained by the Governor upon requisition to the 
War Department. This material has not yet arrived, 
but it is expected that the staff will be erected early in 
1911. 

Meetings of this Board have been held at Jackson- 
ville upon an average of twice a month; though some- 
times more often. Frequent visits to the Camp Grounds 
and Bifle Bange have been necessary. The meetings of 
the Board usually occupy a half day for the members in 
the city and a whole day for the out-of-town members; 
while the visits to the reservation always consume a 
whole day. It will be seen from this that the members 
of this Board are required, by the nature of the duties 
devolving upon them, to devote a great deal of time to 
the public service in this one connection. As they receive 
no compensation the State is at no expense, except as to 
the matter of transportation for out-of-town memliers, 
which is a very small item, and has been paid from the 
General Fund for the Expenses of the National Guard. 

The Board, by law. is composed of the Governor, The 
Adjutant General, The Quartermaster General and two 
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officers of the National Guard appointed by the Gover- 
nor. The present Board consists of: 

Governor Albert W. Gilchrist. 

Major General J. Clifford K. Foster, The Adjutant 
General. 

Colonel W. A. Mac Williams, the senior officer of the 
Qnai-ieruinster's Department.

At the meetings which have been held the Governor 
has not found it practicable to be present, ;iud they have 
been presided over by The Adjutant General, as the nest 
ranking officer. A dot ailed report of the proceedings of 
each meet jug of the Board is mailed on the day follow- 
ing the meeting to all members, in order that they may 
be fully advised as to what is being done: this, upon 
resolution, passed by the Board.

When they are paraded for reviews and inspections their 
posts are as prescribed in the Infantry Drill Regulations for 
the regimental non-com missioned staff (or battalion non-com- 
mlsstoucd staff at ]x>sts where no regimental non-commissioned 
staff officers are serving i. i. <-,, sergeant major on the right, 
post and other non-commissioned staff officers on his left In 
order of rank, senior on the right." 

General Order Xo. 247, *. 100©: 

"By direction of the 1'resideut, the following regulations 
governing the :i I tendance of enlisted men of the organized 
militia of the several states mill Territories and the District of 
Columbia as students at service schools, as contemplated In 
Section Hi of the Militia Law. are published: 

1. Enlisted men of the organized militia of suitable quali- 
fications may attend and (mrsue regular courses of Instruction. 
when facilities therefor are available, at the service schools for 
enlisted men announced by tin- Wur Department as being com- 
prised in the military cil ileal lot lal system of the United States. 

2. In order to be eligible for detail to attend n service school 
enlisted men of the organised militia must be citizens of the 
United States, of sound health, of good moral character, and 
must have such educational qualifications as will enahte thctn 
to participate profitably In the regular course of instruction at 
the school. 

3. As a necessary preliminary to obtaining permission to 
attend a service school enlisted men of the organised militia 
must be recomnieinleil in the Secretary of Wnr by the G«v- 
emors of their respective States or Territories or by the com- 
manding general of the militia of the District of Columbia.

The veei>n i u iei illation Id each case should be accompanied (1) 
by information as to the age and citizenship of the applicant, 
the length of liis service in the militia, the course he desires 
to pursue, the length of time he agrees to devote to it, bis 
educational ijtinltflcations, and his experience and instruction, 
if any. in the kind of work for which he requests instruction ; 
(2) by an agreement signed by the applicant that in the event 
he is detailed to attend a service school he will attend and pur- 
sue a regular course of study thereat, and will be bound by 
and conform to the rules and discipline imposed by the regu- 
lations for the school, and (3) by satisfactory evidence that 
the applicant is of sound health and of good moral character, 

4. The exiieuse to the Ooverninent on account of enlisted 
men of the organized militia attending a service school is limited 
strictly to the travel allowance, <]uarters and subsistence provided 
for them in Section Id of the Militia Law. 

5. Enlisted men of the organised militia attending a service 
school must provide themselves with the proper uniforms of 
the organizations to which they belong. 

6. Certificates of proficiency will be given to enlisted men 
of the organized militia iu those subjects of the courses that 
they pursue which may be satisfactorily completed by them or 
in which they pass satisfactory examinations at a service school. 

7. If any enlisted men of the organized militia attending a 
service school show inability to take the prescribed course with 
profit, or neglect their school work, or disregard orders, or 
show themselves as being otherwise unsuitable to remain at 
the school, the commandant thereof wiil make full report of 
such facts to The Adjutant General of the Army as soon as 
practicable. 

8. When enlisted men of the organized militia are relieved 
from attendance at a service school the commandant thereof 
will inform The Adjutant General of the Army as to the sub- 
jects of the course iu which such enlisted men are proficient, 
wlib a view to conveying information to that effect to the 
Governors of the respective States or Territories or the com- 
manding general of the militia of the District of Columbia, as 
the case may he."

II. Paragraph 10. General Orders. Xo. 199, October 1. 1909, 
War Department, publishing requisitions for the government of 
the Engineer School at Washington Barracks, District of Colum- 
bia, is amended to read as follows: 

10. The school board, consisting of the commandant, the 
directors and the instructors, will arrange the program of 
instruction as to subjects, methods and allotment of time; 
prescribe the character and scope of the dual examinations ; 
supeivlse the publication of the 'Professional Memoirs, Corps 
of Engineers. United States Army and Engineer Department 
at Large,' and 'Occasional Papers' ; Investigate and report upon 
such engineering subjects as may be referred to St by the War 
Department, and determine finally all questions of proficiency 
of students. Provided, That no action of the board which 
changes the regulations of the school or the course of instruction 
shall be final until approved by the Secretary of War. The 
school board will meet at such times as the commandant may 
direct." 

Circular No. 1(3. Dirhion Militia Affairs, s, 1909 : 

"The War Department authorizes the formation of separate 
iiiiii-liine-^'uti units In the militia as R pfOTistoxiaJ form of atgft&J 
zation pending the adoption in the Army of a permanent type, 
subject, however, to the application of the following general 
principles of organization : 

1. Macbiiie-guu troops may lie most advantageously em- 
ployed tactically when organized as integral parts of regiments 
rather than as separate organizations attached to higher units 
and only at the disposal of higher commanders. 

2. Convenience of Instruction and administration, aa well 
as tactical use, requires that machine' guns should be organized 
in units of which the personnel is approximately equal to that 
of a company or 'troop.' 

3. Mac! line- sun organizations must be capable of ready sub- 
division into small units of not less than two guns for detached 
service with battalions or smaller commands. 

4. The mobility of machine-gun organizations must not be 
inferior to that of the arm to which they are attached." 

Circular Xf>. 87. a. 1909: 

"There are two occasions on which officers and enlisted men 
are required to stand at attention when 'The Star Spansled 
Banner' is played, namely : 

1. When the air is played by n band on a formal occasion. 
other than retreat, at any place where persons belonging to 
the military service are present in their official capacity. In 
which case officers and enlisted men stand at attention through- 
out the playing of the air. 

2. When the flag is lowered at retreat and aboard trans- 
port when the flag is hoisted at guard mounting. In this 
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O&e j tart of the ceremony Is the playing of 'The Star Spangled 
Banner" (or 'To the Color' when there is no band) and another 
part Is the salute to the flag. All officers and enlisted men out 
of ranks stand at attention facing the flag while the air is being 
played and at the last note of the music snlute in the prescribed 
manner. 

Sentinels on post in the vicinity of- a place where the cere- 
monies mentioned above are taking place follow the rule for 
soldiers out of ranks, provided their duties are not such as to 
prevent their doing so; in the first ease, standing at attention 
facing outward from their post throughout the playing of the 
air, and iu the second case, standing at atteution facing the 
fins until the last note of the music and then rendering the 
salute prescribed for the weapon with which they are armed.*'

Sir: Suggestions have come from Ihe adjutants general of 
some of the States that it would be henefleial If officers of the 
Infantry Of tlie Organised Militia of their States could be given 
certain elementary instruction preliminary to the field service 
maneuvers of the ensuing summer, in eluding: 

Drill. 

Care of the rifle. 
("amp police and sanitation. 
First aid. 

Handling of the Government ration. 
Company paper work. 
Map reading 

PatrolB, advance and rear guards, outposts, attack and 
defense, and preparation of field orders. 
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In order to carry out these suggestions the Secretary or War 
has authorized that corresitondence be Dad with the adjutants gen- 
eral of tlie States and Territories that may wish to arrange for 
such lust r net ion. with a view to assembling the officers of the In- 
fantry organisations of their respective States in one or more 
camps some tioie during next spring, or the early summer, prior to 
the time fixed for the usual summer camps of instruction, and with 
a view to arranging a brief course of instruction under competent 
Regular officers. 

The sites of these emnp» would be selected by the State mili- 
tary authorities. In selecting them care should be taken to give 
full attention to the desirability of having a terrain suitable for 
instruetiiiii in man reading and tactical walks. After the sites 
have been selected, and other preliminary arrangements have been 
effected by correspondence with this office, competent officers 
should, on action of the adjutants general of the States, be detailed 
to make contour maps of the vicinity of the sites, and an effort 
should be made to have these maps printed and ready for distribu- 
tion to the officers of the militia upon their arrival at the camp 
ground. 

With this end in view, department commanders hare been In- 
structed to undertake to co-operate with the State military authori- 
ties in carrying out such a scheme, whenever application is made 
by I be latter to participate therein. 

Inasmuch as the scheme suggested contemplates that instruc- 
tion in elementary duties shall be given, officers attending the 
ctuups should come provided with the field -equipment of a private 
soldier, as well as that of an officer. 

While the camps nre designed primarily for company officers 
and battalion staff officers. It is thought that in some cases field 
officers and regimental officers might desire to attend, and if 
this iu any ease should prove to be the fact, it Is desired that 
they be included, provided it be understood that, for the purposes 
of imparling the elementary instruction contemplated by the 
scheme, they would be willing temporarily to waive all fpiestions 
of rank and participate on equal footing with all. iu squad and 
company drill. 

It is contemplated that Hie instruction shall be conducted In 
such a way as to prepare officers for the more elementary and 
routine duties connected with the field maneuvers and Joint en- 
campments to be Held later in the summer. In thla connection 
attention is invited to the circular letter of this office of December 
23, 1909. 

It Is desired to know at the earliest time practicable whether 
the State of Florida desires to participate in such a scheme as that 
outlined above. If so. the following information is requested: 

i. The number of officers that will probably be In attendance. 

2. The location of the Camp Site, and. if possible, a map or 
sketch indicating the area of ground available for drill maneuvers, 

3. In case an Army post, or Tnlred States laud, exists within 
the limits of the State, or is conveniently located with respect to 
the State, it is desired to indicate here that such land is available 
for the encampment, if the State authorities desire to use It for 
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that purpose and it fulfills the conditions of availability referred 
to above.

1. Owing to the success that atteuded the assembling of 
Infantry officers of tlie organized militia of some of the States in 
camp* of instruction in isios. it has been decided to undertake a 
general movement along these lines in 1910. This is done with a 
view to giving instruction to the infantry officers of the organized 
militia of those States. Territories and I he District of Columbia 
whose authorities wilt nssemlile their officers for the purpose of 
receiving so much of the instruction prescribed in a subsequent 
paragraph of this order as il may be practicable to give. 

2. The camps of instruction will he conducted under the 
Supervision of department commanders. As soon as the authori- 
ties of any State or Territory, or the District of Columbia shall 
have signified (heir willingness tn assemble the officers of the 
organized miliiin in a camp of instruction, the department com- 
mander concerned should select some competent and able officer 
Ojtder his orders and place the officer so selected in charge of the 
general scheme \viihiu the department. Such instructors as will 
be needed should be selected from tlie best qualified officers that 
are available. Care should be exercised in tlie selection of these 
officers, ;is the entire success of the scheme depends ii|<oii securing 
as instructors competent and qualified officers of the Regular 
Army. As a rule, the diameter of the instruction to be given 
ret] nl res officers to be selected as Instructors who hare had experi- 
ence in map reading. In solving map problems, in directing map 
maneuvers, and in conducting tactical walks. Arrangements 
should be made with the adjutants general of the States and 
Territories that are willing to assemble their officers, and with 
the Commanding General, District of Columbia Militia, as to the 
place, time and duration of the encampment and the course of 
Instruction. When practicable, camps of instruction should be 
located at garrisoned Army posts in order that the officers of the 
organized militia may have the benefit of the presence of regular 
troops. The terrain In the vicinity of the cainp site should lie 
suitable for instruction in map reading and Held work and should 
be selected sufficiently in advance to permit of the preparation of 
contoured maps of tlie vicinity and their distribution to the 
officers of the organized militia upon their arrival. 

3. The officer selected to have general charge of the scheme 
should lie placed on temporary duty at department headquarters 
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during the period preparatory to the camp of instruction, and 
should nut l*- relieved therefrom until the scheme shall hare been 
carried out and he shall htive rendered bis report. This officer 
sbould have charge, uot only of the preliminary details with 
reference to the assembling of the officers and the arranging of 
tbe course of instruct ioit. but should also, by corresjioudeuce with 
the officers of the orgauized militia who are expected to attend 
the iiini|ie of instruction, assist them by advice as to a course of 
preliminary study in preparing themselves for the Instruction to 
he given. This ottii-cr may be authorized by the department 
commander to correal wild directly with the Chief of the Division 
of Militia Affairs. War Detriment, on matters pertaining to this 
subject. 

4. To carry out the requirements of this order It will be 

)i< ■■■ssary lo assemble in one or more camps the company and 
lull tn lion staff officers of any State, whose authorities approve of 
the scheme outlined herein. In order that Instruction In tbe 
elcineuliiry duties may be Riven, officers should be instructed by 
their resiiecilve adjutants general and by the Commanding Gen- 
eral, District of Columbia Militia, to come to cauip with the Geld 
ct|iiiiiuicui of a private soldier as well as that of an officer. 

,-j. While these camps are designed primarily for company 
anil battalion staff officers!. field and regimental staff officers 
should lie invited to attend, with the understanding that all 
questions of rank will lie leiuiairarlly laid aside, it is considered 
that the general efficiency of the organised militia will lie mate 
rtally Increased if all infantry officers receive the benefits of tbe 
■ onrse of instruction provided for herein. 

& No course of instruction can be prescribed by the War 
1 ke|Mtrt meut which would be suitable for tbe different camp*. Tbe 
following outline of a course of instruction is given as a guide, but 
it should l>e modified in accordance with the local conditions of tbe 
various camps:

(a) Instruction in tbe duties of a soldier, both without 
and wilh arms. 

ib i The prompt formation of the company at tbe sou tid- 
ing of tbe assembly. 

Ici The care of tbe rifle — Its essential parts. Its care, its 
cleaning, and its inspection. 

(d) Camp police and sanitation. 
(ei First aid. 

(f) Rations — Ntoctftm of components, verification of 
issues, savings, supervision of kitchens and inspection of 
ineals, 

(g) Paper work — correspondence, morning reports, duty 
rosters, sick reports, ration returns, muster and pay roll, 
reipiisitions for supplies, invoices and receipts, and reports 
of survey proceedings. 

(b) Exercises In giving commands. 
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(i> Instruction in military deportment of officers on 
duty. 

(3) Extended order drill. 

(k) instruction in inap reading, duties of patrols, advance 
nnd rear guards, outjwsts. duties in infantry attack and in- 
fantry defense, and preparation of field orders. 

7. TVie foregoing <*ourse of lust ruction should be restricted 
for any cauip to that which can tie properly and thoroughly carried 
out and which is, moreover, suitable to the capacity and military 
educational attainments of the officers attending the camps. The 
amount of time that can be devoted to these camps will vary in the 
different States and Territories so that the course of instruction 
for each particular camp must lie decided upon after a conference 
with the adjutants general of the States and Territories and -the 
Commanding General, District of Columbia Militia. 

8. The principles of patroling should he taught by actually 
organizing officers into patrols aud directing their movements. 
Outposts and advance aud rear guards should be taught by means 
of tactical walks, the primary object being to explain to officers 
of the organized militia how tactical walks are conducted and to 
make clear to them the advantages that such walks afford as a 
means of imparting instruction to officers and non-commissioned 
officers on their return to their home stations. 



10. When the camps of instruct ion are located on garrisoned 
military reservations, department commanders will give the neces- 
sary instructions for the preparation of the camps and have con- 
toured maps made of the terrain In the vicinity of the camp site. 

1. As it is proposed to bold joint camps of instruction for the 
Regular Army and the organized militia in 1010, similar to those 
held in 100S, (he camps of instruction for officers of the organized 
miliiia provided for herein should, when practicable, be held prior 
to the joint camps as a preparation therefor.

1. Post schools for unlisted tnen. 

2. Post schools for commissioned officers. 

3. A correspondence school for commissioned officers, 
wlieu tt aboil lie practicable to establish and conduct such a 
school from General Headquarters. 

4. Annuiit camps of Instructions for com miss I o n« 1 officers. 

5. Regular courses of study at such military schools and 
colleges of the United states as ore oim>b to the Organized 
MlHtln under the provisions of Section 10 of the Act of Con- 
pM of January 21. WQa. 

&*is. It will be the duty of post commanders to establish and 
provide for the conduct of post schools; to appoint Instruct ore, 
and. under the suiwrvislou of tlietr superior connnandcrs, to pre- 
scribe the course of study In each school. 

II. Daring the mouths of February. March. April and Hay of 
the current year, schools for enlisted men will lie held in each 
company of the National Gaud i>f Florida at least once a month, 
and, preferably, twice • mouth. These schools will, In each case, 
t>e conducted under such rain a ml conditions us may tie prescribed 
by the |iost i -omnia ii lie r. The subject matter for study will I* so 
apportioned as to accomplish a complete review and study of the 
"Manual for Privates of Infantry of the Organized Militia of th€ 
lulled States (lisKii" within the next four months and prior to 
the encampments which are to lie held next summer. To this end, 
no other text books will be used in the schools for enlisted men; 
except — that i-ouunandint; officers may prescribe other and more 
advam-ed studies for uou-i-om missioned officers If deemed advis- 
able. The Manual for Privates of Infantry Is designed to present 
in mi>st concise form such features of Instruction, taken from the 
various [Military text hooks, regulations, etc.. as are deemed abso- 
lutely necessary to the training of the private soldier. There Is 
embraced under one cover wtuit it Is important for htm to know 
about organization, military courtesy, discipline, care of the rifle. 
small arms practice, drill, guard duty, personal hygiene, first aid 
rules, etc. As n plan for conducting ilu-sp schools it is suggested 
i hat <-ommandii>g officers should announce, at least a week In ad- 
vance, what portion of (lie Jin il will be read and discussed at 

the next session of the school, and. It is estimated that an Allot- 
ment of about thirty pages each time will make possible a com- 
plete review of the Iwok within the time which Is available. As 
i-ucli soldier will have a copy of the Manual in his persona! pos- 
session, they should tie expected and required to give the lessons 
such study In advance ns wilt enable them to answer questions 
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ami shmv intelligent comprehension Of tile, subjects taken up at, 
eiu-li session i if tlie school. The officer conducting the school 
should read and explain the lesson, asking such questions from 
time to time us will determine whether or not the subject Is fully 
understood by the men. A more thorough study of this book must 
subsequently tie provided for; but for the present it will be suf- 
ficient that the enlisted man gain a general knowledge and under- 
standing of the subjects which it covers, and that they are able to 
express in their own words and in their own way the essence of 
each lesson that may he glveu out, without requiring tuem to re- 
cite the text. 

Ill, Hi pursuance of the plan proposed under War Depart- 
ment General Order No. 4, of the current series! (as published in 
General Order No. D front these Headquarters), a general camp of 
instruction for commissioned officers will be held on the reserva- 
tion adjoining the State Arsenal, at St. Augustine, about the 
middle of May. More definite and detailed iuforuiatlon as to this 
matter will be published in later orders, hut it may be announced 
at this time that the camp or general school will cover a period 
of about five days, nnd that all officers of the Hue, and all officers 
of the staff corps and departments who are detailed to duty with 
the line, will be required to attend. The course of instruction 
will, in a general way. conform to the outline suggested in Wax 
Department General Order Xo. 4 ; and. within a week or ten days 
there will be announced through further orders a plan of reading 
and preparatory study for officers of all grades. The course of 
study will be confined to such subjects — and to sucli limits within 
each subject — as can be satisfactorily covered within the period 
of time available. It will he the duty of post commanders to pro- 
vide for taking dp in post schools for commissioned officers the 
subjects which are to be prescribed for individual study, and it 
will devolve upon them to see that this course is consistently pur- 
sued by till officers under them. The work of the post schools will 
be subject to the supervision of the Commanding General of the 
Brigade and of the regimental commanders, who are enjoined to 
employ sod) measures as may be necessary to insure a proper prep- 
aration for the general school and camp of instruction which is to 
follow.

The troops will he paraded in the service uniform, lu heavy 
nimvhiuj: order, fully equip] H-d for service in Hie field- As the 
purpose of this insjieti ion for the War I tejmrtment is to determine 
whether or not the organized militia of this State is fully uni- 
formed, armed and equip) n>d for service in the field, commanding 
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officers will make sure that every soldier la provided with en i y 
article of cloth in g «nci equipment which U require*!. 

The Held, sta ff and nou-conjinissioued stuff officers located at 
regimental or battalion headquarters will, of course. reix>rt with 
their commanding officers for inspection on the date and the time 
designated in this order. In the case of all field, staff or non- 
commissioned staff officers, who do not reside :d — or are absent 
from the i>ost where their headquarters are located, they will be 
ordered bit their immediate commanding officers tu present them- 
selves for inspection at the post nearest them on the date fixed hy 
this order. This will apply also to the officers of the staff corps and 
departments, ami the Commanding General of the 1st Brigade will 
issue his orders direct to snch of these officers as arc detailed to 
duty on his staff.' 

It is of the utmost imt>ortance that there should he the largest 
possible attendance at this inspection, and to this end the granting 
nf leaves of absence and furloughs will.be reduced to the minimum 
during the inspection i>erlod. In cases where officers or enlisted 
men are necessarily absent from their home stations on the date of 
ins]tection there, but will lie within the State, leaves or furloughs 
should only be granted conditional upon their presenting them- 
selves at the post nearest them upon the date of the inspection 
there and reporting in person to the inspection officers. Where 
this is done, the organization will be credited in ils percentage of 
attendance as if these persons had actually been present ul the 
inspection of their owu commands. 

The inspection nf companies to ascertain their proficiency tu 
drill will cover the "school of the squad" and "school of the nun- 
patty" In both close and extended order, as far as practicable, and 
the "firings," They will also be examined as to their knowledge of 
"guard duty." The organisations will lie rated as to their relative 
standing upon attendance, general appearance, condition of arms, 
uniforms and equipments, discipline, administration and interior 
economy, drill and guard duty. 

An Informal insjiection of quarters will pm-ede (or follow, 
as may be specifically directed by the inspector In each case) the 
ceremonies of in»i»eetton and muster, at which time all public 
property, of ercrii rlntrttelcr trhutxoi rir. will be conveniently 
arranged, each class ti> itself, for exsiiidii.it Ion by the Inspecting 
officers. The records and papers of each organisation will a I no 
lte submitted for examination at that time, including record and 
correspondence boobs, order hooks, files of orders, retained copies 
of all returns, reports, etc., and retained enlistment cards. The 
enlistment cards on file must corresjioiid with the names home 
npon the muster roll of the organization. 

Organizations found upon Insiiection to be inefficient, or below 
the required standard, either In point of numbers or instruction, 
will be made the suhloct of s[>ecln! report and recommendation by 
the inspector, the same to be forwarded immediately to The Adju- 
tant General, for the consideration of the Governor. 

When in the judgment of the inspecting officers II is necessary, 
or upon the recommendation of commanding officers, officers and 
non-com missioned officers may he questioned mid examined as to 
their general efficiency and knowledge of their official duties. 
Where, as a result of such examination, they are found to tie 
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deficient, incompetent, inattentive or negligent in the performance 
of their duties, special report will he forwarded without delay, 
through the Inspector General's Department, to The Adjutant 
General lor the consideration of the Governor, with a view to the 
action, in the case of coin missioned officers, authorized and pro- 
vided for under Section 6S<5 of the Military Code. 

Commanding officers at each post will detail one competent 
enlisted man to act as clerk to the inspectors, and, when the in- 
spection and examination of public property is being conducted, 
will furnish such detail or enlisted men as may he required to 
handle the property for pun>oses of verification, etc. 

Regimental commanders will prepare muster rolls for the 
field, staff, non-commissioned staff and hands of their regiments. 
Company commanders for their respective companies, and officers 
of the Medical Corps in charge of detachments of the Hospital 
Corps for their detachments, in the case of bands not located at 
the post with regimental headquarters, a separate and additional 
roll for such hands will be prepared by the chief musician. Great 
care will be exercised in the preparation of the muster rolls that 
all names he spelled correctly and that alt changes be shown. 
Soldiers who have re-enlisted should he entered in the list of those 
discharged as well as in the body of the roll, and opposite the 
latter entry under "Remarks" will be stated the date of their re- 
enlistment. The entry under the heading "Date of commission or 
enlistment" refers, of course, to the original enlistment. Two 
copies of the muster roll will he prepared in advance and will be 
presented to the mustering officer. 

The muster conducted in connection with this Inspection will 
supersede the regular semi-annual muster called for under the 
Regulations for the last day of March, and the latter need not be 

held. 

Special forms for inspection reports will be supplied the in- 
specting officers from the office of The Adjutant General, and a 
list of the public property which has been issued, each organiza- 
tion will be furnished from the office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, to be used in verifying the property. Report will he made 
on tills form of any shortages found to exist, and of the condition 
of the proi>erty. 

2, The State Inspectors detailed under this order are hereby 
appointed surveying officers. Commanding officers, quartermas- 
ters, and all other officers who may he either accountable or 
responsible for public military property, and chief musicians of 
bands, will submit to the surveying officers upon the occasion of 
the inspetiou at their respective posts which is provided for under 
paragraph I of this order, and at such hour as the surveying 
officer may direct In each instance, all articles of clothing or 
equipment which are considered to be unserviceable for further 
use, that such articles may be examined with a view to their con- 
demnation. It will be necessary, at the same time, to submit to 
the surveying officer such testimony as Is relied upon to secure 
relief for either the accountable or responsible officer or soldier ; 
such testimony to be in the form of affidavits in triplicate for 
each separate class of stores. The same procedure, as to testi- 
mony, will he had in the case of property which has been lost or 
destroyed. 



In this connection it wilt be understood by accountable or 
responsible officers or soldiers that to secure the action of the 
surveying officer this testimony must be prepared in advance of the 
coming of the surveying officer*. For this purpose accountable 
and responsible officers should apply to The Adjutant General 
for the necessary number of Form No. 16 <For reports of survey- 
ing Officers), and prepare the affidavits provided for on such 
form, in order that they mny be ready for submission to the sur- 
veying officer upon his arrival. The attention of alt persons 
concerned is invited to the provision of the Federal militia law 
which requires that a survey of all public military property shall 
be made at least onee a year. IThls. of course, refers to itll 
property thought to be unserviceable), also to paragraph ,13 (if the 
War Department Regulations for the Organized MHltta. The 
failure of persons accountable or responsible for public military 
property to avail themselves of this opportunity for clearing up 
any shortages which may exist, or securing authority to dispose 
of unserviceable property. Is certain to be regarded as neglect or 
carelessness upon their pnrt and will ultimately result in a 
financial lo«s to the accountable or responsible persons, or their 
bondsmen.

Sect inns iaw lo 737 of the General Statutes of Florida, as 
amended by the Acta of the Legislature approved June 3. 1907, 
and June 7. 1MB, respectively: being that iKirtSon of the Military 
Code -.f the Rtate of Florida which relates to the National Guard 
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of Florida, is hereby published for the information and guidance 
of all ujucerued : 

Section 068. — The Commoml'iiitrhiff. — The (Jovernor shall 
lie the Commander-in-Chief of the luttttla. except when it is actu- 
ally called Into the service of the I "lilted States, and shall have all 
PMMBI necessary to carry Into full effect the provisions of this 
title. He shall commission all officers, and shall. by and with the 
i-eusent of the Semite, a plaint nil iteuernl officers of the line, aud 
may till any vacancy that occurs iinril the meeting of the Si 
All officer* so appointed and commissioned shall hold office for f«>ur 
years, unless otherwise provided by law. 

Section iMtfl. — Tltr (rim mot '* sttiff. — The Staff of the Governor 
shall constat of the Adjutant General, who shall he ex -officio < 'liter 
of Staff, the chief officer of each of the several staff departments, 
mid such liuttilier of aids, not lo exceed five, as may t>e detailed 
from the several staff corps and departments and from the line; 
Provided, That such detail as titil shall not Operate H relieving 
the officers so detailed from the eortw, department or command 
wlili which they may l>e serving, or from any duty connected 
(herewith, except al such I lines as their services may lie exclu- 
sively required t>y the (inventor, and That the detail of all aids 
shall terminate BOOB the expiration of the term of office of the 
Governor npon whose staff tliey may lie serving: Provided, further. 
That the provisions of this Section shall in no way effect the coin 
mission of any officer holding iipp'lntiiient at the time of the pnaa- 
age of this Art, nor shall they apply to the staff of the nret»etii < ;..\ 
ernor. 

Section i;T0, — Tin tfafiMMl unitnl of Florida- — That portion 
of the militia organized as a land force shall be known and dwrtg- 
nated as the National Guard of Florida, and shall lie o.m potted 
<>f al>Ie-l>odled volunteers lietween eighteen and forty-five years 
•>f ace. Every .-ipplii-uut for enlistment shall fnnitsh satisfactory 
proof of good character, and aha II. lief ore taking the oath of en- 
listment, tie subjected lo a physical examination cottfoniilug. as 
nearly as possible, to the requirements for elitist itieut in tlie P tilted 
Stale* Anny; such examinations to lie conducted by medical ofll- 
.-ers of i he National (iunrd of Florida, or. If this be impracticiihle, 
i hen by :iiiy reputable physician or surgeon who may lie di-sig 
ualed^by the commanding officer of the organization which the 
applicant desires lo join: and such medical officer shall furnish 
a certificate to the efTii-1 that the applicant Is physically tilted to 
tterfonn the duties of a soldier, which certificate shall he for- 
warded, together with the oath of enlistment, to Hie Adjutant 
General, 

Section (171. — EnlMinrntK. — Before auy person alia 1 1 lie uius- 
tered Into the military service of the State under the pi-ovish 
this Chapter, he shall take the following oath: "I do solemnly 
swear that I wilt sup|Hirl and defend the Constitution and the laws 
of Hie Culled States and of the State of Florida, and ilmi I will 
observe and obey the lawful orders of the President of the I idled 
Stales, the Governor of this stale, mid the officers appointed over 
me neeiirdfnc to the articles and regulations provided for the gov- 
ernment of the armies of the United States and or the National 
Guard of Florida, Tor the iieriod of three years, unless sooner law- 
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fully discharged. And 1 consent to be mustered into the service 
of the United States whenever during the term of my enlistment 
the United States is invaded, or in danger of invasion, from any 
foreign nation, or of rebellion against the authority of the govern- 
ment of the United States, or the President is unable, with the 
other forces at his command, to execute the laws of the Union in 
any part thereof, and the organization of which I am a member is 
called into the service of the United States." All officers of the 
organized militia of this State shall be empowered to administer 
oaths of enlistment, and the same shall have the same force and 
effect as if made before a magistrate or other civil officer com- 
petent to administer oaths. 

(a) — Term of Enlistment. — The term of service of an enlisted 
man shall be three years ; Provided. That any enlisted man serving 
his second term or other consecutive enlistment, shall, after the 
expiration of the first year thereof, be entitled to an honorable 
discharge upon request therefor. Soldiers who re-enlist within 
sixty days after the expiration of their former terms of enlist- 
ment shall be considered to have served continuously. 

(b) — Fraudulent Enlistment.— It shall be unlawful for auy 
person to mis-state his age for the purpose of securing enlistment 
in the militia of this State, It shall be unlawful for any person 
to tulist in two military organ! stations at the same time. Any 
person violating the provisions of this paragraph shall be deemed 
gellty of fraudulent enlistment. 

irt— Oath of Office. — Every officer commissioned for service 
in the National Guard of Florida shall, before entering upon his 
duties, take and subscribe to the prescribed constitutional oath of 
office, which oath shall be nied with The Adjutant General. 

Section (172. — Armament. itUcipline, Organization and Author- 
ized Strength. — The organization, armament and discipline of the 
National Guard of Florida shall be the same as that which is now 
or may hereafter be prescribed for the regular or volunteer armies 
of the United States. 

(b)— The Governor, as Commander-in-Chief of the military 
forces of the State, shall have the power and is hereby authorized 
to pit scribe hi orders the organization of the National Guard of 
Florida, in such manner and form as to make the said organization 
conform to the requirements for the organized militia under the 
laws of the United States ; and, for that purpose, he shall have the 
IK>wer to alter, divide, annex, consolidate, disband, organize or re- 
organize an j' corps, department or arm of the service, so as to 
conform to any organization, system, drill, instruction or disci- 
pline which is now or may hereafter be prescribed by the laws of 
the United States for the organization, government and discipline 
of the organized militia ; and, for that purpose, the number of of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers of any grade, io any organiza- 
tion, department or corps, may he Increased or diminished, and the 
grade of such officers or non-commissioned oiiicers may be altered 
to the extent necessary to secure such uniformity. 

(b) — In time of peace, the strength of the National Guard of 
Florida shall not exceed three thousand enlisted men and such 
number of commissioned officers as may be required under the 
prescribed plan of organization. This force, and such naval militia 
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as Is now or may hereafter be provided for by law, shall, in time 
of peace, constitute the only organized niiiltia of this State ; Pro- 
Tided, however, That in case of war, insurrection, invasion, or im- 
minent danger thereof, the Governor shall have power to increase 
this force beyond the maximum now established by law, and to 
organize the same, with proper officers, as the exigencies of the 
■ervlce may require, 

(c) — It shall be unlawful for any body of men whatsoever, 
other than the regularly organized land and naval militia of this 
State, the troops of the United States, and the students of regu- 
larly chartered educational institutions where military science is 
a prescribed part of the course of instruction, to associate them- 
selves together as a military organization for drill or parade in 
public wiiii fire-arms in this state, without special license from 
the Governor for each occasion; and application for such license 
must be approved by the Mayor nnd Board of Aldermen of the 
town or city where such organization may propose to parade. (For 
penalty for unlawfully participating in drill see Section 3246.) 

(d) — The several si all corps and departments shall each con- 
sist of such number of officers and enlisted men as may be neces- 
sary to perform the duties relating to the several staff cor|>s and 
departments at General Headquarters, on the staffs or brigades 
and divisions, and at camps, posts, depots and other similar mili- 
tary establishments; and their grades and designations shall be 
the same as prescribed for similar staff corps and departments of 
the Regular Army. The Adjutant General shall be appointed by 
the Governor, and the remaining officers of the staff corps and 
departments shall he appointed by the Governor upon recommenda- 
tion of The Adjutant General in his capacity as Chler of Staff. 
No person shall be appointed as chief officer of any staff corps or 
department who lias not held commission in the Army or Navy of 
the United States, the Confederate States, or In the organized mi- 
litia of this State for at least two years. 

(e) — The organization of each unit of the hospital corps, corps 
of engineers, signal corps, cavalry, infantry and coast artillery 
corps shall be the same as Is now or may hereafter he prescribed 
for the Regular and Volunteer Armies of the United States; 
Provided, That in time of peace the minimum number of enlisted 
men for a company or troop, and each unit of the hospital corps, 
corps of engineers, si sua 1 corps, etc.. shall t>e such as may be fixed 
by order of the President of the United States. 

section (173 — Appointment of Non-Co in missioned Officer*. — 
The appointment of non-commissioned officers in all staff corps and 
departments shall be made Uy The Adjutant General upon the rec- 
ommendation of the chief officers of such stall corps or depart 
incuts. The appointment of all other non-comnilssbmed 0&C8TI 
shall he made In the same manner as like appointments are made 
in the Regular Army, and every non-commissioned officer so ap- 
pointed shall receive a warrant of his rank from the officer by 
whom he is appointed. Non-commissioned officers may be reduced 
to the ranks by sentence of a conrt-niartlal or summary court, or 
upon the recommendation of their immediate commanding officer, 
by order of the officer having authority to appoint them. The war-

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rant of 11 non -com mi ssioued officer may be continued tu force upon 
his discharge ntid re-enlist inent if re-enlistment Is made within ten 
days after iiis discharge: otherwise a vacancy is created in the 
non-eoniinlSEionert office and re-en 1 1st uient must he made as a pri- 
vate. 

Section 67-i — The Medical Department.— Thu Medical Depart- 
ment shall consist of the officers neces»ary to perform the duties 
relating to the Medical Department at General Headquarters, upon 
the staffs of brigades and divisions, and at camps, depots, posts 
and other military establishments; of the surgeons and assistant 
surgeons required to be attached to each organization of the troops 
of the line in each arm of the service, in accordance with the pre- 
scribed, plan of organization ; nnd of the Hospital eoriw. No as- 
sistant surgeon shall hold the rank of captain until lie has served 
at least three years as first lieutenant, and all surgeons shall be 
ap]>oiuted from among the assistant surgeons of the Medical De- 
partment. No person shall be appointed sergeant, first-class. In the 
Hospital Corps, unless he he a regularly licensed physician or 
pharmacist of this State. 

Section 075 — General Officers. — The Comma nder-in-Chief may 
organize a brigade in the National Guard of Florida and appoint 
one brigadier general to command it ; hut no other general officer 
of the line shall be appointed unless it becomes necessary to call 
the Reserve Militia Into active service; Provided, however. That 
should there he organized more than twelve companies of coast 
artillery the chief of artillery may be given the rank of brigadier 
general. No person shall be eligible for apiwintinent as a general 
officer in the National Guard of Florida who has not served for

Section GT'i— Xctr Coinpanie*. Hoir Formal. — Whenever the 
minimum number of men who are eligible for military duty shall 
associate themselves together for the puri>ose of forming a military 
company, they may apply to the Commander-in-Chief, through The 
Adjutant General, to he organized as such, and shall deslguate the 
persons selected us commissioned officers. If the application Is ap- 
proved, the persons so selected to lie commissioned officers shall he 
directed to appear before an examining board, ami if found to be 
qualified, may he commissioned. An officer will then be detailed to 
muster the organization into the service. The muster roll will be 
made in duplicate, oue copy to he retained by the' company, and 
the other, together with the enlistment paper of each soldier, will 
he forwarded to The Adjutant General with the report of the mus- 
tering officer. 

Section (177. — (ir<jani:aliinix May Incorporate.- — When any 
company or hand has been organized under this act. it may become 
a twdy corporate, with power to sue and to he sued by Its corpo- 
rate name; to hold, own and acquire property, real, personal and 
mixed, and to dispose of the same, hy virtue of letters patent. 
which shall he issued hy the Secretary of State upon the applica- 
tion of such company or battery or hand. The officers of such 
company, or battery, the chief musician, principal musician and 
drum major of such bund shall constitute the hoard of direcioi-s 
of such respective organization. 
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Section BT8.— Ditbandmcnt of Inefficient (*rim«uaMww.— Tin- 
Commander-in-Chief may disband any organization of the National 
Gttarxl of Florida which faltn below the proper standard of effi- 
ciency. 

Section tTTft. — DUchurpea. — \t> enlisted mau shall lie dis- 
charged prior to the expiration of his term of enlistment excel* b> 
order of the Comma nder-ln -Chief. 

(a) — Every enlisted man ahall be promptly discharged upon 
the expiration of his term of enlistment, unless under arrest or 
charges; bat the expiration of his term of enlistment shall not !>»•• 
facto operate as a discharge, and he shall lie subject lo mUltim 
discipline until actually dim-banted. 

(b)— Every enlisted man. on his discharge from the wnrln 
shall lie given a certlflcnte of discharge signed by n field ofllcer of 
his regiment or corps, or by the commanding officer when M Held 
officer Is present. When more llinu one field officer of the regiment 
or corps is present, the commanding officer may designate the 
particular field officer to perform this duty, titillated men of the 
respective stuff corps and departments will, on their discharge, be 
Klven a certificate of discharge signed by the chief of the corps or 
department to which they belong. 

(c) — No duplicate of a discharge certifleare will eiei he 
made. 

Section tlSt). — tiroundt fur Hiitchitrfiv. — Honorable LUBdMUVM 
will be given : First, upon completion of term of enlistment : second. 
upon acceptance of promotion by commission; third, upon applica- 
tion of the soldier or his Immediate commanding officer, based npon 
any of the following grounds; Physical disability, supported by a 
certificate of a medical ofllcer. or of any other reputable physician 
or surgeon, to the effect that the soldier is physically disqualified 
for military service ; engagement In business such as precludes the 
soldier from performing his military duties; removal of resldenw 
beyond the limits of the organization to which he belongs, and 
when siiecially ordered by the Commander-in-Chief for any other 
reason. Discharges without honor may lie given : First, without 
trial on account of fraudulent enlistment; second, without trial on 
account of having become disqualified for service physically or In 
character through his own fault; third, on account of Imprison- 
ment under sentence of a civil court ; fourth, where the service has 
not been honest and faithful, I. e.. where the service does not war- 
rant the re-enlistment of the soldier; fifth, when specially orden-d 
by the Commander-in-Chief for any other reason. No dishonorable 
discharge will be given exiept by sentence of a court-martial. 

(a) — Soldiers under charges or undergoing trial shall remain 
subject to the Articles of War and military law until irietl and 
acquitted or convicted and sentence executed. 

(b) — No person shall tie re-enllsted in the National Guard of 
Florida who did not receive an honorable discharge therefrom for 
his former term or terms of service, and no person who has pre- 
viously served in the Regular or Volunteer Armies of the Fnlted 
States, or In the organised militia of another State, nhall be en- 
listed In the National Guard of Florida unless he holds an honor- 
able discharge from the organisation with which he previous i

served. Any person making a false statement as to Ills previous 
military service for the purpose of obtaining enlistment in the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida shall be deemed guilty of fraudulent en- 
listment. 

Section Q8L.— Contributing Members, — Not more than ten hon- 
orary contributing members may be enrolled in each company or 
battery, each of whom shall, upon payment to such organization 
annually on or before the fifteenth day of December, of not less 
than ten dollars, become exempt from jury duty for the next fol- 
lowing calendar year. It shall be the duty of the commanding offi- 
cers of companies and batteries to furnish the clerk of the court 
of their circuit, on or before the first day of January of each year, 
for the information of the county commissioners in making a list 
of persons to serve as jurors, a roll of all active and honorary 
members of their eoinuntnd. 

Section C>>2. — B.raiiiinationn Required for Commission. — Every 
person commissioned as an officer of the National Guard of Flor- 
ida, except chaplains, shall, unless otherwise specially provided by 
law, he examined as to his qualificatious for office, and no (>erson 
shall ho appointed uutil he has passed a satisfactory examination 
as to his capacity, general qualifications and knowledge of military 
affairs proportionate to the requirements of the office for which 
he lias been selected. The Commander-in-Chief may appoint ex- 
:i n tilling boards to conduct such examinations, and whenever any 
candidate for commission shall fail to appear before a board, as 
directed, he shall be considered to have failed to qualify, and com- 
mission will not issue. The Commander-in-Chief may also con- 
vene examining boards to determine the fitness of officers for pro- 
motion, 

(a) — Whenever the Commander-in-Chief may deem it advis- 
able, he may order an officer before an examining board for exam- 
ination as to his fitness for practical service. An officer who in 
the opinion of any superior commanding officer, or the chief of any 
staff corps or department, is incomjietent or is impairing the effi- 
ciency of the organisation to which he may be attached by mis- 
management, neglect, or by misconduct in civil life for which he 
is not amenable to court-martial, may, upon the recommendation 
of pud i commanding officer or chief of staff corps or department, 
be ordered before a board for examination as to his fitness for 
holding office. Said ifoard will inquire into the complaints filed 
against the officer and may examine him as to his mental and 
military qualifications ; but the defendant may produce any compe- 
tent evidence by witnesses or otherwise and may be represented 
by counsel. The president of an examining board convened under 
this paragraph may administer oaths to witnesses, and may issue 
summons and require the presence of wlinesses; the board hav- 
ing. In this respect, the same powers as are granted in courts- 
martial. A judge advocate may he detailed to attend the sittings 
of an examining board convened under this paragraph. Upon the 
eon elusion of its in ves ligation, the board will report its findings, 
liased upon the testimony presented to it, and its recommendations 
to the Commander-in-Chief, who may, if the hoard so recommends, 
vacate the commission of the officer and discbarge him from the 
service. Should an officer fall to appear before such a board, so 
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ordered, the Comma nder-in-Chlef mny vacate Lis commission and 
discharge hint from the service. The pay of members on an ex- 
amining board convened under this paragraph, fees of witnesses 
and allowance for traveling expenses, shall be the same us pro- 
vided for courts-martial. 

(b) — 'Examining boards snail consist of not less than three 
and not more than five officers; Provided, however. That a ma- 
jority of the members of the board shall be competent to conduct 
the examination. 

(e) — An examining board shall re] tort adversely upon any 
candidate fur commission or officer ordered before it against whom 
there is sustained a charge of immorality, dishonesty, intemper- 
ance or other conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. 

Section (iSS. — Assignment and Transfer of Officers. — Officers 
of all grades in each nrm of the service shall be assigned to organ- 
izations and artillery districts, transferred from one organization 
or district to another, as the interests of the service may require. 
by order of the Commander-in-Chief ; and nil npiioiutments will be 
by commission hi the stuff corps or department, or in the arm of 
the service, and not by commission in any particular regiment 
or command. 

(a) — The Commander-in-Chief may divide the State into regi- 
mental and battalion districts and al! field and staff officers of the 
line shall be residents of the military district in which their regi- 
ment or battalion is situated. Field and staff officers iierumnently 
removed from the military district of their organization shall be 
considered to have resigned, and, unless responsible for the mili- 
tary property or funds, or delimiueut, the Commander-in-Chief may 
discharge them and provide for tilling the vacancy as in the man- 
ner prescribed by regulations. All company or troop officers must 
be residents of the station of their organization, or its immediate 
vicinity. 

(b)— The Commander-in-Chief may, with the approval of the 
Secretary of War, assign officers or organizations of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, National Guard of Florida, to the t'uited States 
artillery districts within the State of Florida; this for purposes 
of administration and instruction. 

Section «S4.— Hank of Officers. — Commissions or officers shall 
bear the date of actual appointment, tint each officer shall, upon 
original apjtointntent. take rani; from the date on which he finishes 
his examination; which date shall be expressed in his commission ; 
Provided, however, That in the case of appointments made with- 
out further examination from non-commissioned officers who have 
qualified as "candidates for commission," the rank shall be from 
the date on which the appointment is made. 

(a) — Officers of each grade shall take precedence according to 
the date of their rank, and when two of the same grade are of the 
same date, their precedence shall be determined by length of serv- 
ice, continuous or otherwise, In the military forces of the State, or 
of the Cuited States; and if of equal service, then by lot. Officers 
who are re-appointed, serving continually in the same grade, shall 
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ruub from Hie date expressed in their original commission to such 
grade.

Secilou tisti.— Dixefiartic and Removal of Officers.— An officer 
may be honorably discharged by the Commnuder-in-Chief uik>m the 
removal of iiis residence lie.vond the State; upon tender of resig- 
nation: upon Hie disbandineut of the organization to which he be- 
long*, or upon I he expiration of his term of office. 

(a) — Kvery officer discharged from the service shall be en- 
tilled to a i-ertitiente of discharge. 

(b) — TIte Commander-in-Chief may vacate the com mission of 
and droit from (lie rolls of tlie National Guard of Florida the name 
of any officer when he has 1 ecu convicted of an infamous crime by 
a civil court. 

Iri -Tin' Comma udor-in-Chlef may vacate the commission of 
ami discharge from the National Guard of Florida any officer who 
shall disobey an order to appear before an examining board for 
examination; or ugmtt the recommendation of a board of examiners 
Mien it. appears that the officer is unable or unfit to discharge the 
duties if his office or to exercise proper authority over inferior 
»tlioers Mi- enlisted men. 

(d t — When mi officer has been absent from duly without 
leave for more than thirty days, lie shall he considered in desertion, 
and the Commander-in-Chief may vacate his commission ami cause 
liis name to he dropped from tlie rolls of the National Guard of 
Florida. 

lei — No officer shall be dismissed from the service in lime of 
peace except by sentence of a court-martial, aud no officer who has 
lnt'ii dismissed from the service by sentence of a court-martial. 
property approved by the reviewing authority, shall ever be re- 
stored to i lie service, except by the pardon of the Governor. 

Section ds7. — Ithiht "f Officer Removed. — When any officer 
who has been removed from office by order of the Comma uder-in- 
Chlef makes, within thirty days after such removal, an application 
In writing for trial, setting forth, under oath, that be has been 
wrongfully removed, the Commander-in-Chief shall, sis soon as 
practicable, convene a court-martial to try such officer ui>on the 
charges iijioii which he shall have been removed; and if, as n 
result of such trial by court-martial, the officer is acquitted, he 
shall immediately he restored to his former stains in the service. 

Section B88, — Thr itvtin-ii IJnt. — When any commissioned of- 
riecr or enlisted man has served ten consecutive years it) the Na- 
lionat Guard of Florida, he may, upon bis own application, he 
plai-ed upon the Retired List, An officer who, at the time of mak- 
ing application for relireinent, lias remained in tlie same grade for 
l he period of ten years, or has served as a commissioned officer 
for more than tifieeu years, or, having served in the Army or Navy 
of the 1'iiited Slates in time of war and been honorably discharged 
therefrom, and having also served in tlie National Guard of Flor- 
ida for the period of ten years, may be retired with rank next 
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above that held by him tit the time of waking such application 
Any commissioned officer requesting retirement after twenty -Ave 
years of active service may be placed upon the Retired List with 
such rank as the Commander-in-Chief may direct. 

(a) — Retired officers shall tie commissioned on the Reltred 
last hy the Coinmunder-Iii-Chier, and on occasions of ceremony 
n iay, and when acting under orders as hereinafter provided, shall 
wear the unlfurm of their retired rani;, without corps, department 
• ii- regimental designation. They shall be eligible to perform any 
military duty to the same extent as if not retired, and, the Com- 
niander-fti-Chief may, in his discretion, require them to serve ujwn 
military boards, courts of inquiry and courts-martial, or lo perforin 
any other special or tenqiorary military duty, and for such services 
they shall receive the same pay and allowances as may tit the time 
lie provided for officers of the active list: l'rovided, however. That 
i hey shall only receive pay and benefits under this act while on 
active duty. They shall be amenable to courts-ma trial for military 
offenses as ft" upon the active list. Their names shall lie kept upon 
a separate roster, under the supervision of The Adjutant General. 
They shall report to The Adjutant General once a year by letter. 
during the month of December, and, failing to do so, their names 
may be dropped from the rolls of the Natioual Guard of Florida. 
They shall also report to The Adjutant General any change in 
their residence. 

<b> — When an officer or an enlisted man teaches the age of 
sixly-two years, he may. in the discretion of the Commander-in-

(c) — When any officer becomes permanently disabled or is 
physically disqualified tor the perl'niiuance of military duty by 
i en son of wounds. Injuries or illness, he may, upon his own uppli 
ration, of in the discretion of the Comiuandor-in-Chief, le ordered 
before a retiring board for examination, and upon the recom- 
mendation of such board, may be placed upon the Retired List : 
1'rovlded, however. That no officer shall be so placed Upon the 
Retired Mat because of physical disabilities which have revulb-d 
from intent] >era nee or improper habits or conduct upon bis part. 

(d) — Any enlisted man who may be disabled and physically 
disqualified for the performance of military service by reason of 
wounds, injuries or Illness, may, upon the certificate of a medical 
officer to that effect, and In the discretion of the Commander-in- 
Chief, be placed upon the Retired List; Provided, however. That 
no enlisted man shall be so placed upon the Retired List because 
of physical disabilities which have resulted from intemperance or 
improper habits or conduct upon his |iart. 

tel — For the purposes indicated under paragraph c of ibis 
section, the Commander-in-Chief may appoint retiring board*; 
which lioards shall be constituted und have cognizance of the same 
subjects and liossess like powers M do similar boards organized 
under the laws of the Cnited States and Regulations for the I'nfted 
States Army. The proceedings of retiring lioards shall tie assim- 
ilated to the forms and mode of procedure prescribed for like 
boards under the Regulations for the armies of the Tidied 
States. 
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(f) — A place ou the Retired List being a distinction only 
given in recognition of long and meritorious service, do officer or 
enlisted man will ever lie retired whose service has not been honest 
and faithful j nor will any officer or soldier tie retired as a means 
of punishment. 

(g)- — An officer ii|ton the Retired List who accepts a commis- 
sion in the active militia may. at any time, upon his own applica- 
tion, be placed Upon the Retired List with the rank with which 
he formerly retired; Provided, however. That if his latest service 
in the active militia was in a grade higher than that with which 
he was origiually retired, he may be given such higher grade. 

Section t»S9, — Attendance Upon Military School* of United 
State*. — I 'iion the application of any officer of the National Guard 
of Florida, the Commauder-in-Chief may recommend that such of- 
ficer ie authorized to attend any college or military school of the 
lulled States, and may relieve him from duty with the militia 
for such Maie as may he necessary for him to pursue the regular 
course of study at such college or school. While so engaged the 
otlieer will he entitled to such pay and allowances as may be pro- 
vided for by Federal law, 

.Section 886.-— The Uniform.— The uniform of the National 
Guard of Florida shall be the same as that prescribed for the 
United States Army, except that the Commander-in-Chief may or- 
der rite use of such insignia or collar device as will be distinctive 
of this State. 

Section (101. — Officers Sup ply Oicn Uniform. — All commis- 
sioned officers shall provide themselves with such uniforms and 
equipments as may he prescribed for their use. 

Section (102. — Uniform*. Arm* nnil Equipment for Enlixted 
Mtii.— Every enlisted man in the National Guard of Florida shall 
be furnished with a service uniform, and such arms and equip- 
ments as are prescribed fur the proper performance of military 
duty. These supplies, and such coma and garrison equipage as 
may be necessary for the proper equipment of all organizations for 
service in the field, will be Issued through the proper staff corps, 
and depart men is upon approved requisitions. 

(a) — Every officer or enlisted man shall be responsible for the 
care, safe-keeping ami ret urn of any uniform, arm or other ndli- 
ta cjf property delivered to him for bis use. lie shall use ihe same for 
military jairi>oses only, and upon receiving a discharge or otherwise 
leaving the military service, or upon the demand of his com- 
manding officer or oilier competent military authority, shall forth- 
with deliver such uniform, arm or other military property to the 
officer designated in the order directing him to turn such property 
in; the property so turned in to be in good order, reasonable use 
and ordinary wear thereof excepted. Any person violating the 
provisions of this paragraph will be deemed guilty of n misde- 
meanor, ami. upon conviction before any eonrt of competent Juris- 
diction, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court. 

Section 693. — Military Property to Be Accounted For. — The 
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uniforms, anus, caoip equipage and other military Stores obtained 
through the appropriations hy Congress for arming and equipping 
the militia, are and shall remain the property of the United States ; 
and all other military property, purchased from public funds, are 
and shall remain the property or the State of Florida. All public 
military proi»erfy of the United States or of the State of Florida 
shall l>e accounted for and used under such condition.** anil re- 
strictions and in accordance with such rales as may be prescniied 
hy law and the Regulations of the Nntional Guard of Florida. 

(a) — Commissioned officers shall exercise the strictest care 
and vigilance for the preservation of the uniforms, arms, equip- 
ments and other military pro-icrty furnished to their several coiu- 
maiuls, and issued by them to enlisted men ; and in case of uuy 
loss thereof, or damage thereto, by their neglect or default, or 
because of their failure to obHTTO and maintain the system for 
the care, use and ae-aotmtlog for public military prnjierty pre- 
scribeil by law and the Regulations for the National Guard of Flor- 
ida, Ihoy sluil] he liable to punishment by sentence of a court-mar- 
Hal for neglect of duty. 

Section (&H. — Rvwi /><* far Pulilii P r op e rty and Fund*. B'tnda, 
— Every officer to whom public property or funds is issued shall re- 
ceipt for the same, ami every officer who may become either ac- 
countable or responsible for public property or funds shall give n 
bond, tii such sum and with such surety or sureties as may l«e re- 
quire)] by the Governor for the pro|ier e*i>endlture of. and the mre 
and safe-kceplm; of all nd public funds or public military prop- 
erty which may at any time be umler bis control or in his causa, 
and to account for the same: which bond shall tie approved by the 
Itoard of County Commissioners of the county in which Che officer 
is stationed, and shall be tiled with The Adjutant General. Upon 
the d ts< -I targe, removal. dismissal ur death of an officer who lias 
;'ht'!i loud for the safe-keeping of public funds or property, ha at

■ oiuLinHo or responsible, or failing or refusing to transfer the 
siune when relieved from office, or called upon to do so. Sltall be 
responsible under his bond for the money value of any discrepancy 
which may lie determined to exist between the funds and property 
issued to him and with which lie stands charged, and that which 
may lie located and vet-overed by his successor or other projierly 
designated officer. Siicb money value lo be determined by a sur- 
veying officer appointed by the Gomtuamler-iu-f'hief to investi- 
gate atal report upon the case, and who shall submit with his re- 
l>oit all evidence healing ti]>ou the loss or disposition of the prop- 
er ly. 

(c) — Acting upon the reitorl of a surveying officer, the Com-

The proceedings 
of general courts-martial shall he assimilated to the forms and 
modes of procedure directed for like courts by the articles of 
war and the general rules and regulations for the government 
of the armies of the United States; and the proceedings of regi- 
mental and garrison courts-martial, the summary court and courts 
of inquiry shall he assimilated to the mode of procedure in regi- 
mental ami garrison courts-martial, the summary court and courts 
of inquiry in the armies of the United States. 

Section 70o. — Courts-Marti al. G eneral courts-martial may be 
convened by order of the Commander-in-Chief or of any general 
officer, and such courts shall have power to iniiwse flues not 
exceeding two hundred dollars; to sentence to forfeiture of pay 
and allowances; to a reprimand; to dismissal or dishonorable dis- 
charge from the service; to reduce non-commissioned officers to 
the ranks; to sentence enlisted men to confinement when in the 
held uu < a at] is of instruction, at rendezvous for target practice, 
ou practice marches, or whenever engaged in active and continuous 
military duty; Provided, however. Thai such confinement shall 
not extend beyond the time of the return to its home station of 
the organisation to which such men belong and its relief from 
duty; or any two or more such punishments may be combined 
in the senreneos imposed by such courts. Regimental courts may 
be appointed by every officer commanding a regiment or corps for 
bis own regiment or corps; garrison courts may be appointed by 
the commanding officer of any garrison, fort, post or other place 
where the troops consist of different corps, tor such garrison or 
other place; and such regimental aud garrison courts-martial 
shall have the same powers of punishment as general courts- 
martial, except that Ones imposed by such courts shall not exceed 
one hundred dollars. But no sentence of dismissal from the serv- 
ice or dishonorable discharge sliall tie executed until approved by 
the Commander-in-Chief. Presidents of courts-martial shall have 
[tower to Issue warrants to the Sheriffs of the State to arrest 
accused persons and bring litem before the court for trial when- 
ever such persona have disobeyed an order in writing from the 
conreuinK authority to appear before such court, a copy of the 
charge in- charges having been delivered to the accused with 
such order. Judge Advocates of all courts-mart la 1 shall have au- 
thority to Issue suhpu'itas for the attendance of witnesses, and 
eouiis-inarfhil shall have power to punish a refusal to be sworn 
or in answer, as provided in actions before civil courts. 

Section T04, — Duties of Sheriff. — -The President of any court- 
ma rtial assembled iu pursuance of this article may make a requsi- 
tion upon the Sheriff of the couuty in which the session Is held 
for a Deputy Sheriff to attend upon the court, and such Deputy 
Sheriff shall receive for his attendance and services the same pay 
and fees and be subject to the same responsibilities as when at- 
tending upon the sessions of the Circuit Court. 

Section 705. — Sentences of Coitrts-Martiai, How Enforced.—

No sentence of a court -martial shall be carried into execution until 
the same shall bare been approved by the officer ordering the 
court, or by the officer commanding for the time being. When 
the officer ordering the court, or the officer commanding for the 
time being, approves a sentence of a court-martial Imposing a One 
on an offender, said offender shall have a period of ten days from 
the publication of the findings and sentence of said court-martial 
and the approval thereof by such officer within which to pay 
such fine to his immediate commanding officer, who shall at once 
remit the amount of said flue to the State Treasurer to be cred- 
ited to the fund from which the contingent expenses of The Adju- 
tant General's office are paid, by whatever name such fund may 
lie known and designated. When such fine and sheriff's fees are 
not paid within the time prescribed, said immediate commanding 
officer of the delinquent shall at once rejtort such fact to the offi- 
cer ordering the courL, or to the commanding officer for tile time 
being; and it shall be the duty or the officer ordering the court, 
or the commanding officer for ttie time being, to Issue Ills war- 
rant, directed to the sheriff of the county where the offender ia. 
commanding him to arrest the delinquent and keep hi in ion fined 
in the Jail of said comity until the line and sheriff's fees are paid, 
■ >r until the delinquent has been kept in coutinemeut iu said jail, 
"lie day for each dollar, or fraction thereof, of the fine and sher- 
iff's fees. It shall be the duty of the sheriff receiving such war- 
rant to execute It promptly and make pro[ier return of how he 
has executed the same to the officer by whom It was Issued. 

Section 706. — Putecr$ to Commute. Remit and Pardon. — The 
Governor shall have power to remit or commute sentences Imposed 
by military tribunals, or to pardon the offender. Kvery officer who 
is authorized to order a general court-martial shall have power to 
remit or mitigate any punishment ailjudged by It. except the dis- 
missal of an officer. Every officer commanding a regiment or gar- 
rison in which a regimental or garrison court-martial may lie held, 
shall have power to pardon or mitigate any punish men t which 
such court may adjudge. 

Section TOT.— -Court-Martial Proceedings ; Ilotc Disponed of. — 
The reviewing authority of courts-martial made before taking ac- 
tion in a case, submit the record of the proceedings to the Judge 
Advocate General's Department through the office of The Adjutant 
General, for review and report as to their legality and regularity. 
The reviewing authority of every court-martial shall, with as much 
expedition as the opportunity of time and place will permit, for- 
ward i he original proceedings, finding nnd sentence of such court, 
with record of his action thereon, to the office of The Adjutant 
General, where they shall lie carefully preserved. 

Section 70S. — The Summary Court .—The com ma tiding officer 
of each garrison, fort, post or other place, regiment or corps, de- 
tached battalion, detached company or other detachment in the 
NatfonnI Guard of Florida, shall have power to appoint for such 
place or command a summary court to consist of one officer, who 
shall have power to administer Mtbfl and to try the enlisted men 
of such garrison, fort, post or other place, or of such regiment or 
corps, detached battalion, detached company or other detachment 
in the National Guard of Florida, for breaches of discipline sod 
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violations of the laws governing such orgauixatious ; and said court 
when satisfied of the guilt of an accused soldier, limy impose line* 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars for the same offense; may sen- 
tence non-commissioned officers to reduction to the ranks; may 
sentence to forfeiture of jwy and allownuceB. or. when the troops 
are in tin* Held In ninijw of instruction, at rendezvous for target 
prar tiee. on practice marches, or otherwise engaged In active 
service, may sentence to confinement ; Provided, That such con* 
tii-fiuent shall not extend U-yond the time of Ihe return to its 
home station of lli< unMinml lo which the soldier belong*; and it.» 
rellef from duty. The pr-H-cedings of such courts shall lie informal, 
arni the minutes thereof shall be the same as Is prescribed for 
summary courts in the Army of the rotted States. No sememe 
of a summary court shall be binding or of effect urittl approved 
by the officer appointing the court, or the officer commanding for 
the time being. The summary court shall have power to issue 
warrants to the Sheriffs of the State to arrest accused persons 
and briti),' them before it for trial whenever such tierwons have dis- 
obeyed an order In writing from the otitcer appointing such court, 
to appear before ii ; a copy of the charge or charges helm*; deliv- 
ered to the accused Willi said order. The etuinninr.v court shall 
also have power to Issue snbp«*nas for witnesses, to punish for 
refusal to bi sworn or answer, as in the case of other military 
courts. The commanding officers authorized to i m ww the sen- 
tences of summary courts, and superior authority, shall have 
power to remit or ml ti gate the same. 

Section TOB. Bemtemect of X a unitary Court, Hon Rxccutvd. — 
1 "]nih the approval of any sentence of a summary court the officer 
ordering the i-ourt. or I he officer commanding for the time being. 
shall at once notify the offender, by registered mall or in person, 
ot the sentence of said court and his approval thereof, and said 
offender shall haw a period of ten days from such notification in 
which to pay his immediate commanding oiii<-er the flue imposed 
by such court and sheriff's fees. When such flues and fees are 
not imid within tlie period prt*scril>ed, said immediate commanding 
officer of the delinquent sliall at once report the fact to the officer 
appointing mid court, or the officer commanding for the time be- 
ing, and it shall be the duty of the officer appointing the court or 
the commanding officer for the time lieing, to issue his w"arrant, 
directed to the sheriff of the county where the offender is, com- 
immding him to arrest the delinquent and keep him contitied In 
tin* jail of such i-ontity until the fine and sheriffs fees are paid, or 
until such delinquent has been kept confined In said jail one day 
for each dollar, or fraction thereof, of said fine and fees.

Section 71". — nummary Court Fine*: I)i*iiot<Uiuti of. — All 
flues imiiosfd ujhui any enlisted man by any summary court shall 
at once be paid over by the officer receiving the same to the com- 
manding officer of the organization to which such enlisted man 
so fined belongs, and will be treated by such comma tiding officer 
as public funds. Sucli funds so obtained may he expended in nniin- 
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laiuiug the organization nud will be accounted for by ttie re»|ioii*i- 
ble officer upon bis account current. 

Section Til — Additional I'd trim. Military Court*. — Military 
courts arc empowered to issue nil processes and mandate*. Includ- 
ing writs and warrants uecessary and proper to carry into full 
effect the powers vested In said courts. Such mandates and pr>> 
mm may lie directed to tlie sheriff of any county, and shall t>e In 
-11. h form as may, from time to time, be prescrit>ed Uy the Judge- 
Advocnte General and published by The Adjutant General In the 
rules and regulations issued by him under tills act. It shall be Un- 
duly of all officers to whom such inundates and processes hit so 
directed to execute the same and make return of their MtS there- 
under, according to the requirements of Hie sime. Any olticer who 
shut! neglect or refuse to |ierforiu the duty enjoined upon him hy 
this article shall be subject to the same liabilities, penalties mid 
punishments as arc prescribed by law for B C g lc el or refusal to |>er- 
form nny other duty of his office. 

Section 712 — llcmbrr* of L'owrf* Hot hiitbU.— No action or 
proceeding slmll be prosecuted or maintained against a memlier of 
a iiiilltury court or officer or jjersoti acting tinder 1th authority or 
reviewing its proceedings, on account of the approval or Ituposlihin 
or execution of any sentence, or the liinmlHim or collection of a 
(toe or (leunlty. or the execution or any warrant, writ. m it t Ion. 
j>roeess nr mandate of any military court. The jurisdiction of the 
courts mill lionrds established by the code shall be presumed, and 
the burden of proof will rest upon any person seeking to oust «m-li 
■ ourts or hoards of jurisdiction in any action or proceeding. 

Section 713 — tiht-riff"* f'et*. — Fees to Sheriff* for the servl. i 
all process issuing out of military courts, and Tor the atienihnice 
of Deputy Sheriffs upon such courts, shall be the same as provided 
by law for the service of similar process issued by the civil oomrti 
of the State. In trials by summary court, when the accused has 
liecu ncuultted. the Sheriff's costs and fees shall lie pit Id out of the 
piiblli- funds In possession of the commanding dtVa of the oryiiii 
cation to which the ai-cused lielomrs. In court- martial trials, the 
fees and pay of Sheriffs or Peputy Sheriffs shall lie upon an M- 
niiint j-ertlfled as correct by the Judge Advocate of the court and 
approved by The Adjutant General. 

Section 714 — Stay J'uiiiuli for Oomtem/il. — Any |*ms"H who shall 
be guilty of disorderly, contemptuous or Indecorous languagi' or 
expression to or before any military court, or any memlier of such 
court. In open court, tending to interrupt its prtM-epdlngs, or to 
Impair the respect due its oot&Otftjr, or wIm slmll ComuH Uf 
breach of the pence, or make any noises or other disturbance. <\i 
reitly tending to Interrupt Its proceedings, may be committed by 
warrant under the hand of the president or the court, to the jail of 
the county in which said court shall sil, there lo remain without 
lull] In confinement for a time to be limited. Dot exi-eeding three 
days. 

•Section 71!> — Efficirncu of 7'roap*. Officer* Rc*ptm*iblc Fur. — 
The officer commanding the organised militia of this State may 
cause those onder his command to perform any military duty, anil 
shnll l>e responsible to the Governor for the general efficiency of 
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the organized militia trod for the drill, instruction, inspection. 
small-anus and artillery practice, and care of the troops. The 
commanding officers of organizations shall be responsible to their 
immediate commanders fur the equipment, drill. Instruction and 
efficiency of their respective commands. All commissioned officers 
and enlisted men sliall lie responsible to their Immediate command- 
ing officers for prompt and unhesitating obedience, proper drill, 
and the preset-ration and proper nse of the property of the United 
States, State, or organization, in their possession. 

Section 71 r — Hotr Ordered Out. — When an invasion of or In- 
surrection in the State Is made or threatened, or whenever there 
exists a riot, mob, unlawful assembly, breach of the peace or re- 
sistance to the execution of the laws of the state, or imminent 
danger thereof, and the civil authorities are unable to suppress the 
same, it shall he the duty of the Commander- in -Chief, or in case 
he cannot lie readied and the emergency will not permit of await- 
ing his orders, it shall be the duty of The Adjutant General to Issue 
an order to the officer in com in and of the nearest body of troops, 
commanding hint to proceed with the troops under hitu. or as many 
thereof, as may lie necessary, with all possible promptness, to sup- 
press the Kinte, In any case where neither the Commander-in-Chief 
nor The Adjutant General can be reached, and the exigency of the 
occasion shall require it, the county judge of any county where 
there may exist a riot, mob, unlawful assembly, breach of the peace 
or resistance to the execution of the taws of the State, or imminent 
danger thereof, and the civil authorities are unable to suppress the 
same, shall have the power mid authority, and ft shall be the duty 
of such county judge, upon the application of the sheriff, or the 
mayor of any city or town in said county, to Issue an order to the 
officer in command of any company, or body of troops. In such 
county, commanding him to proceed with the troops under him, 
or as many thereof as may be necessary, with all possible prompt- 
ness to suppress the same. 

Section 717 — Duty When Ordered Out, and Penalty for Failure 
to Comply.— Any officer receiving such orders shall immediately 
notify the officers and enlisted men under his command, and as 
soon as his troops can be assembled, proceed to the place where 
such mob or body of riotous persons assembled to break tbe law 
may be, arid he or the sheriff of the county or other jieace officer 
ai-iTnupanyiug him. shall warn all such persons to desist and 
disperse, and use such force os may lie necessary to restore peace 
■ad ove rc o me resistance; Any officer failing to comply with the 
provisions of this section and any officer or enlisted man so noti- 
fied 1 y his i-ottmin tiding officer, who shall fail to obev snrh order, 
unless prevented by physical disability, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction sball lie punished by fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars, and by imprisonment not exceeding 
six mouths, either or both, at the discretion of the court, and may 
also be dismissed or dishonorably discharged by sentence of a 
court-martial. 

Section 718 — Conduct of Military Aiitina Civil Authorities. — 
When an armed force is called out in aid of the civil authorities, 
the orders of the clril officer or officers may extend to a direction 
of the general or specific objects to lw accomplished and the dura- 
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tlon of service by the active militia, but the tactical direction of the 
troops. Use kind and extent of force to be used, and the particular 
iki ii ii to be employed to accomplish the objects specified bj the 
civil officers are left solely to the officers of the active mil It la. 
Every endeavor most be made, both by the civil officers and officers 
commanding the troops which can be, consistently with the preser- 
vation of life and property, to Induce rioters or persons lawlessly 
assembled to disperse before an attack is made upon them by 
which their lives may be endangered. 

Section 719. — Extent of Liability. — Members of the militia or- 
dered into the active service of tin- State by any prQfMC authority 
shall not be liable, civilly or erimluaUy. for any lawful act or acta 
done by I hem in the performance of their duty. 

Section 720 — Required to Participate in BrilU, Field Exerciae* 
and Parades. — Every company, I roup and detachment of the Na- 
tional Cuard of Florida, not excused by the Governor, shall partici- 
pate In field exercises, whether It be n camp of instruction, ren- 
dezvous for target praetice, or practice marcb, for at least five con- 
secutive days each yenr, ami shall assemble for Instruction at com- 
pany, battalion or regimental armories or other rendezvous at least 
twice each mouth, and uftener upuii the order of commanding of- 
ficers. Commanding officers shall also hare authority to order and 
provide for inspections, must era and other ceremonies and parades ; 
and the Commander-in-Chief may order out any part of the troops 
for escort and other duties. 

Section 721— Governor May Order Troop* Beyond State for 
Instruction. — The Commander-in-Chief is authorized to order out 
the National -Guard of Florida and, if necessary, to order them 
beyond the limits of the State, for the purpose of participating in 
any encampment, maneuvers or field instruction of any part of 
the Regular Army of the I'nlted States, at or near any mlltiary 
post or camp, or lake or seacoast defenses of the I'nlted States, 
whenever participation In such encampment, maneuvers or Held in- 
struction is authorized by the Secretary of War. 

Section 722 — Pay for Participating in Field BxcreUe*. — When 
attending camps of instruction or participating in other field ex- 
ercises, except as provided for under the foregoing Section, the 
members of the National Guard of Florida shall receive the follow- 
ing compensation: Officers, three dollars a day and such allowances 
for horse hire to those whose duties require them to be mounted 
and who actually are mount ml as may be fixed by the Commander- 
in-Chief, not exceeding two dollars per day; enlisted men, such pay 
and sui sisteuce as are al the time allowed by law In the Tutted 
States Army for their respective grades. The Comptroller shall, 
upon requisition of The Adjutant General, approved by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, draw his warrant upon the Treasurer in favor of 
The Adjutant General for such expenditures as are authorized 
under this Section and such other expenses as may lie necessary 
to the conduct of such encampment or field exercises, including 
costs of transportation, labor and supplies; which re*pilsiilnii shall 
be paid Drool any Mttumy* In the Treasury appropriated for the ex- 
ponses of encampments and field ovcrcises during that rear. When 
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the appropriation is insufficient, The Adjutant General may pay 
the troops pro rata : Provided, however, That nothing in this Sec- 
tion shall be construed as reitenling or modifying the provisions of 
Chapter ri<i72. Laws of Florida, 

Section 723 — Pay. Cutirtx-Martvil, Aidint/ the Civil Authorities, 
Etc. — All officer!! serving on lourts-inurtial shall be considered iu 
actual service and shall lie entilled to five cents per mile for travel- 
ing expenses, and the same pay iis when in attendance at encamp- 
ments. Witnesses shall ire allowed five cents per mile for traveling 
expenses and the same pay as witnesses in attendance upon civil 
courts. 

Iiii When called out under this article to aid the civil au- 
thorities, or when employed under the orders of the Commander- 
in-Chief to preserve the public peace, to execute the laws of the 
Slate, to suppress insurrection or to repel invasion, the National 
Guard of Florida, including both officers and collated men, shall 
receive the same pay and subsistence as are at the time allowed hy 
law to those holding similar grades and positions In the United 
Slates Army, and shall be provided with transportation when or 
dered away from home. 

(bl The Comptroller shall, upon requisition of The Adjutant 
General, approved by the Governor, draw ids warrant uikhi the 
Treasurer for such expenditures as are authorised under this Sec- 
tion, which shall be paid from any moneys in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Section 724— Pity Roll*. — Coiuniuudlug officers shall, within ten 
days after being called on to perform any active iluty for which 
pay is provided fey law. make and forward to The Adjutant Genera) 
certified pay rolls, in triplicate, of the Held and stall', non-com mis- 
sioned staff and hand, company, troop or detachment, respectively, 
specifying the name and rank of each man and the number of days 
that he was present and performing duty. One of these rolls will 
he filed with the Comptroller, one with The Adjutant (leneral and 
line with the retained copies of re]K»'ts of the organization. 

Section 725 — £Jj-/h-mkc* of the Military Department.— -The gen- 
eral curreut expenses of the Military Department not otherwise spe- 
cially appropriated ami provided for shall be paid from the fund 
for current expenses of the Military Department, by whatever 
name or title such fund shall be known and designated, tiiion requis- 
ition of The Adjutant General, approved by the Governor, and uo 
payments shall be made from such fund except upon such reunisi- 
tinn so presented and signed by The Adjutant General and the 
Governor. 

Section 72('i — Allowances. — There shall be annually paid to tiie 
(.tuartermaster of the Brigade, each regiment and battalion, and 
quarterly to the commanding officer of each company, troop and 
machine gun platoon, to the tnedical officers commanding regimental 
detachments of the Hospital Corps, and to the chief musicians of 
K'l nils,' u | ion their rtipiisition. approved hj- the post commander and 
by The Adjutant General, the following sums for the maintenance 
of such organizations and for the care of all public property en- 
trusted to their charge: Brigade, five hundred dollars; regiment, 
one hundred dollars; battalion, twenty dollars : company, troop and 
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band, twenty-five dollar*: detachment of the Hospital Corp* "i'l 
machine gun platoon, twelve niid one-lialf dollars. There may also 
he paid to inspectors of smut I arms practice, ujion their requisition, 
approved by the commanding officer of the organization to which 
they nre attached and by The Adjutant General, nor exceeding fifty 
dollars; and to the Surgeon General, upon his requisition. n|it*ruvnl 
by The Adjutant General, not exceeding twenty-five dollars, for I ln- 
aunual excuse* of their resiiectlve offices; Provided, That the pay- 
ment of these allowances shall he subject to such rules and reKtrV 
tjons as may be prescribed by the Regulations for the government 
of the National Guard of Florida, and that all moneys no paid shall 
lie treated as public funds and accounted for as also may lie pre- 
scribed by the Herniations. 

(a) The rent of armories shall he paid by the State out of n 
fund to be bl-euninlly appropriated by the Legislature. 

Section 727 — Armory Board; Armories; How Obtaitud, 
<n» Tliat there shall be appointed within the State of Florida 
an Armory Board, to consist of the Governor, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Quartermaster General and two other persons, to he appointed 
by the Governor, who shall he i>om missioned officers of the organ 
Ized mil 11 la of Florida, whose duty it shall he to consider and np 
prove plans for all armories or other buildings to be used for mili- 
tary purposes before such armories or other buildings to lie used for 
military punswes shall be either rented, purchased, or constructed 
by the State 

i i.i That whenever appropriation may be made by the i*gi»- 
lature for the purpose, the Armory Board, as appointed, is enipow- 
ered In erect or provide, upon such terms as may he decided upon 
by nidi Armory Board us tielng most advantageous to tlie State. 
an arsenal and armories for the use of the organized militia, and 
In which shall lie stored and safely kept all property of the 1'idtcd 
States and of the State Issued for military purposes, and whh-b 
armories shall tie used for drill, meeting and rendezvous purposes 
by Hie organisations of the Organized Militia occupying the same. 

(c) The commanding omcer at every station of the troop* 
may. when authorized hy the Armory Board, rent an armory for 
the nse of the troops at his station ; and If there be two or more 
organizations In the same city or town, they should lie quartered in 
the same armory. Each armory most contain an assembly room or 
suitable proportions, individual lockers for all men lo In 1 quartered 
therein, and sufficient secure storing room to accommodate all pub 
lie property Issued for the nse of the troops at that station. No 
armory sliali la? rented or accepted for use hy any commanding of- 
ficer until a plan or description of the buIldtiiL*. showing dimen- 
hIoiin and appointment!*, shall have been submitted to and npprovod 
hy the Armory Board. 

(d)The said Armory Hoard shall have full power to pun-base 
ground In the various localities throughout the State, wherever the 
erection of nn armory may be authorized: said ground. In each 
Instance, to be purchased In the name and for the use of the Slate 
of Florida; and. upon the ground so purchased, the Armory Board 
Is authorized to erect, for the use of the Organized Militia at thai 
post, nn nrmory to lie used for meeting, rendezvous and drill pnr- 
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poses, and in which shall be stored the ordnance, quartermaster's 
stores and other military property issued for the use of the organ- 
izations occupying said armory. When such armory or armories are 
erected or provided, the said Armory Board shall have charge 
thereof, and arrange for their occupancy and use under the direc- 
tion and responsibility of the senior line officer in command at such 
post. 

(e) The Armory Board shall have i>ower to receive from cities, 
municipalities and other sources, donations of land and contribu- 
tions of money to aid in providing, improving and maintaining an 
arsenal, armories, camp site, target ranges, etc., throughout the 
State, and any property so donated shall t>e held as other property 
Tor the use of the State of Florida ; and such cities or other mu- 
nicipalities are hereby authorized and empowered to make such do- 
nations and contributions for the purposes of this act. 

Section 72S — Armory Board; Armor ir.s. Control of. — 

(a) The Armory Board shall also constitute a board for the 
general management and control of all armories when established, 
and shall have the power to adopt and prescribe rules for their gov- 
ernment and management. Alt United States and State property 
must be kept therein, and the commanders of trooj>s using the ar- 
mories will he held responsible for the safekeeping and proper care 
of such property and its protection against misappropriation or 
loss. Armories, while occupied by the troops, shall he considered 
military posts, and be under exclusive control and jurisdiction of 
the officer commanding the poBt. 

(b) The Armory Board shall also be charged with the super- 
vision and management of any permanent camp site, target range 
or ranges, which are now or may hereafter become the property of 
the Stale; or which, being the property of the United States, may 
be turned over to the State to be used for military purposes; such 
board shall have the authority to provide for the maintenance and 
proper equipment of the same from any funds which may be avail- 
able for the purpose. 

(el The term of each member of the Armory Board, other 
than the Governor, Adjutant General and Quartermaster General, 
shall be four years from the date of his appointment, and in case 
of a vacancy in such beard, by death or otherwise, the Governor 
shall have authority to fill the same. 

(d> The members of the Armory Board shall perform the 
dvities imposed upon them by the provisions of this act without any 
special compensation for their services ; but their actual and neces- 
sary expenses, incident to the performance of their official duties, 
shall be borne by the State, and be payable from the appropriation 
for the expenses of the Florida State Troops. 

(el The Armory Board shall make a report annually of the 

proceedings incident to the location and management of armories, 
respectively, and also as to the management of other property en- 
trusted to Its care, with a detailed account of all disbursements; 
which report shall be filed In the office of the Adjutant General, and 
shnll be printed in the annual report of his department. 
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Section 729 — Insiteclionx. — The Commander-in-Chief may from 
time to time require inspections to be made by officers of the In- 
spector General's Department or other officer or officers of the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida, or by any officer or officers of the Cnit.il 
States Army who may be detailed under authority from the Secre- 
tary of War, 

(a) If It shall appear from the r*-i>i>rt of an inspect ing officer. 
appointed under this Section, that uuy officer Is ineomitetent or is 
Inipairliie the efficiency of the organization to which he belongs by 
mismanagement, neglect or misconduct, the Commander-in-Chief 
shall take the action provided for under Paragraph A. Section ( HS, 
of this Article. 

(b) If It shall appear from the report of an insi>eetlng officer. 
upijoiuted under ibis Section, that any public property which has 
been distributed to organizations for use, lias not been safely kept 
or properly housed, handled, administered and accounted for, or 
that it has been loaned or injured, or used for other tban military 
purposes, the Commander-in-Chief shall institute such disciplinary 
measures as are provided for by law. and may order the Judge- Ad- 
vocate General, or other proper legal officer of the State, to pros- 
ecute the bond given by the responsible oflicer, and may, in bis 
discretion, disband the organization. 

Stfotion 730 — Disobedience of Orders, At rent For. — Any officer 
or enlisted man on military duty who shall disobey the orders of 
I lis sii j ici'ii irs, or misbehave or demean himself in a mauner not be- 
coming an officer or soldier, shall he immediately placed under ar- 
rest, and if an enlisted man, shall lie disarmed and placed tinder 
guard, and shall be tried and punished by a court-martial according 
to law and military usage. 

Section 731 — Authority Oici ("irilians Iiittrferinti With Mili- 
tia. — If any person shall interrupt, molest or insult, by abusive 
words or behavior, or shall obstruct or interfere with any officer or 
enlisted man while on duty at any parade, drill or meeting of his 
military organization, or while engaged in the performance of any 
other proper military duty, he shall immediately be put under 
guard and may be kept, at the discretion of the commanding officer, 
until the parade, drill meeting or duty is concluded; and the com- 
manding officer may commit such person to any i»llce officer or con- 
stable of any town or city where such parade, drill, meeting or duty 
is held, or to the sheriff of the county, who shall detain him for 
examination before a court having jurisdiction of the place. 

(h) Every commanding offker when on duly may fix necessary 
limits or bounds to his parade or camp, not including a public road 
within such bounds, in such manner as to prevent traveling there- 
in; and within such bounds and limits no i>erson shall enter with- 
out leave ; and the commanding officer at any post may refuse to un- 
authorized persons entrance into any armory or other building In 
which troops may be quartered, whenever, in his Judgment, the 
exigencies of the service make this expedient. Whoever intrudes 
within the limits of any parade, camp, armory or building occupied 
as quarters, after being forbidden, may be ejected, forcibly If neces- 
sary, or may he confined under guard, as provided for In the fore- 
going paragraph ; and whoever resists a sentry endeavoring to »»x- 
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dude hiui I'roui such limits may be arrested by order of the coin- 
iii undine officer, and tried upon his complaint for assault. 

(c) No person shall discriminate against any officer or en- 
listed nmn of the National Guard of Florida because of his member- 
ship in the militia. No person shall prohibit or refuse entrance to 
any officer or enlisted man of the Army or Navy of the Cnited 
States or of the National Guard of this State into any public enter- 
tainment or place of amusement because such officer or enlisted 
man is wearing I he itniforni of the organization to which he be- 
longs. No employer or agent of any corporation, company or firm 
shall discharge any person front employment under them because of 
being an officer or enlisted man of the organized militia, or because 
being a regularly commissioned or enlisted member of the militia. 
he shall have been called away to perform some proper military 
duly legally required of him. 

id i Any person violating ilie provisions of the foregoing para- 
graphs trf this Section shall be deemed guilty of u mfademeanor. 
and. upon conviction before a court of competent jurisdiction, may 
be hired rioi exceeding tv™ hundred dollars, or sentenced In con- 
finement for not exceeding six months, or both, at the discretion of 
the Court. 

ii'i It shall be unlawful lor any association, club, society or 
other organised [tody, of a fraternal or social character, or organ- 
ised for the mutual protection and benefit of its members, to Incor- 
porate in Its charter, constitutions or by-laws, or to adopt any rule 
seeking lo or having I lie effect of debarring from its meml ersbip 
or from the equal enjoyment of its privileges, the members of the 
organised militia. Any association, club, society or other organized 
body violating the provisions of this Section shall forfeit any 
charier granted it by the State ami all privileges granted to or en- 
jovcit hy it under the State law. 

Section 7.TJ -Pcwiatw. — Any member of the National Guard 

of Florida who. while in active service under Section 716 of this 
Article. Is wounded or disabled, shall he taken care of and provided 
for at the expense of the county in which the riot, unlawful as- 
sembly or breach of the peace occurred, during such disability, and 
in case of death or permanent disability as a result of such srotmda 
or injuries, lie, or his widow and children, if any. or his dependent 
mother, shall receive a pension, the amount and manner of pay- 
ment to be the same as is now or may hereafter he fixed by law for 
sohjiers who served in the Confederate States Army. 

Section 733 — Tke Adjutant (Irucnil. — The salary of The Ad- 
jutant General shall tie two thousand the hundred irJ.otHUX)) dol- 
lars a year. All orders and instructions emanating from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and all general regulations, shall be conunimi- 
cated t<> the troops ami to the individuals in the military service 
through The Adjutant General, and he shall be the organ of all 
written eoinuuinieal ions from the Florida State Troops to the 
Commander-in-Chief. He shall a I tend the Commander-in-Chief 
when required fa reviews of the Florida Slate Troops, or when- 
ever ordered, hi the performance of military duly, and shall obey 
and issue all orders in relation thereto, and to all otber military 
mailers, as the Commander-in-Chief may give. He shall cause to 
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he prepared and issue to the different organizations of the or- 
ganized militia all necessary hooks and blanks for reports, records, 
returns, and general administration, and shall, at the expense of 
the State, cause the military laws, military code and regulations in 
force, to lie printed, bound in proper form, and distributed, one 
copy to each commissioned officer, and to each sheriff and county 
clerk, to be turned over by them to their successors in office, and 
shall procure mid supply all necessary text books of drill and in- 
struction, lie shall prepare, attest and distribute all military 
i-omndssions issued by the Governor, and shall keep a record of 
the same, find of alt Changes occurring in the commissioned force. 
He shall enroll the names of all enlisted soldiers, and shall keep 
and llle in his office all enlistments and descriptive lists, official 
bonds, the reports and returns of troops and heads of military de- 
partments, and all other writings and palters which are required 
lo he transmitted to and preserved at the general headquarters of 
the State militia. 

Section 734, — Additional Duties of The Adjutant (lew tat. — The 
Adjutant General shall make returns to the Secretary of War. at 
such times and In Such form as the hitler shall from time lo lime 
prescribe, of the strength of the organized militia, ami shall als*> 
make such re|M>rts as may from time to lime he required hy the 
Secretary of War. He shall annually, on or before the second Moii- 
ilay in March, make and submit to I he Con inlander- in- Chief, to be 
laid before the Legislature, a detailed report of the work of his 
department, containing a statement of all monies reeeived and 
expended by liini ; showing the amount of military property re- 
eeived and i m band, its condition and in whose possession ; show- 
ing the actual condition and strength of the organized militia ; mak- 
ing such recommendations as lie may deem necessary to promote 
the interests of the service, ami transmitting (he reports of the 
other military depart incuts. 

Section ?S&>— Additional Dvttet nf Tin: Adjutant General. — In 
addition to the foregoing duties and all other duties properly ]>er- 
taiulug to the office of The Adjutaul General and Chief of Staff, he 
shall keep :ill records ol Florida Volunteers commissioned or en- 
listed for the War between the States. Indian Wars, Npanish- 
Amerieuti War, and all other wars or insurrections. He Shall assist 
all jiersons residing in the Stnte of Florida having claims against 
the I'nlteil States for pension, bounty or back pay, where such 
claims have arisen out of or by reason of service In any of the 
said wars or Insurrections, and shall furnish, to claimants only, 
alt necessary certificates ami certified abstracts from the records 
and documents tn bis office: Provided. That any or all of the 
above services shall le rendered without charge 10 the claimant. 
The Adjutant General shall he provided with such a c co w n to da- 
lions as are furnished administrative and other Slate officers, and 
the printing of such forms, blanks and stationery as may be acces- 
sary for the proper conduct and administration of bis office shall 
he provided for as In other general public printing. He shall es- 
tablish and maintain as part of his office a Bureau of Records of 
the services of Florida troops during the said wars, and shall 1 c 
the custodian of all records, relics, trophies, colors and histories- 
relating to such wars, now in jiossession of or which may be ac- 
quired by the State of Florida; and such records, relics, trophies. 
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colors find histories shall be catalogued and arranged or filed (or 
general reference and protection In the office of The Adjutant 
General at the State Capitol. The Adjutant General shall have a 
seal of office, to lie approved by the Commander-in-Chief, and all 
copies of records or papers in bis office, duly certified and au- 
thenticated tmder the said seal, shall be evidence in all cases in 
like maimer as if the originals were produced. 

Section 730. — Duties of Other Officers.— The duties of the 
officers of the several stun* corps and departments, other than 
those specially prescribed for The Adjutant General and Chief of 
Staff in the preceding Sections, Khali he such as usually pertain 
to officers of like grades in slinliar staff corps and departments of 
tbe Regular Army of the Uuited States, and sucli other proper 
military duties as they may be ordered to perforin by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief or Chief of Staff. 

(a) On or before the fifteenth day of December of each 
year, the commanding general of each brigade and division, the 
commanding officer of each regiment and other separate organiza- 
tion of tbe line, and the chiefs of the several staff corps and de- 
partments, shall prepare and forward to The Adjutant Geueral 
a report of the operations and work of their respective commands, 
sin IT corps or departments, embodying therein such recommenda- 
tions as they may deem pertinent and for the good of the military 
service. 

Section 73R.— Exemption from Jury Duty. — All officers and 
enlisted men shall be eieinpl from jury duty If they desire It 

The National Guard of Florida— (Section 44 of the Act of the 
Legislature appro red June 7, 1909.) — That wherever in the laws 
of Florida tbe term or title "Florida State Troops" Is used. It shall 
be understood as referring to and will apply to the National Guard 
of Florida.

holding office. 

31-d. Any iniii-cinLtiiiissioiieil officer, after having served two 
years In the National Guard of Florlila may apply to The Adjutant 
General, through his Immediate i-onimandhig officer, for examina- 
tion as to his qualifications and fitness to hold commission, and, the 
Commander-in-Chief approvine, au examining hoard will tie enli- 
vened to examine him.

32-a. I'pou receipt at the office of The Adjutant General of 
the return of an election, or nomination of some jierson for ap- 
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point men t to commissioned office, the Commander-in-Chief ap- 
proving, a hoard will be detailed to examine the person so nom- 
inated or elected, and he will l>e required to appear lief ore the 
hoard at ome, unless he shall ask for delay to prepare himself, in 
which ease not more than sixty days will he granted, 

32-b. Examining boards will consist of not less than three 
aud not more than live officers; hut it will be competent for a 
majority of the members of a hoard to conduct an examination. 
Unless the exigencies of the service pre vent, at least two-thirds of 
the menders of an examining hoard will he officers of the same 
corps, depart nient or arm of the service as the officer to he exam- 
ined, or, in the ease of original appointments, of the office for which 
a candidate is to he examined; and such member of the board will 
he senior in rank to Ibe officer to be examined. The junior member 
of the same corps, department or arm of the service as the officer 
to he examined will he the recorder of the hoard.

Proceedings 
shall he made separately In each case. 

33-b, If anything should arise during the examination requir- 
ing the introduction of evidence, the Injulry will proceed u]K)a 
wrllten interrogatories as far as possible, the hoard determining 
to whom Questions shall he forwarded, and will be conducted ac- 
ini, ling to procedure of court s-iuartial. Witnesses examined orally 
will he sworn by the recorder. When, in the opinion of the hoard. 
It becomes essential to take oral testimony, the facts will be re- 
ported to the convening authority for the necessary orders to wit- 
nesses summoned from a distance ; Provided, however. That in 
cases of examinations held under paragraph a of Section fiS2 of 
the Military Code, the president of the hoard may administer 
oaths to witnesses, and may Sssne summonses and require the pres- 
ence of witnesses; the board having, in this respect, the same 
powers as are granted to courts-martial. A judge-advocate may be 
detailed to attend a hoard convened under paragraph a of Section 
682 of the Military Code; and, when so detailed, will conduct the 
proceedings of the board and perforin relatively the same duties 
as in courts-martial. 

33-c. All public proceedings will be in the presence of the 
officer under examination ; the conclusions reached and the recom- 
mendations entered in each case will be regarded as confidential.

33-d, The board having been assembled, and the officer about 
to be examined having appeared before it, the recorder will read 
the order convening the board and the order for the officer to 
report to it for examination. Members may then be challenged for 
cause stated to the board, the relevancy and validity of which will 
be determined by the full bonrd. according to procedure of eourta- 
inartia). The record must show that the right to challenge wa» 
accorded. If the uumtier of members is reduced by challenging or 
otherwise to less than the number authorized to proceed with the 
examination, the board will adjourn and the president of the board 
will report the facts to the convening authority for necessary ac- 
tlou.

b. The list of test hooks and particular paragraphs to be cov- 
ered Is published In paragraph 2 of General Orders, No. 11, c. 8., 
from these headquarters. 

c. In each case the examination will be taken before an officer 
specially designated through special orders to conduct the same. 

d. The examination being intended, primarily, to determine 
whether or not officers have pursued the course of study prescribed 
for them, it will not be severe or exacting, but will be designed to 
accomplish the above pun>ose rather than as a test of their pro- 
ficiency. 

e. Examination papers and questions upon all of the subjects 
named will tie furnished from the office of The Adjutant General.

GENERAL ORDERS, 
No. 21. 

1. Authority is hereby granted the Acting Surgeon General, 
National Guard of Florida, to enlist the entire strength authorized 
for the Hospital Corps under paragraph 1 of General Orders, No. 
29, series of 1900 from these headquarters, at the post of Jackson- 
ville, Florida, with the exception of one sergeant, who shall l>e 
enlisted at St. Augustine, for doty af General Headquarters. The 
Hospital Corps as thus organized will he commanded by a first 
lieutenant of the Medical Corps, who, for the general purposes 
of discipline, administration, drill and Lustrums ion will have direct 
and immediate supervision and control over it. lie will also luive 
charge of and lie accountable for all medical property and hospital 
equipment, relating to the two regimental hospitals and issued for 
the use of the several detachments comprising the corps, and of the 
uniforms and personal equipments of the enlisted men. 

2. The medical officer assigned to command the Hospital Corps 
will be responsible for the training and efficiency of the corps. He 
will provide for and conduct the instruction of the men In the 
prescribed drill for the Hospital Corps, and, as well, In the respec- 
tive and various duties which may he individually assigned them 
and for which special duties they may have se% - erally been selected 
and enlisted. 

3. The corps as organized under paragraph 1 of General Or- 
ders, No. 20, series of 1009, from these headquarters, will t>e di- 
vided Into detachments for detail as preserilted under paragraph 
2 of the same order. The assignment of individuals to the several 
detachments will be made by name through the medium of special 
orders from these headquarters. Such assignments will he made 
upon the recommendation of the medical officer commanding the 
corps, when approved by the Acting Surgeon Genera), and such 
recommendations, when forwarded, will state. In addition to the 
name and rank, of the soldier, the particular duties for which he 
is known to be qualified, in which he has been trained, and for 
which he has been selected. The relief of a soldier from detail 
to any particular detachment will be accomplished, in like maimer 
through orders. Recommendations for assignment or relief from 
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assignment may also originate with the senior medical officer on 
duty with the organization to which the detachment may be at- 
tached for duty in the Held. In ail cases, however, they will be 
written, and forwarded through the Acting Surgeon General. 

4. Every effort will be made by the Acting Surgeon General 
and all officers of the Medical Corps to secure capable and efficient 
men for duty In the Hospital Corps, and to keep the corps recruited 
up, at all times, to the authorized and required standard of 
strength. Enlistments will be made with special reference, in each 
case, to the personal qualifications and fitness of each individual. 
including his mental and physical equipment, for the performance 
of the particular duties for which he has been selected and which 
he will be called upon to perforin ; this with relation to the plan 
of organization and assignment of duties contemplated and pre- 
scribed under paragraph 50(i of the Manual for the Medical De- 
partment. T". S. Army. 

5. Ex<-ept when the several detachments are on duty in the 
field with the organizations of the line to which they lutiy he per- 
manently assigned, the entire corps will he under the control of the 
lieutenant of the Medical Corps commanding, subject, in matters 
of administration, drill and instruction to the super vision and 
direction of the Acting Surgeon General, and. in matters of disci- 
pline, to the supervision and control of the Commanding Officer 
of the post of Jacksonville. 

6. As soon as the organization of the Hospital Corps has been 
effected, as provided for under this order, and suitnhte quarters — 
with adequate storing facilities — have been secured, there will he 
Issued to the medical officer command In p. complete equipment for 
two regimental field hospitals, nod such other medical property as 
may be required for the equipment of detachments other than those 
assigned to the First and Second regiments of infantry. The lieu- 
tenant commanding the corps will be accountable for all of this 
property, and will remain so unless or until otherwise directed 
under orders from these headquarters. He will Ite responsible for 
its care, safe-keeping and proper use at all times except when in 
use in the field under the control and direction of other officers of 
the Medical Corps. 

7. When any organization of the line is ordered into the field 
for active duty, or for purposes of Instruction, and its detachment 
of the Hospital Corps Is ordered to duty with such organization, 
the lieutenant commanding the corps wilt direct the senior non- 
commissioned officer of such detachment to proceed with the men 
of the detachment, and all proper equipment, to the poiut desig- 
nated under orders, and there to rejwrt to the senior medical officer 
on duty with the organization to which the detachment is assigned. 
He will at (he same time forward tin the custody of the senior 
non-com missioned officer of the detachment — usually and it practic- 
able) the field hospital equipment and other medical pro) ten y 
necessary for the use of the detachment : turning the su me over. 
on memorandum receipt, to the senior medical officer on duty with 
the organization to which the Hospital Corps detachment is as- 
signed, who will thus become responsible for the care, safe-keeping 
and proper use of such hospital equipment and medical property 
during the period of its use in the field. Upon Hie mndusion of 
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the tour of duty In the field, and the return of the hospital equip- 
ment and medical property to the lieutenant commanding the Hos- 
pital Corps, the memorandum receipt held by him will be im- 
mediately cancelled and returned to the officer who gave if. 

8. In no case will medical property and supplies be fvrmalti? 
transferred except under tbe authority of orders from General 
Headquarters; nor will it be turned over by one officer to another 
under any conditions except such as prescribed under lire foregoing 
paragraph. 

9. In preparing memorandum receipts covering hospital eqtiip- 
ment and medical property Issued for temporary use in the field, 
the medical officer commanding the Hospital Corps may invoice 
the several units making up the regimental field hospital equip- 
ment (see paragraph 892, Manual for the Medical Department. V. 
H. Army) each as a whole — if they are complete. For example: Tbe 
detached service chest may In 1 Invoiced as "1 detached service 
chest, complete" — If it Is complete: but. If there be any articles 
missing, there should be noted beneath the above suggested entry, 
"Except medicine glass in wooden case, razor and tongue depress- 
or," or, as the case may be. 

It). The medical officer to whom the hospital equipment or 
other medical property is temporarily turned over on memorandum 
receipt, /should in no ease accomplish the receipt until he ft«* veri- 
fied each unit of the equipment by the list of articles com] wising 
such unit, as shown In the Manual for the Medical Depart incut. U. 
S. Army, If there l»e missing any article or articles shown on the 
memorandum receipt which is tendered him. he will make notation 
to that effect on the margin of the receipt, signing such notation, 
and will furnish the officer issuing the property to lifui certificate 
by himself and one other disinterested person as to the shortage. 

11- Upon the turning in of hospital equipment, or other medi- 
cal property, by any medical officer to whom it has been Issued 
upon memorandum receipt, he will furnish certificate, in triplicate 
accounting for any supplies (with particular reference to medicines, 
food, dressings, etc.) which may have been property used up in 
service, and which articles are indicated in the Mauual fur the 
Medical Department ns being expendable. He will nccount for a 
shortage in any property not designated as "expendable" by fur- 
nishing affidavits in triplicate setting forth In detail alt facts and 
circumstances relating to the loss or damage of the article or ar- 
ticles in question, which testimony embraced In the affidavits must 
be sufficiently explicit and detailed to enable the surveying offices 
who may be appointed to determine whether or not the loss or 
damage has been due to the fault or neglect of any perms can- 
earned, and to fix responsibility therefor. The officer resin nisi hie 
for the property may submit also the affidavits {in t rip] ha re | of 
any other officer or of any other person having knowledge of the 
facts and circumstances involved, and he must do so. when he has 
no personal knowledge of the matter. 

12. The lieutenant commanding the Hospital Corps, being the 
officer accountable for tbe hospital equipment and medical p r ope rt y , 
will file two of the cert lflea tea furnished him as to authorized 
expenditures of supplies, with his next Annual Return of Medical 
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Property ; but, in the case of losses or damage to unexpeudibie 
articles, tie will Immediately forward tlie affidavits, In triplicate, 
which have beeo furnished him, to The Adjutant General, with 
request for the apiiointuient of a surveying officer. 

13. The War Department Regulations for the Organized .Mili- 
tia prescribe that survey proceedings must be obtained as soon as 
the loss or damage to any public military property has been dis- 
covered, and application for the appointment of a surveying officer 
can be niado either by the officer who is accountable or by the 
officer responsible for property, 

14. When detachments of the Hospital Corps are sent into 
the held, as hereinbefore provided for, no memorandum receipt 
need l>e required covering the uniforms and persomil equipment 
of enlisted men. For this class of property the men will be directly 
and continuously responsible to the lieutenant permanently com- 
manding the entire corps. The property should be cheeked out to 
them and receipted for by them as issued to them Individually, and, 
upon the return of a detachment from any tour of duty, it should 
be verified and checked by the commanding officer of the corps. 
before the men are dismissed and permitted to go to their homes. 
Any shortages which may be found to exist In the personal equip- 
ment of the men' should immediately be accounted for by the sub- 
mission of testimony for surveying proceedings, if after informal 
investigation by the commanding officer he believes the circum- 
stances under which the loss occurred such as to show no neglect 
or fault upon the part of the soldier; otherwise the money value 
of the article or articles lost will be collected. 

15. In equipping and forwarding detachments of the Hospital 
Corps for duty In the field, the Commanding Officer of the corps 
will execute the orders issued him with the ul most dispatch, to the 
end that there may be no unnet-essary delay In providing medical 
service when required. 

16. In the care of all property entrusted to him, the medical 
officer commanding the Hospital Corps will require the detach- 
ments under him to care for the particular property relating to 
their respective detachments. He wili require them to keep all 
instruments hi perfect condition, and will, by frequent inspection, 
see that this is done, and will personally superintend the work if 
necessary, 

IT. When the medical eases are not in use, all corrosive medi- 
cines wilt be removed from the cases (to avoid possible damage 
to the latter) and will be carefully stored wliere they can he con- 
veniently and quickly replaced in the cases to which they relate. 
All medicines will be frequently examined and tested, and. where 
deterioration is shown, such medicines will be immediately re- 
placed. All medicine chests and cases of dressings will tie main- 
tained in a state of readiness for immediate use, and timely requisi- 
tions will be made, as frequently as may lie necessary to supply de- 
ficiencies and replace articles rendered unserviceable by deteriora- 
tion. The careful observance of this requirement is enjoined, and 
the medical officer in command of the Hospital Corps and in charge 
of the medical property will be held rigidly accountable for any 
failure or neglect in this respect. 
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18. The Acting Surgeon General wlil make a careful Inspection 
of all medical property and it applies at least once In every three 
months, to see that the rules and regulations prescrll'ed under this 
order are faithfully and efficiently complied with. He will briefly 
report the result of each such inspection to Tbe Adjutant General. 

Id. The ambulances and other means of transportation relat- 
ing to the regimental field hospitals and other detachments of the 
Hospital Corps, wlil be retained la the custody or the Quarter- 
master General, and will be issued direct to organizations in the 
field, upon memorandum receipts, when required.

GENERAL ORDERS. 
No. 25. 

1. As announced under General Order No. 22. c. s., from these 
headquarters, the Second Regiment Infantry will participate in 
joint maneuvers with organizations of the Regular Army at Chick- 
amaugua Park, Georgia, July 1 to 10, inclusive, 1910. The organi- 
zations composing this regiment will leave their respective stations 
at such time as to enable them to reach Jacksonville, Florida, by 
noon of June 30, and the regiment will leave Jacksonville in such 
time as to reach Lytle, Georgia, not later than 5 o'clock a, m., on 
July 1. 

2. Immediately upon the arrival of the regiment at Chickama- 
ugua Park, its commanding officer will report to the Commanding 
General. Department of the Gulf, U, S. Army, the commanding of- 
ficer of the camp. 

3. The routing of troops from their respective stations and 
for the return journey wilt be under the direction of the Acting 
Quartermaster General, with whom commanding officers are auth- 
orized to correspond, if necessary, relative to transportation ar- 
rangements. 

4. Post commanders are charged with the execution of all 
details of preparation for this tour of duty, and will be responsible 
for the preliminary instruction and proper equipment of the troops 
at their respective posts. 

Preliminary Instruction". 

."i. That the regiment may realize the greatest possible benefit 
from these maneuvers, it is important that each unit shall receive 
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auch preliminary Instruction and drht as will fully prepare it for 
efficient and comprehensive participation in the exercises which the 
program for the occasion includes. In this connection it is enjoined 
that all commanding officers read carefully the circular Issued 
from the Headquarters, Department of the Gulf, U. S, Army under 
date of May 4, 1910, and that they carry out and l>e governed by 
the instructions contained therein with reference to the preliminary 
Inst ruction of their cooitnanda. 

Discipline. 

0. Good order must he maintained at all times in the regiment 
and its units while en route to and from and at this camp. It is 
expected that the deportment of till members of the organism ion 
will be such as to reflect credit upon the State and upon the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida. No unruly or boisterous conduct, inter- 
ference with citizens or depredations upon private property will he 
permitted. Commanding officers will take such steps us may l>e 
necessary to guard against such occurrences and will be held rigidly 
to account for the conduct of the men under them. The senior 
officer on each train will be responsible for the maintenance of 
proper discipline among the troops on such train. It Is expected 
and required that every officer and soldier shall exercise his best 
efforts toward the preservation of good order, and that they 
promptly report any breach of discipline that may come under their 
observation and employ such measures as may he necessary to pre- 
vent or check it The regimental commander will appoint a sum- 
niary court as soon as the regiment is assembled, before Which will 
be arraigned and tried any enlisted men guilty of breaches of dis- 
cipline. He will also prefer, or cause to be preferred, charges 
against any officer failing to meet the responsibilities Imposed 
i ; ruler this paragraph. 

Attendance. 

T. Deaves of absence and furloughs for officers and enlisted 
men of the Second Regiment Infantry, covering the i>eriod of this 
tour of duty, will only he granted for cogent reasons. Applications 
for leave must receive the consideration of the Governor, and fur- 
loughs will be granted only by the Regimental Commander. 

8. The attention of all officers is invited to paragraph 1S5 of 
the War Department Regulations for the Organized Militia, which, 
ae amended, is as follows : 

185. Hereafter when any portion of the Organised Militia 
of any State, Territory, or the District of Columbia partici- 
pates in the encampment, maneuvers, and field instruction of 
any part of the Regular Army, under the provisions of Sec-lion 
15, of the Act of January 21, 1903, they may, after being duly 
mustered by an officer of the Regular Army, he paid at any 
time after eueh muBter for the period from the date of leaving 
the home rendezvous to date of return thereto as determined 
in advance, both dates inclusive, and such payment, if other- 
wise correct, shall pass to the credit of the paymaster making 
the same. 

The officer of the Regular Army who makes the muster

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prescribed herein will, In connection therewith, make a careful 
inspection of the personnel and report specifically as to 
whether the troops are by training, discipline, armament, uni- 
form, and equipment prepared for active duty in the field, and 
if not, in what respect they are deficient. The muster rolls 
will have entered opposite the name of each enlisted man the 
date of his enlistment, and no enlisted man will be mustered 
for pay who has not been a bona fide member of the organiza- 
tion for at least three months prior to the date of the encamp- 
ment, maneuvers, or exercises, or has not had equivalent ser- 
vice In the Army, Marine Corps, or Organized Militia of the 
Fnited States, or who has not been a student at an educational 
institution at which military instruction is given, and who has 
not received the elementary Instruction of recruits prescribed 
ns requisite by the War Department. 

The muster and insjiectiou prescribed herein will be made 
as near as practicable at the close of the Joint encampment, 
maneuvers, or exercises, and at a time that will interfere as 
little as possfble with the execution of the program of instruc- 
tion. 

In all organizations where there are men who have been en- 
listed within the three months next preceding the date for the com- 
mencement of this encampment, the commanding officer will certify 
to The Adjutant General the names of any of such men who have 
not had the previous military service or training which is pre- 
scribed as requisite under the foregoing paragraph, with request 
that they lie excused from participation in this tour of duty. 

9. Paragraph 5, of War Department General Order, No. 63, 
c. p.. Is as follows : 

"It Is the purpose of the Department fu carrying out the 
s.-heme of instruction outlined In this order to approximate 
on the march and in camp, as nearly as may be. the conditions 
of field service in time of war. The flooring of tents and the 
like semi-permanent arrangements are therefore not authorized 
and as the object is to perfect the field training of the troops, 
the maximum of drills, exercises and problems looking to that 
end is enjoined, together with the minimum of formal cere- 
monies and a total absence of merely spectacular exhibitions." 

In accordance with the plans of the War Department for con- 
forming the conditions under which this tour of duty will be per- 
formed to those which would obtain In field service during time 
of war, no unnecessary Impedimenta will be taken into the field by 
any organization. 

10. The equipment of each soldier will he restricted to the 
clothing on his person. Including ; 

Service breeches, khaki. 

Service coat, khaki, 

Service hat, 

Olive-drab service shirt, 

Underclothing, 

Stockings, 

Russet leather marching shoes, 

laggings. 
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The "field kit" as prescribed under paragraph 133 of the War 
Department Regulations for the Organized Militia (Except ammu- 
nition, ration and overcoat), and: 
1 bedsack. 

In no case will enlisted men be permitted to take with them 
trunks, salt-cases or hand baggage of any character whatsoever, 

11. The arms and equipment of officers will be such as Is 
prescribed for field service under paragraph a. of General urdex 
No. 21, series of 1908, from these headquarters, to which the at- 
tention of all officers is specially directed and by which they will 
lie governed 

12. Each organisation will take with It into the field Its full 
allowance of tentage, tools and utensils, as prescribed under para- 
graphs 134 and 135 of the War Department Regulations for the 
Organized Militia.

13. In all matters relating to the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment the Instructions set oat in Circular No. 8, c. a., from the 
Headquarters Department of the Gulf, D. S. Army, will govern, and 
the careful study of such circular and the faithful observant* of 
the Instructions and rules thereby published are enjoined upon all 
officers concerned in the movement of these troops. 

14. At each post the commanding officer will designate a com* 
petent and experienced officer to have charge of the movement 
of camp equipage, its loading, the entraining of the troops, etc. 
This officer will have charge of all transi*>rtation matter* I subject, 
of course, to the supervision of his commanding officer), until his 

■ MULuiand has reached the regimental rendezvous at Jacksonville, 
when all such arrangements will devolve upon the Regimental 
Quartermaster, and such officer or officers as may lie designated 
by the Regimental Commander to assist him. 

Wagon Transportation: 

15. The hiring of such wagon transportation as may be abao- 
lutely necessary at each home station of the troops Is authorized 
for moving the camp equipage of organizations from their armo- 
ries to the point of en training, and for returning aueh equipage to 
the armories after the return joomey. This service will be engaged 
after the manner prescribed under paragraph 1Z of Circular No. 8, 
ft s., from General Headquarters, Department of the Gulf, V. 8. 
Army, When the service has been completed, pro[ier dills will be 
obtained and will be certified by the officer who engaged it. In ink 
and over his official signature, as follows: "1 certify that this ac- 

■ "ii nt Is correct and Just, and in accordance with the accepted bid 
for this service." The bills, as thus certified to. will then be for- 
warded direct to the Chief Quartermaster. Department of the Gnlf. 
I', ft, Army, at Atlanta. Georgia, for settlement. 

l!or*e» for Officer*, and Draft Animal* : 

16. Saddle horses will be furnished for all field, staff ami 
department officers whose duties require them to be mounted These

horses will lie secured, uuder contract, by the Acting Quartermaster 
Ueneml. Tuey will be entrained at Jacksonville, and will be as- 
signed for the use of Individual officers by the Regimental Quarter- 
master under the direction of the Regimental Commander. 

17. A sufficient number of saddle horses for the use of tbe 
prescribed orderlies, and of draft animals for the ambulance of 

tbe regimental hospital will also be supplied through the Acting 
Quartermaster General. 

IS. Ail animals employed during tbis tour of duty will remain 
in the care and custody of the contractor furnishing them at all 
times except during the hours when actually and properly in use 
for military puriwses. 

Kaiijwad Transportation. 

19. Railroad transportation for this movement being provided 
(or uuder special contract, separate transportation for individuals 
cannot be furnished. Transportation will be provided only from 
the posts of the several organizations milking up tbe regiment, and 
all probers, and,, enlisted men traveling from that point will be 
covered by one transportation request, which request will be fur- 
nished tbe commanding officer at each post (without application 
therefor) by the Actiug Quartermaster General. 

20. Transportation requests thus Issued to post commanders 
will cover the transiwrtation of their commands from their re- 
spective home stations to the rendezvous of the regiment (Jack- 
sonville) and return. L'pon tbe presentation of such requests to 
the local agents of the railroad upon which they are drawn, round 
trip tickets will lie received, and tbe commanding officer will retain 
iu his personal possession the return coupons of the tickets so sujv- 
plied him, until they are required for the use of bis command 
upon its return journey from Jacksonville to its home station. 

21. Transportation requests will be furnished the Regimental 
Quartermaster for the movement of the entire regiment from 
Jacksonville to Lytle, Georgia, and return. 

OKBTii'iOATt: of Officers Handling Transportation Requests. 

22. To each officer to whom transportation requests are is- 
sued will be supplied by the Actiug Quartermaster General a form 
<if certificate for reporting the actual number of officers and en- 
listed men for whom return transportation is supplied. These-fornis 
will be carefully preserved by the officers to whom they are is- 
sued, and they will be carefully and accurately filled out, signed 
and forwarded by mail to the Acting Quartermaster General of 
Florida, together with any unused portions of return tickets, at 
.s'jon (J* tfie officers -ii-are reocfterf their home stations. 



Crrtiftmk'as to Conditiotf if Train Equipment: 

23.^11 Is made'Jth^TOJity of . tb« commanding officer at each 
post to carefully humect and examine the passenger coaches and 
baggage cars asslgneu for the use of his command ; such Inspection 
to be made at the time of entrainmeut and in company with tbe 
train conductor, or other authorfzed representative of the railroad. 
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Careful note wlii ire made of any broken glasses, damaged seats 
or other defects lu ttie train equipmeut, nnd such defects will 1* 
called to the attention of the railroad representative. At the end 
of the journey, and at the time of detraining, or Just prior to de- 
training, a second inspection will he made, and, if the coaches and 
care have suffered no damage or injury at the hands of the troop*. 
the train conductor or authorized railroad representative will lie 
asked to accomplish a form of certificate to lie supplied for that 
purpose; which certificate will he promptly forwarded by mail tn 
the Acting Quartermaster General of Florida. Should it be found 
that any damage has been done to the train equipment hy the 
troops, the extent of such Injury will he agreed upon by the com- 
manding officer and the conductor or other representative of the 
railroad, and rejiorl oi the facts ami dtoCUtUStSMM ""ill he niudc 
on the reverse side of the form of certificate nnd will be jointly 
signed. 

All enlisted meu will be cautioned lief ore leaving their home 
stations that they will lie held resixrasible foe, any damage to the 
train equipment, and. should any such damage or injury be done, 
the commanding officer will immediately institute investigation to 
fix resjKinsihility for the same, and, this having been done, an 
amount will be collected from the responsible offlcei;.or soldier suf- 
ficient to cover the cost of such damages and such disciplinary ac- 
tion as may seem proper will also be applied. 

24. The quartermaster of the regiment wilj at the time of 
leaving Jacksonville send a telegram to the Chief Quartermaster, 
IT. S. Army, Maneuver Camp. Fort Gglethorpe. Georgia, briefly 

embodying the following facts :

2. Time of expected arrival at destinntion.

If any delays occur en route which are likely to materially 
delay the arrival at destination, a further telegram should be dis- 
patched to the Chief Quartermaster of the Maneuver Camp, advis- 
ing him- of such delay. 

St'BSlSTENCK Befabtment. 

2o. The rules and regulations governing subsistence matter* 
as published in the Circular from the Headquarters Depnrt.ni en t of 
the Gulf. V. S. Army, under date of Maj- 4. 11)10. should be care- 
fully studied and faithfully observed. 

Cvoked Meal/i for the. Ooinij Jnitrni h : 

2G. The railroad schedules for this movement i having lieen 
announced, the commanding officer at each Station of the troops 
will ascertain the probable length of time that their commands 
wili be en route, and will then, through circular letters to dealers, 
invite proposals for furnishing such number of cooked meals as 
may be required for the enlisted men of their commands duriiii: 
the actual time of travel. 

27, The purchase of snob cooked meals for the entire going 
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Journey Is authorized ; but the pay for such service shall not ex- 
ceed twenty-five cents per meal. 

28. Meals will be purchased for enlisted men only. 

29. Vouchers for cooked meals purchased as adore authorized 
will be prepared on Subsistence Form No. 7. The signature of the 
contractor will be obtained, it will be certified as correct by the 
purchasing officer, and the voucher, as thus prepared, will then be 
delivered to the Chief Commissary ot the Maneuver Camp at 
Chickamniurua Park, on the day of arrival there. 

Ration* in Camp : 

30. The camp at Chicka manga Park being of the character 
of a "permanent camp." the use of the "garrison ration" has been 
authorized. Ration returns should be so prepared. 

31. Rations are issued only for enlisted men. 

32. The commanding oflicer of each company, the Adjutant 
(for the Rand) and the Sturgeon (for the Hospital Corps detach- 
ment) will prepare ration returns (on Form No. 24. Subsistence 
Department) for five days' rations, and will turn them in to the 
Regimental Adjutant immediately upon, arrival at Ike regimental 
rendezvous at Jacksonville. 

33. The commanding officer of the regiment will cause the 
ration returns so turned in to be consolidated, and will, prior to 
arrival at Chtckamatigua Park, prepare a ration return for the reg- 
iment (on Form No. 24, Sut>sistenee Department ) , for five days' 
rations ; which return will be presented to the Adjutant General of 
the Camp immediately upon arrival thereat. 

Travel Rations for the Return Journey; 

34. For the return journey travel rations will be drawn. 

35. The purchase of liquid coffee for each meal of the return 
journey is authorized; the allowance being seven cents for each 
man per mea! ; which amount is intended to provide a pint of 
coffee for each soldier. 

30. The purchase of liquid coffee for meals en route home 
from Lytle. Georgia, may Ite made as far as Jacksonville by the 
commissary of each train section for the enlisted men of all organi- 
zations thereon, if the commanding officer so directs. Or, such 
purchases may tie made independently, by the commanding officer 
of each company for the entire home journey, as may be most 
practical ile and convenient. 

37. Vouchers for purchases of liquid coffee will be prepared 
on Form No. 7, Subsistence Department. They will be signed by 
the contractor, certified as correct by the purchasing oflicer, and 
mallet! direct to the Chief Commissary, Department of the Gulf, 
U, ,S. Army, al Atlanta, Georgia, as soon as the purchasing officer 
has reached his home station. 

Vouchers: 

38. Specimens of Form No. 7. Sultsistence Department, made 
up as vouchers for the purchase of cooked meals, and others made 



up as vouchers for purchases of liquid coffee, will be supplied to 
each officer who will be required to use these forms. They should 
be carefully observed and followed In the preparation of regular 
vouchers. 

39. Vouchers must be complete as to alt data required, must 
be made out and signed in ink, and, if practicable, be free from 
alteration and erasures of any bind Any alterations or erasures 
of a voucher must be certified by the separate signatures of the 
contractor and the purchasing officer; otherwise the vouchers will 
not be accepted. 

Medical Depabtment. 

40. The officers of the Medical Department attached to the 
Second Infantry will be governed as to their duties in connection 
with this tour of field service by the instructions set out In the 
Circular from the Headquarters of the Department of the Gnlf, U. 
S. Army, under date of May 4, 1910, and by such other orders and 
directions as they may subsequently receive from competent au- 
thority. 

Hospital Corps • 

41. The Commanding Officer of the Hospital Corps at Jack- 
sonville, Florida, will detail one-half of the enlisted strength of 
his detachment, with at least one competent and experienced non- 
commissioned officer, to accompany the Second Regiment Infantry 
under this order. This detachment, so detailed, will be fully uni- 
formed and equipped for field service and will be ordered to report 
to the Surgeon of the Second Regiment Infantry, upon the arrival 
of that officer at Jacksonville, Florida, on June 30. 

42. The Commanding Officer of the Hospital Corps will per- 
sonally Inspect tbe equipment nnrt field kits of each soldier before 
the departure of this detachment from Us home station, and will 
see ibat they are fully prepared, us provided for under ibis order, 
for tit 'hi service. 

43. Cooked meals for the detachmeut en route to ■ 'tiieks- 
maugiui I'urk will be purchased by the Commandlus Officer of the 
Hospital Corps. Rations at camp and for the return journey will 
be provided for by the Surgeon of the Second Infantry. 

l-'ie Id Hospital BquipTnent : 

44. All necessary tentage and full equipment for a regimental 
field hospital will be issued to the Surgeon of the Second Regiment 
Infantry, at Jacksonville, upon memorandum receipt, by the Acting 
Quartermaster General. Upon the return of the regiment thia 
equipment will be turned In to tbe Acting Quartermaster General, 
who will be at Jacksonville to receive it. 

Pat Department. 

45. Blank pay rolls (Form No. 32), will lie supplied to each 
organization in advance, and, In the preparation of such rolls, com- 
ma ading officers will be governed by the rales set out in the Cir- 
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cnlar from the Headquarters. Department of the Gulf, V. S, Anuy. 
under date of May 4, 1010. 

4';. One copy of the i>ay roll mill be prejiared by the wm- 
manding officer of each organization before leaving It* tiome sta- 
tion. These will be turned In to the Regimental Adjutant upon the 
day of arrival at the canip. and will then be submitted to the Cnlef 
Paymaster of the camp, who will revise and return them. The 
required number of rolls will then be prepared from thin corrected 
copy. 

47. In preparing the pan roll*, follow can-fully the directions 
printed on the form.

4S. No am munition of any character whatsoever will be taken 
to camp by any organisation. Commanding officers will make care- 
ful Inspection before leaving their home stations to make sure that 
no soldier has ammunition In his possession, and such officers will 
be held rigidly resjioiisllile for the enforcement of this provision.

1. As announced under General Order No. 22, c «.. from these 
headquarters, the First Regl merit Infantry, N. O. F., will encamp 
at the State Gamp Grounds, near Yukon. Florida, July 14 to 21. 
inclusive. The Commanding Officer Company K, Second Regiment 
Infantry, will also report, with his company, to the Commanding

Sanitary arrangement*. 

39. The senior medical officer of the regiment will he sanitary 
Inspector of the camp; he will hare general supervision over alt 
sanitary matters In the camp ; he will make dally inspection of 
the Jntrines, lavatories, bathing bouses, kitchens, tents, garbage 
vessels, etc. When any defects are noted he will promptly re- 
port them to the regimental commander for correct inn. 

40. A sanitary win ml from the Hospital Corps w111 be organ- 
ised. It will perform the necessary work of camp sanitation, will 
supervise the work of the civilian scavengers, and wilt note and 
remedy all defects in sanitation. This squad will not, however. 
take the place of the regular camp police, which Is a part of the 
routine dally fatigue of nil soldiers, it will bt the duty of the 
sanitary squad'to observe whether the camp is or Is not |iro|ierly 
policed by police parties: to Inspect frequently each day the 
latrines and lavatories and to see that they are kept clean and 
properly used. The sn Hilary squad will see that the garbage 
cans are kept clean and that they are emptied daily and that 
they are burned out to make them free from odor. Any Irregu- 
larities observed by the sanitary squad will he reported to the 
regimental surgeon, who will see that they are corrected. If 
possible, 

41. The sheds. seats and surroundings of latrines will be kept 
constantly In efficient police by one or more men detailed for that 
purpose from the companies using the same. A barrel of lime 
will be kept in each latrine and will be liberally used. 

42. Solid and liquid garbage will be placed in separate water- 
tight cans or barrels; under no circumstances will either be 
thrown upon the ground. All garbage will )>e collected each day 
by sanitary carts and disposed of outside tbe camp area. If 
practicable garbage will be burned; otherwise It will be burled. 

43. The kitchen garbage vessels must be kept covered and 
will be cleaned dally by the cooks and kitchen police. The ground 
about the kitchen and messing places will be kept free from 
refuae. Cooks will be required to be neat nnd clean In person. 

44. Bath houses will be kept clean by men properly detailed 
for that purpose from the organizations using them. 

45. The interiors of tents will be maintained In a state of 
scrupulous cleanliness. All clothing and bedding will tie carried 
out and exposed to sunlight dally. Tent walls will be raised dur- 
ing the day time In fair weather. 

46. Water used for drinking purposes will be kept In covered 
barrels fitted with faucets. The barrels will be set on a box or 
framework so that the faucets are four feet from tbe ground. 
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Water will lie taken from the barrels in 110 other WSJ than by 
being drawn off through the faucets. 

Ho.*t>ital nervicc : 

47. The regimental field hospital will he established and will 
he under the Immediate direction of the senior medical officer of 
the regiment. 

4S. Men so ill as to require continuous treatment in bed, or 
who may lie e?o disabled as to preclude the performance of further 
military duty by theui during the encampment, will not be kept 
in camp, but will, If practicable, be sent home. 

49. AJ1 officers aud enlisted men will l>e thoroughly examined 
physical !y before leaving their home stations, aud those who are 
not in physical condition for active held service, or who might 
become a source of infection to the camp, will be left at home. 

00. Foodstuffs procured for use as nourishment for the sick 
will not he expended except under the direction of surgeons in 
charge of the Held hospital and for the subsistence of patients 
reqiiiriug a special diet.

SI. The troops will he paid for eight days, from July 14 to 21,

52. A paymaster will lie detailed to attend this encampment 
for the purpose of giving such Instruction as may be necessary 
to the preparation of pay rolls.

No purchase or expenditures, of any character whatso- 
ever, other than those provided for under this order, or which 
may be specially authorised in writing by the Chief of Staff, will 
be made hy any officer or eu listed man In the military service In 
the name of the State. Bills covering accounts otherwise in- 
curred will not be paid and the responsible officer or soldier will 
be subjected to disciplinary action, 

58. 1'pon the conclusion of the encampment the Camp Com- 
mander will direct the return of the several companies to their 
respective home stations; but will require them, before leaving 
camp, to thoroughly police the grounds that they have occupied

duty the Commanding Olhcer, First Infantry, will submit a com-

438. An allowance will tie paid quarterly to the i-ominnnding 
officer of each company, troop and machine-gun platoon, to the 
medical officers commandlnc regimental detachments of the Hos- 
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pltal Corps, ami to the chief musicians of bunds, upon their requis- 
Ition, approved by the post commander and by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 

438-a, Requisitions for such quarterly allowance will be made 
upon Lbe prescribed form, and, when approved, will be forwarded 
by jxjst eounuanders direct to tbe office of Tbe Adjutant General. 

438-b. Post commanders will not. approve requisitions for quar- 
terly allowance unless they know that the officer submitting such 
requisition Is entitled by law and under the Regulations to draw 
such allowance, nor uidess the requisition is submitted under such 
conditions as will admit of its approval at the office of The Adju- 
tant General. Tbey will not forward a requisition unless satis- 
fied that the officer making the same has rendered all stated re- 
ports required of him for tbe period to whicb tbe requisition re- 
lates. 

438-c. Requisitions for quarterly allowance will not be ap- 
proved by The Adjutant General — 

1. When tbe accountable officer has not properly ac- 

counted for public moneys previously issued to or beld 
by him; 

2. Wben the requisition does not reach the office of The 

Adjutant General within the quarter next succeeding 
the one for which allowance is asked; 

3. When it appears that Hie company, troop, detachment 

or band has not assembled at least six times during 
the quarter for drill and Instruction : 

4. When the average attendance at regular drills during 

tbe quarter has fallen below sixty per cent, of the ac- 
tual strength of the organization: 

Si When the commanding officer lias tailed to prepare 
and forward his Account Current, Annual Return of 
Public Property, Annual Report of Target Firing and 
Classification, Muster Roll, Quarterly Return and 
Drill Report or other regular reports which he Is re- 
quired to render at stated times with relation to the 
organization ; 

< 0. When, for other reasons, payment may be suspended by 
order of the Governor. 

430. An allowance will be paid annually to the Quartermaster 
of the Brigade and of each regiment aud battalion ; to the Surgeon 
General and to inspectors of small arms practice, u]hhi their requis- 
ition, approved (except in the case of the Surgeon General) by the 
commanding officer of their respective organizations, and by The 
Adjutant General. 

439-a. Requisitions for annual allowances will he made upon 
the prescribed form, and, when approved, will lie forwarded by 
commanding officers direct to the office of The Adjutant General. 

439-b. Commanding officers will not approve requisitions for 
annual rillowaucc unless such requisitions are properly prepared 
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and cover a period for which payment lias not already been made. 
They will not forward a requisition unless satisfied that the officer 
making the same hus rendered alt stared report* required of liliu 
and due from Mm up to and including the date of the requisition. 

439-c, Requisitions for annual allowance will not be approved 
by The Adjutant General — 

1. When the officer submitting the same has not properly 

accounted for all public moneys previously Issued to 
or held by him. 

2. When the requisition does not reach the office of The 

Adjutant General within the fiscal year to which it 
relates. 

a. When the accountable officer has failed to prepare and 
forward an Account Current or Annual tteturn of 
Public Military Property for the period when last due. 

4. When, for other reasons, payment may be suspended by 
order or the Governor. 

439-d. Requisitions, when disapproved ut the office of The Ad- 
jutant General, will be returned through the same channels to the 
officers who forwarded them ; provided, however, that action upon 
a requisition may be Busiiended for a reasonable time within the 
period during which It Is payable to afford farther opportunity for 
an officer to file required reports, etc. 

440. Every officer receiving and disbursing public moneys shall 
render an Account Current at the end of each fiscal year; when re* 
Ueved from office, and whenever si»ec!aJt.v called ui»>n to do ho by 
order of the Governor, livery such officer shall also keep a cash 
book In which he shall enter every cash transaction, making a com- 
plete entry In detail. At the end of each fiscal year he shall bal- 
ance the account and shall see that his cash balamv. as shown 
therein, agrees with the balance shown by his Account Current for 
the same period, and wit h the actual cash on hand. 

441. Every disbursement must be represented by a voucher 
showing in detail tbe number iinil description of article* pttTCtaMd, 
or character of service rendered. Every voucher must show the 
date on which the purchase was made or service was rendered, and 
must bear the receipt of the party to whom payment was made. 
The prescribed form of voucher furnished from the office of The 
Adjutant General must be used. 

441 -a. Every voucher must bear the approval of the officer 
authorized to mate or to order the disbursement, or must be sup- 
ported by a copy of the order authorizing the disbursement. The 
correctness of tbe voucher must also be certified to by the officer 
making the disbursement, which certificate will be in the following 
form "I certify that the Articles named alwve have been received 
by me in good condition, or the service performed as stated ; that 
they were necessary In the public service; that tbe prices charged 
are just, reasonable, and In accordance with agreement, and that 
payment of the account has this day been made by me from public 
moneys held by me In my official military ca|>aciry." 
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441- b. An officer will have credit for a disbursement made in 
obedience to the order of bis commanding officer ; provided that a 
copy of the order (if written) be attached to tne voucher covering 
the disbursement, or that the verbal direction to make the dis- 
htifseineni be afterward confinued by the commanding officer with 
his approval, in writing, upon the face of the voucher, Commanding 
officers will not order a disbursement, however, for any purpose 
not authorized by law or Regulations, and, when credit for a ciis- 
hantenient is allowed, It will be charged against the officer who 
ordered it. 

441-i'. Quartermasters are not authorized to make disburse- 
ments from public moneys held by them for their organizations ex- 
cept upon the order of their commanding officers. 

442, Disbursements are classified either as expenditures or 
purchases. All vouchers for expenditures will lie numbered con- 
secutively and entered upon the form "Abstract of Expenditures," 
which is a voucher to the Account Current. All vouchers for pur- 
chases will he separately numbered and entered upon the form 
"Abstract of Purchases," which is also a voucher to the Account 
Current. 

442-a. An expenditure may be defined as a disbursement cov- 
ering a service, or from which no tangible property Is realized ; as 
for example — a payment for services rendered, for lights, postage 
stamps, hauling, etc. 

442-h. X purchase may be defined as a disbursement by which 
tangible property is acquired. 

442-c. Whenever a |HI» lull is made the property so acquired 
will lie taken up aud accounted for upon the next Return of Public 
Military Property of the officer who makes the purchase. For which 
reason four copies of the Alwtntct of Purchases will always be 
made, two fair use with tin* Account Current ami two fur use with 
the Return of Public Military Property. 

442-d. The annual and quarterly allowances |*iid to quarter- 
masters and to commanding officers of companies, troops and de- 
tachments and to chief musicians of bands is by law provided "for 
the maintenance of such organizations and for the care of all public 
pro|>erty entrusted to their charge.'' aud It is also "Provided, that 
the payment of these allowances shall be subject to such rules and 
restrictions as may be prescribed by the Regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the National Guard of Florida." 

442-e, The term "for the maintenance of such organizations" 
shall in' understood to npply imri shall lie limited to such disburse- 
ments as are specially authorized under these Regulations, and to 
disbursements for such other purposes only as may be specifically 
authorized by the Governor. No disbursement will be ordered by 
a commanding officer whtch is not authorized under these Regula- 
tions or without authority from the Governor obtained upon appli- 
cation to the office of The Adjutant General. 

442-f, Disbursements of public moneys are authorized for pur- 
chases of stationery for official use : of materials for cleaning and 
repairing uniforms, arms and equipments; of materials for clean- 
ing and repairing armories ; of materials for constructing or repair- 
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ins po racks or lockers ; of materia Is for constructing or repairing 
in-door or out-door rltle ranges : of individual lockers; of military 
books and publications not obtainable upon requisition ; of neces- 
sary furniture for armories such as chairs, tables, desks, filing 
cases or cabinets, sectional book cases, files for letters or docu- 
ments, etc. 

442-g. Expenditures of public moneys are authorised for the 
payment of sheriff's fees in summary court cases where the de- 
fendants have been acquitted : for (mstage. official telegrams, lights, 
fuel, water, insurance on State property. Printline: Tor hauling, 
freight or express charges on military stores; for hire of Janitors 
or armorers charged with the doty of keeping the arms, uniforms 
and equipments of the organisation In good condition; for labor 
in cleaning or repairing the arms, uniforms or equipments of the 
organization; for labor in cleaning, repairing or improving the 
armory of the organization ; fur liiWr In constructing or repairing 
gun racks ami lockers; for liilwr In constructing or repairing in- 
door or out-door rifle ranges. 

443. In transferring public funds from one officer to another, 
Invoices and receipts wilt show date and place of transfer, the 
mime. rank, office and organization of the officer making the trans- 
fer ; the kind of funds transferred, and the amount transferred 
under each heading. The receiving officer will Indorse upon the 
invoice the date of receipt and file it with his nest Account Cur- 
rent, upon which he will take up the funds. Receipts will be dated, 
signed and immediately returned to the transferring officer, who 
will tile them with his next Account Current, upon which he will 
take credit for the amount transferred. 

444. When an officer who is accountable for public moneys is 
relieved from duty, he will certify the outstanding debts of his of- 
fice or of the organization, if there l»e any, to his successor. Unless 
otherwise ordered, he will turn over to his successor any balance of 
public moneys remaining In his possession, formally transferring 
the same. 

445. Upon the disbuuilment of an organization, the officer ac- 
countable for public moneys, will, after the payment of all out- 
standing and proper accounts, make a cafe return of all public 
moneys remaining in his itossewrion by transferring tbem to The 
Adjutant General. lie will also Immediately prepare and submit 
it final Account Current covering all receipts and disbursements 
since the date of his Inst account, and showing the final disposition 
of the balance of funds which he may have had on band. 

446. Whenever any State military property is ordered to be 
sold, unless otherwise directed the proceeds of such sale will be 
taken up upon the next Account Current of the officer making the 
sale, nnd special report of the sale will be made to The Adjutant 
Central upon the prescribed form. 

440-a. All moneys received or collected as fines Imposed by 
summary courts will be taken up upon the next Account Current of 
the accountable officer of the organization to which the delinquent 
belongs.

The following amendments to the United States' Manual of 
Guard Duty, as announced under General Order No. 210 of the 
i -u r relit series from tlie War Department, are hereby published 
for the information and guidance of tlie National Guard of Ekir- 
Ida: 

Paragraphs 11, 12. 10. 20, 22, 25, 27, 29, 31, 34, 40.91, 189, 190, 
2S2. 384, 394 and 417, Manual of Guard Duty, as amended to read 
us follows ; 

11. As far us the exigencies of the service will permit, detach- 
ments for aii service will be formed by taking battalions, compan- 
ies, platoons, or other subdivisions in turn, according to the roster, 
(A. R. mi.) 

12. At all iiosts or stations where there are two or more com- 
panies, guard and fatigue duties will lie twrformed in turn by or- 
ganizations or subdivisions thereof. When au organization is de- 
tailed to form the guard the commander thereof will be the officer 
of the day and the junior officers thereof will be the officers of the 
guard. The organization may, in the discretion of the eoimnandiug 
officer, be inspected on Its own parade by its commander and 
marched to the post of tlie guard by the senior subordinate. 

"When details of subdivisions of a company are made for guard 
duty, tiie detail for officer of the day. officer of the guard, if any, 
and musicians of the guard, will be made by roster. 

19. At a i>ost or camp where headeiuarters of more than one 
regiment are stationed, or in the case of a small brigade in the field, 
if but one guard be necessary for the whole ]«>st or camp, details 
of organizations or subdivisions for the guard will be made from 
the headijuarters or the command, and, if formal guard mounting 
is to be held, the adjutant, sergeant major, and baud to attend 
guard mounting will be designated. 

20. The following are the usual rosters relative to guard duty: 

1. Officers of the Day. 

2, Officers of the Guard. 

a. Musicians of the Guard. 

4. Organizations or subdivisions for guard. 

The first three are kept when the guard is comjiosed of less 
i ban a company. 

The first two are kept by the adjutant, the third and fourth by 
the sergeant major under suitervisioti of the adjutant. 

In addition to the foregoing there will be kept In each company 
smtloued at a post or camp where there are less than two compan- 
ies, and in troops or batteries which furnish their own stable and 
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park guards, a roster of noncommissioned officers and privates of 
the guard. 

Captains supervise the keeping of the company roster* by their 
first sergeants, and see that all duties performed by members of tbe 
< ■itiiijmiiy are duiy credited, 

22. Au officer of the dny is required for duty witlj each guard. 
mill when more than one guard Is required in a eomiuiiiid. u Odd 
officer of the day may also t>e detailed. The field officer or the day 
receives his orders from the brigade or division commander. ** 
directed by the latter. Captains may, when guards are composed 
or less than a company, be placed on the roster for field officers of 
the day. 

25. The details of organisations for guard, n» well an for of- 
ficers of the day and guard, when made, are published at the |>n- 
rade next preceding the commencement of their tour, UtHcers are 
also |K>rsiinully notified on the day Itefore their lour by I wrliieii 
order, when practicable. 

27. The strength of jwst guards, a" '»r « 8 practicable, will lie 
unide so us to Insure private* an interval of not Ickh than six 
days lielween tours, or only one tour in seven days. When the mini 
her of available men at a post is not sufficient to fulfill Ihls require 
lueut, extra and HHwfnl duty men should be regularly detailed for 
nl-'bt guard duty, si 111 |«t'rforuiiug their usual duties in Hie day 
time. When it becomes uwi-wary to detail extra ami sjieclal duty 
men for s»uard. a roster of such men containing a reivrd of I be 
guard duly iwrforined by iMicb will be kept by Ibc sergeant major 
under sui>enisiou of tbe adjutant. 

29. Credit will be given to troops and batteries that furnish 
their own stable or stable and park guard for the nunilier of men 
furnished for stable or stable and park guard as though they had 
lieen detailed for t»>st guard. 

31. The stable sergeant and stable orderly are detailed on Kjie- 
i-inl duty for such periods as may be directed by troop roiiuruind- 
I'ls. and while nu this special duty are not available for guard duty. 

34. Should the adjutant lie notified that men are required to 
HI] vacancies in the guard, he will cause them to lie supplied from 
the supernumerary eompany or subdivision. A xnliiler who ihus 
goes on guard will lie credited on the company roster with a tour 
of guard duty us if he had been regularly tuounted as n member of 
I he guard. 

40. The detail of organ! wit Ions or subdivisions thereof for 
guard and fatigue duties will be made by roster. The slue "f the 
guard repaired having been determined, that organization or sub- 
division widen meets on requirement us to strength will constitute 
i lie guard. One such organisation or subdivision will then W desig- 
nated as supernumerary, and the men required to fill vacancies in 
the guard, whether such vacancies are due to deficiency in strength 
of organizations detailed for guard, or to the relief of members of 
the guard from any cause, will be furnished from this supernumer- 
ary organization or suIkIIvIsIob. Tbe detail as siqiermimerary or- 
ganization or subdivision will bold only until each of the other or 
gnnlzatlons or subdivisions on duty at the |nhc| or station has |*«r- 
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formed one lour of guard duty. The supernumerary organization 
or subdivision will then be placed at the foot of the roster for 
guard and fatigue duty and the others will, iu like manner, be de- 
tail ed in turn as su[>ernumerary. 

91. Should a member of the guard be taken sick, or be ar- 
rested, or desert, or leave bis guard, thereby reducing the strength 
of the guard below the minimum required for the proper jwrform- 
ance of the duty required of it, the commander of the guard will at 
once notify the adjutant. (See paragraph 34.) 

189. When so directed, the officer who inspects the guard at 
guard mounting will select from the members of the new guard at 
such inspection an orderly for ihe commanding officer. 

190. That soldier will be chosen wlib is most correct in the per- 
formance of duty and iu military bearing, neatest in person and 
clothing and whose arms and accoutrements are in the best condi- 
tion. Clothing, arms, and equipments must conform to the regula- 
tions. If there he doubt as to the relative merits of two or more 
soldiers, the Inspecting officer may cause them to form in line n few 
paces in front of the guard or may proceed to the guardhouse and 
cause them to form in line a few paces from the guard after it has 
been brought to an order. They fall in facing to the front at an 
order arms. The inspecting officer will cause them to execute the 
manual of arms, both with ami without the numbers, to march, etc. 
the most proficient being selected as orderly. If doubt still exists, 
he will subject them to a more minute inspection, or may cause 
them to draw lots. The commander of the guard will be notified of 
the selection. 

2S2. In camps of instruction the proper number of sentinels 
for the color line will be selected from the guard by the inspecting 
offi<-er at guard mounting, the required number of extra men being 
mounted with the guard for this propose. They are designated 
color xentitui.*, and are selected in the manner prescribed for the 
selection of the orderlv for the command ins officer. (See pa nigra pi' 
190.) 

3S4. When stable guards are mounted the stables of the cav- 
alry will be guarded by sentinels from the stable guard. When no 
stable guards are mounted the shihles of the cavalry will 1» 
guarded by sentinels jxisted from the main guard. under the con- 
trol of the officer of the day. The |H>st oomaittader will limit the 
number of sentinels to the least compatible wilh Ihe protection 
horses and property. Cienerally ">ue sentinel at each end of a row 
of eight or less troop stables will he ample for this duty. If less 
than three troops of cavalry are stationed at a post, one sentinel 
will lie pouted to the best advantage to secure safety of horses and 
properly. A stable orderly, in addition to the srahle sergeant, should 
always remain in the stable at night within easy call of the gnara. 
Those sjieclal details, as also that for herd guard, when necessary, 
will be made and credited on proper rosters. (See paragraphs 30 
and SL) 

394. The stable guard, when authorized, will be mounted under 
the supervision of the troop commander. It win be armed, at the 
discretion of the troop commander, witli either the rifle or pistol. 
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417. The trims. caissons, ere., with their uinnmuiiiun and si 
as well as the horses, harness, and forage, are under the charge of 
a stable and park guard consistine of such noneoiumlwsloued of- 
ficers and privates as the coniinauding officer inny decide tn It- 
necessary.

are rescinded.

:',. It is brought to the attention of the department that iu sev- 
eral instances where officers have been relieved from a command or 
office they have sought to transfer to their successors accounta- 
bility for property not on hand ami not actually turned over by 
them. An officer by giving receipt for property certifies that he has 
actually received the same and thus becomes resitonsibJe and ac- 
countable under his bond for the articles shown on the receipt. As a 
simple business proposition, it is inconceivable that officers would 
penult themselves to he made responsible in this way for property 
which lias not actually come into their possession and which they 
do not control; but it seems necessary to caution all persons in the 
service agafnst such procedure. 

In any formal transfers of public military property which may 
hereafter [>e made, it is prohibited for an officer to give receipt for 
any property other than that which he has personally verified and 
which has actually lieen transferred to him. An officer may, of 
course, receipt for property for which his predeeessar has been ac- 
countable and which is represented by the memorandum receipts of 
officers or enlisted men who are at the time properly holding such 
property for their official use; hut. even in such cases, the receiving 
officer must In each instance see the property and verify it before 
signing receipts and becoming accountable for it. He will also re- 
new the memorandum receipts of the officers or soldiers holding 
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the articles and cancel the old memorandum receipts which his 
predecessor held. 

No officer will accept from another memorandum reoelptB for 
property which the latter should transfer but which he may not he 
able to produce. In such cases the transferring officer must retain 
the missing articles upon his papers awl continue to wake return 
for them until officially relieved of accountability for them. It in 
incumbent ujxm all officers, however, as soon as they discover n 
shortage in property for which they are either accountable or re- 
sponsible, to take immediate steps to locate and recover the same 
or to secure relief through survey proceedings,

Proceedings of the National Militia Board Meeting, Janumii

On January 14 the following matters were considered ami ac- 
tion taken as indicated below : 

</Hf*tion. Is it desirable to change the present method of appor- 
tioning to the States the appropriation under the Act of Mav 27. 

1908? 

Action. The Board, after mature consideration and extended 
discussion of the question of the expediency of a change in the 
present method of allotting appropriations under the Act of May 
27, 1008, Is uuanfmously of the opinion that a change would not, 
at this time be advisable. The Board believes such instruct Ions 
should be issued to inspecting officers as will cause them to make 
suitable investigations to determine the cause of absenteeism and 
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whether thttse actually enrolled would Ik* available for any ordered 
duty by tlie United States or tlie State. 

<Jiuxti<>n. What should lie the method of apiiortioniuent used 
with respect to tlie $400,000 set aside out of the appropriation avail- 
able under the Act of May. 27. 100S? 

Action. Thai with relation to the reservation of $400,000 of 
the appropriation under the Act of May 27, 1008, the Board believes 
a reasonable portion of this sum could be properly used to equip 
newly authorized and organized organisations in the .States, in the 
order in which the applications are received, provided such States 
have satisfactorily equipped and adequately taken care of existing 
organizations, and that, during the last quarter of the fiscal year, 
any balance remaining of the iMlXl.OOO should be apportioned among 
the States on the hasls provided for the apportionment of the main 
part of the appropriation. 

Question. What should be the method of allotment of the funds 
for the joint tumps of instruction ? 

Action. In relation to an allotment of the sums which may lie 
appropriated by the Congress for joint camps of instruction during 
1910. the Hoard finds it iuqioKSible, lacking information as to the 
wishes and resources of the States, as requested of the States in 
the letter of the Secretary of War dated December 23, 1U09. which 
letter invited the participation of the States in joint camps of in- 
struction to fix a basis of allotment which it would consider equit- 
able. 

The Board is therefore of the opinion that the allotment should 
be determined by the Secretary of War as previously, after the 
replies of the States to the afore- mentioned letter have been re- 
ceived, such determination to tte governed, so far as practicable, by 
the probability of organizations receiving benefit from their partici- 
pation in such joint camps of instruction, taking into consider:! lion 
the previous instruction of the organizations. 

On January 15 motions were Blade and agreed to aa follows: 

1. Tbe l'.i>jinl recommends tbe amendment of paragraph 185, 
Militia liegnlalfons, which now provides for at least six months 
membership in the Organized Militia before participation in a joint 
camp or instruction, so that the time shall he three months instead 
of six. 

2. Certain proposed legislation, more specifically referred to 
hereinafter, which legislation has been previously approved by the 
War Department, is now before the Congress. This legislation is of 
Importance, and lis adoption as law would benefit tlie service. The 
Board therefore recommends that the Secretary of War urge upon 
Congress the passage of the measures referred to, which may be 
more particularly identified in these terms: 

(a) A measure providing : 

That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to make such 
issue of ordnance stores, from lime to time, without charging the 
cost or value thereof, to the Governor of each State and Territory, 
and to the Commanding General of the National Guard of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, as are required to keep on hand a sufficient 
supply of arms and the necessary accouterments and equipments 
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therefor, of the model that may at the time of any lane be In use 
by the corresponding arm, corps or department of Uie Regular 
Army, for tbe use of the maximum number of organized militia :i u- 
thorlzed by law or regulations; such issues to remain the property 
of the United States and to be accounted for as now provided by 
law, 

(b) Also one to this effect : 

The Secretary of War Is authorized, under requisition of the 
GoTernor of a State or Territory or the Commanding Genera! of 
the Militia of the District of Columbia, to pay to the quartermaster 
general thereof or to such Other officer of the militia as may lie duly 
designated and appointed for the purpose, so nun-h of Its allotment 
under the annual appropriation under Section BHIl, Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended, as shall be necessary for the payuieut, aulwiat- 
tencc, transport at km and other expenses of such iwrtiou of the Or- 
ganized Militia as shall engage In goeaiiipiiti'iits. maneuvers, mid 
Held instruction with any part of the Regular Army :it or near any 
military post or cntup or lake or sea coast defense of the I'tilti-d 
States. 

(c) And one: 

Providing for such amendments to articles of war 122 and 124, 
as shall establish an equitable ami consistent relation In regard 
to precedence between the Army, Organized Mllttln and Volun- 
teers. 

3. Attention is directed to an Indorsement of a hill authorizing 
the appointment of officers of the Army to meet the necessities of 
the Army and the Organized Militia, as recommended by this 
Board on January 1"». 1009. as follow? ; 

"Senate Bill 2W1, which has passed the Senate and Is Hff 
before the Military Committee of the House, provides for an addi- 
tion of B12 officers to the Regular Army to partially meet ihc condi- 
tion which has arisen out of the necessary detail of i!01 officer* for 
various duties awnj- from trooin. This Bill received serious <•««- 
slderatlon by the National (luard Association of the Cnlted States 
at Its last convention, and there R was unanimously approved. It 
has the urgent and hearty supjwrt of the Organized Mllltla or the 
country. Every effort will In* made by the Organized Militia of 
the country to secure Its passage. This Board desires to mid its 
further Indorsement, If Indorsement be necessary, to this uierl- 
torlous measure." 

The Board desires to renew at this time Its formal approval 
of the proposed legislation for necessary officers of the A nny. It 
Is pointed out in this connection that a subsequent convention of 
the National Guard Association of the United Stales lo that re- 
ferred to in the original paragraph quoted, also went on record as 
approving tbe legislation In question, 

i. In the opinion of the Board, it Is desirable that the I divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs t>e made a permanent bureau of the War De- 
partment, after the plan of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department, 

5. The Board most heartily approves the instructional system 
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which has been j >u t into effect hy the War Ofimrntieiil in the cast 
yenr. Including cuiupe for the instruction of medical officers and 
for other branches, and rwounnends that this system lie extended 
to the fullest degree practicable. Tt Is further recommended that 
a set of the more important blank forms used in the various supply 
departments, showing the most common errors, with the prwjier cor- 
rections noted thereon. be prejiared and sent to the adjutants gen- 
eral of the several State*. Territories and the District of Columbia. 

6. It Is believed that the present method of selecting aides for 
division and brigade st affs from officers of the line, ius now fixed by 
Militia Regulations. la del ri mental in some cases by reason of the 
vacancies thus created. 

It is recommended that paragraphs 18 and 19. of tin* Militia 
Regulations, I e modified so us to include aides of division nnd bri- 
gade commanders among those staff officers who may lie unpointed 
for staff duly from some stuff eorjis or department of the line. 

7. The question of the revision of the Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions having been raised, the Hoard recommends Unit the Infantry 
Drill Regulations be re-written and not revised. It is considered 
highly desirable that the regulations be greatly simplified. Taking 
every factor into consideration, it is Iwlieved that their adapta- 
bility to the needs of the Organised Militia and Volunteers should 
be the first consideration. The Infantry Drill Herniations should 
deal more with general] principles and less with details. It is fur- 
ther l>elieved that the vnlue of the Regulations would l»c enhanced 
if issued with u more detailed and better arranged index. 

S. The Board recommends consideration of the ijuest ion of the 
revision or re-writing of the Manual of Guard Duty, with .i view 
to making this manual more simple. 

U. In the opinion of the Board, on alphabetical Mm of ord- 
nance stores, sliowins; the class and sub-heading to which each 
article belongs, would facilitate making ont proper return*. 

10. The Board recommends a revision of the blanks used by 
the inspecting officers for the Inspections of the Organ tad Militia 
and for making their returns of strength and property. 

11. The Board desires to renew its former rex-omtuendatiou 
on the subject of the adoption of a definite military policy for the 
t'nited States, with particular reference to a complete co-ordina- 
tion of effort lielweeu the Regular Army and the Organized Militia, 
and a combined organization of the two I. ranches for the lirst 
line of defense. It is again recommended that such step* he taken 
as will insure the adoption of a definite military policy. 

The proceedings of the Roard were approved by the Secretary 
of War January 21, 1910, and direction was given that the neces- 
sary steps lie lukeu to i any out the recommendations of the Hoard, 
in so far as practicable,

Genekal: !u reply to your letter of the H7th luslunt , as to 
whether or not, where a sentence of a general eourt-martiai im- 
poses a fine and dismissal from the service, the eollectton of the fine 
can he enforced after the dismissal has taken effect. I have the 
honor to say, that, in my opinion, it can. Section (iyj of the General 
Niauites, as amended by the Act of 1009, says: "The Articles of 
War governing the Armies of the L'nited Stales shall he applicable 
to and shall govern the National Guard of Florida insofar as they 
are not inconsistent with the Constitution ami laws of this State," 
I find nothing in the Federal Statutes which expressly provides 
that a sentence of dismissal shall take effect from the publication 
of the order confirming the sentence, hut from the very nature of 
the proceedings the sentence of a court-martial must take effect 
from the promulgation of the order con final ng it. So with the 
judgment of a civil court, it lakes effect when pronounced and en- 
tered in the minutes. Section 703 of the General Statutes, as 
amended by the Act of 1909. says that — General courts-martial 
Shan have power lo impose fines uol exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars; * * * to sentence to dismissal * * * or 
any two or more of such punish men ts may he combined in the sen- 
tences Imposed hy such courts." Now It would he utterly vain to 
sentence to a line and dismissal if the dismissal destroyed the 
power to enforce payment of the Hue. The law-makers intended no 
such vain thing. Both penalties take effect while the officer is in 
the service. The Hue Iteeomes a Judgment against bfm, to he en- 
forced its provided in Section 705 of the General Statutes, and by 
the same judgment he is dismissed from the service. Any other 
construction would nullify the plain language of the statute author- 
izing ImjiIi penalties. Section 705 has not been amended or repealed.

The following extract from War Department I'ln-ulur No. 23, 
ft s., is published for the Information and guidance of the National 
Guard of Florida : 

Cask or LKvniKK Kquifmknts. 

1. Leather equlpiueuls are manufactured ■■! pure oak-tauhcd 
leather of No. 1 tannage ami llnish, baud-stuffed with a light Mb- 
ulna; made of pure tallow ami cotl-llver oil to preserve the leather, 
the dubbing being bo sparingly used that the oil will not exude. No 
oil whatever is applied in the manufacture of the equipment. 

2. To preserve the life of russet leather equipments, they 
should be cleaned whenever dirt, grit or mud lias cullifted on them, 
or when they have Itecume discolored by the sweat of it horse. Cli- 
mate, frequency of exposure lo weather, and wear mid li'iir dm- to 
service are so variable that no definite rule diu he laid down us to 
the proper time for denning. The condition ol the leather alma 
will determine this. So long as the leather Is reasonably pliable, 
looks and feels well, no oil should lie used, and map and poilsb 
sparingly applied. The tendency in servii.-e is toward excessive use 
of soaps, oils, and polishes. In cleaning, aft it the parts have lieen 
separated, eacb part should he carefully washed w iib a »|Hiuge 
moistened with a llikk lather made from clean water and taattla 
soap, and then ruhtied vigorously until It Is thoroughly dry. If 
surface polish Is desired. apply tlikk lather made front clear water 
and Propert's soap, allow leal tier lo dry and then rub thoroughly 
with a soft cloth. 

3. If the leather Iteeuutes harsh and dry from rljiiwiim to wet 
or other cause It will lie necessary to oil the equipment. This should 
never L>e done except in the presence and under the direction of a 
commissioned oil leer of the organization. Before oiling, the eqnip- 
ntent should t>e carefully washed as follows: 

Take a damp sponge, squeezed nearly dry. rub It on cast lie 
soap and manipulate to form a thick lather, apply lather to surface 
of leather, and let It stand until dry; when dry. remove wittj a 
clean damp sismge: spots particularly soiled may lie rabbad with a 
moist soaped cloth. While the surface uf the leather Is still slightly 
moist front the washing, apply the oil with a cloth, moistened, hut 
not wet nor saturated, with oil. To prevent excessive use, I be oil 

for each set of horse equipment should h easared and should 

never exceed two ounces and rarely more than one or one and a 
half ounces. 

4. After the oil has been applied the equipment should be left 
for some time — a day if practicable — and then thoroughly rubbed 
with a coarse dry cloth until the surface is clean. 

5. The treatment described above Is all that Is necessary to 
keep the equipment In excellent condition. Three or foor times a 
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year Is generally enough to oil leather under ordinary conditions of 
serviie if the equipment Is properly eared for. Under exceptional 
conditions of warm, moist climate or frequent wetting and drying, 
it should be oiled at shorter intervals, hut great care should lie 
taken to avoid excessive or too frequent use of oil. 

U, If a iHjiish only of personal leather equipment Is desired 
the dressing supplied by the Ordnance Department should be used. 
Apply it sparingly to tbe entire surface and then rub briskly with 
a dry cloth, in no ease should leather be dipped in water or placed 
in the nun to dry,

Question having arisen in several Instances sis 10 whether or 
not those In the United States' Postal Service are entitled to leave 
from their positions in the Government service when ordered out 
for military duty, the following information, received from the Di- 
vision Militia Affairs, of ttie War Department, is published to the 
National Guard of Florida: 

3. "The Adjutant General of the Stale of Indiana having 
oeported that quite a number of officers and men of the Indi- 
ana National Guard are employees of the Indianapolis and 
other postotiices, and notwithstanding the instructions in the 
Official Postal Cuide. IttOO, in regard to granting leaves of 
absence to members of the Organized Militia in order to allow 
them to attend to their duties as members of the guard, some 
of the department superintendents absolutely refuse to listen 
to any suggestions In regard to granting such leaves of ab- 
sence, his i minium icat ion was referred lo the Post muster Gen- 
eral with the request that he give the matter his consideration. 
Under date of June 2. 1910, the Postmaster General addressed 
a letter to the Secretary of War, transmitting copy of a letter 
sent to the Postmaster, Indianapolis, Indiana, as follows:" 

June 2, 1910. 

Postmaster, 

Indianapfilis. Indiana. 

This office has been informed by the War Department 
that certain superintendents in your office have refused to 
grant leaves of absence to members of the Indiana Nation- 
al Guard In order to allow them to attend to their duties 
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as members of the guard. In this connection your atten- 
tion is directed to the Postmaster General's Order, em- 
bodied In paragraph 50, page 57, of the Postal Guide of 
July, 1909. which la as follows: 

•'lu order to correct a misconception that seem to 
exist as to the attitude of the Department in regard to 
enlistment and service in the National Guard by em- 
ployees in the postal service, the following order has 
been issued : 

"ORDERED, That leaves of absence without pay 
In addition to the leave of absence with pay, author- 
ized by law, will be granted to postal employees who 
are members of the National Guard when called upon 

to perform military duty by v petent authority. 

"The Department believes that the National 
Guard should be encouraged lu every way and that it 
is feasible for postmasters to arrange the duties of 
employees so that leaves of absence to perform mili- 
tary duty may be grunted without detriment to the 
service."

— The commissioned staff officers of 
the battalion shall be one paymaster, one surgeon 111) d one 
chaplain, each with the rank of lieutenant, junior grade, and 
one assistant surgeon, with the rank of ensigu. There shall 
also lie allowed to the battalion a petty staff to consist of such 
petty officers as the Commander-in-Chief may order aud direct. 

743. Mmtmer of Forming Divisions. — A division of naval 
militia may be formed in the same manner as is provided for 
the forma it on of a company of the National Guard of Florida. 
The naval ha tt a lion shall be constituted as soon as two divi- 
sions are completely organized. 

744. Officers, Haw Selected. — The lieu ten ant -commander 
and lieutenaut to act as navigator and ordnance officer and 
the ensign to act as signal officer and assistant to navigator 
and ordnance officer, shall be elected by the commissioned of- 
ficers of the battalion; lieutenants, lieutenants Junior grade, 
and ensigns shall he elected by the ha 1 lots of the members of 
their respective divisions : Provided. That in all such elections 
a majority of the ballots of the qualified voters shall be requis- 
tts to an election. The staff officers of the naval battalion shall 
lie appointed upon the recommendation of the lieutenant-eom- 
maiuler, and the petty officers by the lieutenant-commander. 

745. Organisation aud Discipline.— The organization of 
the naval militia and Its system of discipline and exercises 
shall conform, as nearly as iwssihle, to that of the Navy of the 
United States. It shall he governed by the laws and regulations 
as now provided for the government of the National Ounrd of 
Florida, as far as the same may be applicable; and the (Jov- 
ernor, as Commander-in-Clilef, shall have i»ower to order, di- 
vide, annex, consolidate or disband the said battalion when- 
over in his judgment the efficiency of the State forces will be 
thereby increased ; and he shall have jwwer to make such rules 
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and regulations as may be deemed proper for the government 
and instruction of tin- said battalion. Such rules ami regula- 
tions shall i -on for i ii to the provisions of this Article, and, as 
nearly as possible, to those governing the United State* Navy. 

740. Uniform. — The uniform of the Florida Naval Militia 
shall be such as the Conimander-In-Cbief may direct. 

747. Relative Statin of I. and and Naval Forces. — A bat- 
talion of naval militia shall be considered the equivalent of a 
battalion of land militia, and a division of naval militia shall 
be considered the equivalent of n company of land militia, and 
equally in the State's service, and they shall be entitled to 
equal rights, privileges and allowances, except as otherwise 
provided In compliance with this article, 

748, Relative Rank of Officers. — The rank of officers In 
the Naval Militia is naval rank, and its relation to the rank of 
officers in the Army and organized mil it In shall he such as 18 
prescribed In the Regulations for the United States Army and 
Navy. The relative rank of petty officers and seamen of the 
Naval Militia shall be the same as for similar grades In the 
United States Navy. 

740, .4s to Equipping the Sural Militia. — The Governor 
is authorized to make the necessary arrangements for carrying 
the provisions of tbie article Into effect as soon as the govern- 
ment of the United States is ready to supply arms and equip- 
ments, and necessary material and opportunities for naval iu- 
struetlon and drill. And the Governor Is further authorised to 
apply to the I* resident of the United States, or the Secretary 
of the Navy of the United States for the loan of a practii-e 
vessel for the use of the naval militia, and the detail of com- 
missioned and petty officers of the Navy to act as inspectors 
and instructors. The duty of the naval militia may be per- 
formed afloat in the vessels of the United States, or elsewhere, 
as the Commander-in-Chief may direct.

The following Circular from the War Department is published 
for the information and guidance of the National Guard of Flor- 
ida:

In A Irirge number of installers where U- S. mttgnzlne rifles, 

caliber .30. model of 1903, liave been turned In to ortlnnnce W- 
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tabllsbments for replacement, it was found upon i xii initiation 
that abrasive substances bad been used in cleaning the rifles, 
resulting in diminishing tbelr accuracy and generally injuring 
them. Id order io avoid a recurrence of the matter the nse 
of any cleaning or preserving material in the cure and preser- 
vation of service arms, other than that furnished by the Ord- 
nance Department for the purpose, is strictly prohibited. 

The bore of the rifle is manufactured with great care In order 
that a high degree of accuracy may be obtained, and it should 
be Intelligently cared for. The residum £n>m smokeless powder 
tends to corrode the bore and should, therefore, be removed 
as soon after tiring as practicable. 

It has been found that a deposit of metallic fouling is left In 
the bore of the rifle when ball cartridges, caliber ,30, model 
of 1906, of earlier manufacture are used, nod a solution for the 
removal of metallic fouling from tbc bores of small arms has, 
therefore, been issued by the Ordnance Dopurlmcnt to all post 
ordnance officers for reissue to organizations in accordance with 
the following table of annual allowances : 

For a company of const artillery or infantry or ft troop of 
cavalry : 

SO ounces ammonium per-sulphate. 
15 ounces ammonium carbonate. 
180 ounces ammonia, 28 per centum. 

For a Signal Corps company or a company uf Philippine 
Scouts : 

45 ounces ammonium per-sulphate. 
SO ounces ammonium carbonate. 
300 ounces ammonia, 28 per centum. 
For a company of engineers : 

7S ounces ammonium per-sulphate. 
45 ounces ammonium carbonate. 
480 ounces ammonia, 28 per centum. 
For a machine-gun platoon : 

l*i ounces ammonium per-suiphftte. 
15 ounces ammonium carbonate. 
60 ounces ammonia, 28 per centum. 
One ounce of ammonium per-sulphate, 200 grains ammonium 
carbonate. 6 ounces ammonia (28 per centum, t, and 4 ounces 
water will make a sufficient quantity to clean twenty rifles. 
If no scales are available for weighing the ingredients, they may 
be measured and the equivalents are as follows : 

1 ounce of ammonium per-sulphate eqiiats two medium 
heaping spoonfuls. 
200 grains ammonium carbonate equals one medium heap- 
ing spoonful. 
G ounces ammonia, 28 per centum pure, equals three- 
eighths of a pint, 
4 ounces water equals one-fourth of a pint. 
The spoon referred to above Is the spoon issued by the Ord- 
nance Department for the mess outfit. 
The solution Is made as follows; 

The carbonate and per-sulphate should first be pulverized and 
mixed together and the amajonln and water added, after which 
the mixture should be thoroughly stirred. The solution should 
stand for half an hour before using. The bore of the rifle 
should be plugged with a cork or wooden plug at the breech 
end and just below the metallic fouling. The bore should then 
be filled with the solution and the muzzle enrkeri or plugged. 
The solution should remain in the bore for about two hours 
or long enough to cut the metallic fouling, after which It 
should be removed and canton flannel or other soft material 
run back and forth through the bore to remove the residue. 
Great care must be taken to remove the solution from all me- 
tallic parts as it may start rusting In a very short time. Spec- 
ial care should be used in removing It from the breech mechan- 
ism. The solution may be used several times, but after it has 
been used it should be placed in a bottle and not mixed with 
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any noosed solution. Thii solvent l> expensive and iboold be 
used economically.
